But  this  Virgin  Affmbly 
quickly  forgat  the  guide  of  her  youth  ( although  Jbe  /till  wi-  1 
ped  her  mouthj  and/aid  ^  She  had  committed  no  zj 
vil  )  to  the  negl eStand  perverting  of  all  Juiiice.  And 
here  I  left  them  What  comfort  had  I  then  in  this  my  con - 
dition  f  If  1  lojl  what  1  had  for  Chrifts fake ,  as  God  and  my 
C  Gnjuence  are  wttnefs  1  did,  l  am  promt  fid  Recorn  pence 
in  thiscworld  a  hundred- fold,  and  do  acknowledge  that 
1  haVe  found  it,  though  not  in  rides  For  fir  ft  1  am  here¬ 
by  more  ajfiired ,  becaufe  1  abhor  all  Injuftice,  that  I 
am  in  that  /mail  number  which  the  Scripture  fo  often  cals 
j  u  it  men,  Secondly,  l  am  comforted,  that  fuch  times  have 
beta  oj  old,  and  fuch  as  God  dcicjls,  and  will  punijh  Jet'.

i.  Laftly  in  abundant  rccompmce  to  the  utnvfl  of  wha 
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tfe  Lord  hath  promifed,  fuch  Secret  Afy  fleries  from  the  fsfi 
to  the  Ufl  have  been  from  God  revealed  unto  me,  as  may  ap¬ 
pear  in  a  Treatife  written  by  mi  called  Pf)\fA  r/ATil\fy 
wherein  the  H^ory  of  the  Religion,  Policy  ,  and  De¬ 
finition  of  the  City  of  Rome  is  difcovered  to  have  been 
portended  in  the  Theology,  and  Fables  of  th:  ancient 
Heathen  Greek  and  Latine,  <3tc,  not  quite  finijhed ,  Next 
{through  the  mercy  of  God)  in  my  Annotations  upon  Eze- 
kiel  yChap.  i .  <5cc<  now  ready  for  the  Trejs ;  be  fide  this  here 
prefented ,  Reader  farewell ,  and  let  God  have  the  praife 
of  all  which  is  true  herein ,  as  from  whom  it  came  5  all  the 
errors  and  imferfeElions  I  challenge  as  mine  own ,  excepting 
fome  few  miftakes  of  the  'Printers. 


From  my  Clumber  in 
Sion  College  in  London, 
Jan, 24.  1 660, 
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LEft  I  fhould  incur  your  blame  for  not  prefently  falling 
upon  the  main  work,  in  (hewing  you  inftantly ,  how  the 
REKETS  and  KING  5 -EVIL  torefhew  and  declare  the 
promifed  things, and  that  I  may  not  juftly  deferve  worfe, 
in  telling  you  fo  great  a  Paradox,  having  not  firft  made  known 
unto  you,  how  fuch  a  matter  may  be  done  ^  I  judge  it  here  fit 
to  let  you  know  that  I  have  prepared  this  other  as  a  better  way, 
which  may  by  Gods  afliftance  bring  you  to  a  fuller  and  clearer 
view  of  whatfoever  is  pretended  in  the  Title,  if  you  enter  up¬ 
on  it,  and  go  along  orderly,  as  it  here  lies  before  you. 

IN  old  time  when  ifrael  was  in  Egypt,  and  afterward  when 
ifrael  and  fudah  dwelt  in  their  own  land,  and  when  the  Jews 
were  ca  ried  into  Babylon ,  the  Almighty  Lord  was  wont  to 
fend  them  Prophets  in  evil  and  finful  times,  Prophets  fo  infpi- 
red  with  his  Spirit,  that  they  knew  infallibly,  and  did  fliew  un¬ 
to  that  people  moft  certainly ,  what  things,  both  good  and 
bad,  ana  how  they  fhould  befal  them  *,  that  their  oppreffors  and 
the  wicked  might  not  live  fecure,  nor  the  opprefled  and  righ¬ 
teous  be  difcouraged.  £  ut  in  a  fhort  time  after  our  Saviours  Af- 
cenfion,  fuch  Prophets  which  were  thus  miraculoufly  inftrudted 
ceafed  to  be  among  men.  By  which  difference  of  the  times, 
thofe  from  thefe,  it  might  at  firft  feem,  either  that  God  loves  not 
the  Chriftians  fo  tenderly  as  formerly  he  did  the  children  of  if- 
rael,  or  (at  leaft)  that  the  Chriftians  now  adays  have  no  need 
ot  fuch  lore  warnings  as  the  children  of  ifrael  were  wont  to  have. 
Divine  and  miraculous  premonitions  were  fo  ufuall  to  them, 
that  they  accounted  it,  and  complained  ol  it  as  an  affliction,  when 
they  wanted  them.  This  appeareth  true  from  the  words  of 
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Afapfty  a  man  left  in  Judea,  when  the  reft  were  carried  into 
Babylon  by  Nebuchadnezzar  ,  complaining  of  the  want  of  a 
Prophet ,  and  Signes  ( which  they  were  formerly  accuftomed 
unto )  to  declare  and  foretell  how  long  their  captivity  after  the 
prefent  deftru&ion  of  the  City  and  Temple  wasyettolaft.  For 
thus  he  fpeaketh,  pfa.  74.  9.  We  fee  not  our  Signes ,  there  is  no 
more  any  Prophet ,  neither  is  there  among  us  Any  that  knorvethhorv 
long.  Albeit  Jeremiah  the  Prophet  had  formerly  prophefied  un¬ 
to  them  of  70  years  captivity,  and  Daniel,  and  Ezekiel  were  both 
now  in  Chaldea,  and  did  prophefie^  Whereby  it  appeareth,  as 
I  faid,  that  Afaph  was  left  in  the  land,  and  that  hefpeakethof 
the  remainder  of  the  Jews  which  were  left  in  the  fame  place 
with  him,  and  laftly,  that  this  Pfalm  was  written  after  the  car¬ 
rying  away  of  Jeremiah  into  Egypt .  Concerning  the  difference 
of  thofe  old  times  before  our  Saviours  coming  from  thefe,  al¬ 
though  we  fhould  grant  it  true,  and  we  muft  grant  it  to  be  fo  in' 
fome  kind ,  touching  Prophets,  yet  is  the  Aflumption  falfe 
to  conclude  from  thence  5  That  God  loves  not  the  Chriftians 
fo  tenderly  as  formerly  he  did  the  children  of  lfrael$  for  how 
little  foever  the  Lord  loveth  any  of  his  children,  he  account¬ 
ed  and  nameth  them  his  Jewels,  and  is  as  tender  of  them  as  of 
the  apple  of  his  eye,  who  fpared  not  his  onely  and  beloved 
Son,  but  gave  him  to  dye  for  theleaft  of  them  all.  But  this  is 
an  ineftimably  greater  favour  then  to  premonifh  and  forewarn 
them  of  that  which  is  to  come  5  a  thing  which  he  hath  done  even 
to  his  greateft  enemy  the  devil  ( though  for  a  different  end 
from  that  for  which  he  forewarns  his  children)  letting  him 
know  his  fecret  counfel  touching  Saul  and  his  Sons.  For  did 
not  the  Lord  reveal  unto  Satan,  that  Saul  and  his  three  Tons 
fhould  be  {lain  ( even  as  it  came  to  pafs,  and  the  Spirit  told  Saul) 
the  day  following?  1  Sam.  27.  19.  And  while  we  confider, 
that  the  Lord  is  unchangeable  in  his  love,  For  he  is  not  a  man 
that  he  fhould  repent,  this  cannot  be  the  caufe,  want  of  Gods 
love,  that  Chriftians  are  without  divining  Prophets.  In  the  fe- 

cond 


cond  place,  as  little  reafon  is  there  to  fay,  That  we  which  are 
Chriftians  have  no  need  of  forewarnings  of  our  fuffering,  nor 
of  our  deliverance.  As  if  the  oppreffions  in  Egypt  were  more 
than  under  the  Pope,  and  thefe  not  feven-fold  greater  then 
thofe*,  as  the  burning  in  a  fiery  furnace  or  in  fire  than  making 
and  burning  of  brick  by ,  and  in  fuch  a  place  •  or  the  thral- 
dome  of  the  body  greater  then  of  the  foul  *,  or  the  length  of 
the  captivity  under  Pharaoh  which  lafted  not  in  all  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifteen  years,  more  tedious  then  under  Antichrift,  who 
began  to  reign  above  a  thoufand  years  agoe. 

Whereupon  neither  of  thefe  two  Caufes  being  to  be  ad¬ 
mitted,  want  of  love  from  the  Lord  toward  his  people,  and  no 
need  of  Premonitions,  andlikewife  neceftarily  admitting,  and 
confeffing  it  to  be  truth.  Fully  illuminated,  and  infallibly  in- 
fpired  Prophets  have  not  been  found  (  and  are  not  now  to  be  ex¬ 
pected  )  much  after  our  Saviours  leaving  (the?  earth,  it  be- 
hoveth  us  to  enquire  after  the  reafon  of  this  thing.  Of  which  by 
Gods  grace  I  fined  there  are  Two  Caufes. 

i.  Why  we  may  not  look  for  fuch  Prophets  in  thefe  times 
which  are  fully  illuminated  and  infallible,  is  the  End  and  the  con- 
fideration  thereof,  for  which  fuch  Prophets  were  fentby  Al¬ 
mighty  God  for  the  information  of  his  people,  which  being  ac- 
complifhed  and  come  andpaft,  that  which  points  to  that  end  is 
not  neceffary  any  longer.  Such  Prophets  were  inftituted  to  be 
forerunning  Types  and  Figures  of  Chrift,  thereby  to  ftgnifie 
that  there  was  a  Prophet  to  come  after  them  like  unto  them- 
felves,  but  greater,  who  fhould  fully  and  infallibly  know  the 
Lords  mind  and  counfels.  For  thus  faith  Mojes  of  our  Saviour 
who  was  to  be  exhibited  in  the  ftefh,  and  making  himfelfthe 
Type  of  Chrift,  Dm.  1 8.  is.  ?he  Lord  thy  God  tvillfaife  up  unto 
thee  a  Prophet  from  the  mid (l  of  thce^of'thy  brethren ,  like  unto 
me\  unto  him  ye  (lull  hearken.  Ini  reflect  of  whom ,  forrie, 
though  not  all  of  the  Prophets,  had  power,  at  fome,  not  at 
all  times,  to  work  certain  Miracles,  and  alluding  to  this

it  isfaid,  The  Prophets  were  unto  [fohn. 

2.  Prophets  were  more  fully  enlight*  ed  before  eur  Saviours 
coming,  than  in  thefe  times  there  can  be  found  any,  for  another 
caufe,  even  for  their  fakes  to  whom  their  Prophecies  and  Mef- 
fages  were  fent,  that  is,  becaufe  of  the  people.  The  Pro¬ 
phets  were  fent  principally  to  call  men  to  repentance  $  thus 
fpeaketh  the  Lord,  ferem.  7.25.  Since  the  day  that  your  fathers 
came  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  unto  this  day ,  1  have  even 
fent  unto  you  all  my  fervants  the  Prophets^  dailj  rifwg  up  early , 
and  [ending  them,  v.2  6.  Tet  they  hearkened  not  unto  me,  nor  in¬ 
clined  their  ear ,  hut  hardened  their  necky  they  did  rnrfe  then  their 
fathers.  The  different  condition  of  the  people  therefore  is  a  fe- 
cond  caufe,  why  the  old  Prophets  were  more  enlightned  and  in¬ 
fallible,  then  the  Prophets  or  Preachers,  which  now  are  (  for 
To  are  Preachers  called  by  the  Apoftle  Paul )  or  neceffarily  are 
required  to  be.  .  In  thofe  old  times  the  unaerttanding  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  ifrael  concerning  God  and  heavenly  things  was  very 
fmall-  witneffe  the  Apoftles  themfelves,  who  were  conveifant 
with  Chritt,  when  Peter  reproved  our  Saviour  fpeaking  of  his 
fuffering  death,  telling  his  Matter,  that  this  fhould  not  befall 
him-  that  he  fhould  not  dye.  Yea,  the  Lord  threatens  his 
people  blindenefs  of  mind,  and  ftupidity  of  underftanding  grea¬ 
ter  then  formerly  they  had,  by  the  mou'h  of  jfaiah,  calling  it 
fat nefs  of  heart  5  for  fat  is  infallible.  For  which  caufe  if  the 
Prophets  Ihould  not  have  ttiewn  before  their  eyes  great  and  won- 
derfull  matters,  they  would  not  have  beleeved  5  and  if  fuch 
Prophets  had  not  alfo  had  extraordinary  knowledge,  they  would 
have  wanted  a  guide,  if  they  had  not  alfo  been  indued  with  in¬ 
fallibility,  the  people  would  certainly  have  fallen  into  errours. 
And  notwithftanding  all  this,  fcarcely  did  they  then  beleeve  the 
Prophets.  For  how  foon  had  they  forgotten  the  miracles  which 
Mof ts  did  before  them  ?  when  being  told  more  then  once,  that 
God  had  promifed  to  bring  them  into  the  land  of  Canaan  to  give 
it  them  for  a  poffeffion,  alter  that  he  had  performed  his  promife 
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in  bringing  them  out  of  the  land  of  Egjpt,  had  led  them  by  a 
pillar  of  fire  and  a  cloud,  yet  being  purfued  by  the  J Egyptians  they 
murmured  againft  the  Lord,  beleeved  not  his  fei  vant  Mcfes,  con¬ 
cluding  they  ihould  be  then  (lain  by  the  Egyptians ,  Exo  14.12. 
jfaiah  who  was  fo  far  acquainted  with  the  Lords  mind, that  he  ex- 
prefiy  told  King  Hczekiah  asafigne  which  was  required  by  the 
king,  by  the  going  back  ol  thefhadeof  the  Sun  on  the  Diall  of 
Ahaz  ten  degrees, the  recovery  of  the  king,  and  the  lengthening 
of  his  life  fifteen  years,  2  King.20,  yet  complaincth  the  Prophet 
that  what  he  prophefied  was  neither  underftood  nor  beleeved, 
7/4.53. 1.  Who  hath  beleeved  our  reported  to  whom  is  the  arm  of  the 
Lord  revealed  ?  Likewife  when  feremiah  prophefied  to  the  J  ews, 
and  what  he  foretold  of  their  captivity  came  fully  topafs,  then 
falfe  Prophets  which  prophefied  of  their  fudden  return  were  more 
credited  by  the  People.  For  that  remnant  of  the  Peop’e  which 
was  left  behind  by  Nebuchadnezzar  in  ferufalem ,  after  thrife 
carrying  them  away  into  Chaldea,  the  firff  in  the  third  year  of 
tfeho'yakim^  Dan.1.2.  the  next  in  fehojakims,  the  third  in  feho- 
jachinsmgn)  and  with  him,  plainly  did  not  beleeve  feremiah^ 
nor  Ezekiel  pi  ophefying  unto  them  the  deftru&ion  and  burning 
of  their  City  and  Temple,  boafting  notwithfhnding  that  they 
fhould  not  be,  nor  the  City  any  more  taken,  calling  ferufalem 
the  Caldron,  and  themfelves  the  fl.fb,  Ezek.  11.3.  concluding 
thereby,  that  the  City  was  made  for  them,  and  they  for  the  City, 
fo  as  that  they  fhould  not  be  parted. 

Sofor  theNecefiity  of  the  work,  that  the  children  of  God 
might  have  a  firm  foundation  on  which  their  faith  fhould  be  built, 
the  Holy  Pen- men  of  Scripture  were  fully  infpired  by  God,  fo  as 
no  word  in  Holy  Scripture  written  by  the  Prophets  and  Apoftlcs 
is  there  found  which  God  did  not  miraculoufly  infpireinto  the 
mindes  of  thofe  Holy  men.  Concerning  his  Apoftles  and  Evan- 
gelifls  Chrift  promifed,that  they  fhould  be  guided  into  all  truth, 
foh,i6.i3.  and  Peter  faith,  2  P^.1.20.  That  no  Prophecy  of  the 
Scripture  is  of  any  private  interpretation  *,  whofe  meaning  is  not, 

as 
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as  the  Papifts  pretend,  That  no  private  or  Tingle  perfon  may 
expound  the  Scripture  5  nor  as  it  is  by  us  commonly  expound¬ 
ed,  That  every  Pen-man  of  the  Books  of  God  was  infpired  by 
Gods  Spirit,  and  wrote  not  his  own  private  conceits*,  but  this, 
i\i Prophecy  of  the  Scripture,  fo  called  becaul'e  it  contains  the  Al¬ 
mighty’s  counfel ,  is  of  any  private  interpretation  *,  not  only  as  it  is 
free  from  the  mixture  of  humane  inventions ,  which  are  contrary  io 
the  mind  of  God,  but  there  is  not  one  word  therein  nor  fy  l  table  which 
was  not  dictated  unto  them  by  the  holy  Ghoft.  And  this  is  fully  to 
my  purpofe.  For  we  know  that  the  Scripture  is  the  Word  of 
God,  and  he  that  expounded  and  applieth  it  as  he  ought, preach- 
eth  nothing  but  the  Word  of  God, but  the  firft  is  of  no  private, but 
the  other  is  of  private  interpretation. 

But  for  the  times  which  followed,  the  Lord  promifed  they 
fhould  be  fuch,  as  that  in  them  old  men  fhould  dream  dreams, 
and  young  men  fhould  fee  Vifions,  and  that  their  Sons  and  their 
Daughters  fhould  prophefie,  ACt.2i.iy.  and  that  their  fervent s 
and  handmaids  fhould  have  Gods  Spirit  poured  up3n  thcmFfoel 
12.2 9.  Tignifying  that  in  thofe  times  which  began  fooner  after 
our  Lords  Afcenfion,  and  now  are,  very  ordinary  and  mean  per- 
fons  fhould  have  fuch  an  extraordinary  meafure  of  Divine  know¬ 
ledge  exceeding  the  foregoing  ages,  as  that  they  may  be  accoun¬ 
ted  all  Prophets  and  Propheteffes.  But  Darnel  declareth  in  what 
manner  and  by  what  means  this  great  knowledge  fhall  be  attain¬ 
ed,  thereby  expounding  what  the  Prophet  tfoef  and  out  of  him 
S.  Luke  fpeaketh,  Dan.  12.4.  Many  fhall  run  to  and  fro ,  and  know¬ 
ledge  fball  be  encreafed.  Whereby  running  to  and  fro  is  to  be 
underftood  Labour  and  Search  ,  that  is,  Study.  So  for  that 
thefe  times  are  within  the  ages  of  great  light,  which  as  it  was 
promifed,  fo  we  have  by  experience  found  it  fullfilled ,  that  com¬ 
mon  people  which  are  bred  up  under  able  Teachers  and  Pro¬ 
phets,  and  which  give  themfelves  to  fearch  into  the  written  My- 
fteries  of  Salvation,  are  not  fo  fat-hearted  and  ftupid  as  not  to 
understand,  and  not  to  beleeve  the  Word  of  God  preached  unto 
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them,  but  are  able  by  Gods  Spirit  to  fearch  the  Scriptures,  and 
to  difcern  whether  thofe  things  which  are  delivered  unto  them 
from  their  Prophets  be  true  or  not.  And  therefore  for  this  caufe 
there  is  no  need  of  a  fully  illuminated  Prophet  to  be  among  us, 
either  left  we  fhould  want  fure  gu'des,  or  be  deluded  with  errors, 
having  both  the  Old  and  New  Teftament  for  our  direction, 
which  fure  word  of  Prophecy  the  ancients  were  paitlyor  wholly 
without. 

As  for  the  foreknowledge  of  things  which  are  to  come,  there 
is  nevertheleffe  ftill  and  will  be  a  profitable  ufe  and  neceflity 
thereof*,  and  a  part  thereof  contained  in  the  Vifions  which  are 
written  in  Holy  Scripture,  and  the  fearching  of  them  commend¬ 
ed  unto  us  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  faying,  Whatfoever  was  writ¬ 
ten  informer  time  was  written  for  our  learning,  another  part  in 
thofe  Sis, nes  which  God  hath  fent  and  will  fend  into  the  world 
as  miracles  to  be  confidered  by  us.  For  the  words  of  our  Savi¬ 
our  fully  declare,.  that  there  fhould  be  Signes  of  things  which 
were  to  follow  in  the  heavens,  on  the  earth,  and  in  the  waters, 
Luk- 21.25.  And  there  / hall  he  Signes  (faith  he)  in  the  Sun ,  and  in 
the  Moon,  and  in  the  St  ars,  and  upon  the  earthy  diftrefs  of  Nati¬ 
ons  with  perplexity ,  the  Sea  and  water  S' roaring  '  v.2  6.  Mens  hearts 
f ailing  them for fear ,  and  looking  after  thofe  things  xvhit  h  are  co¬ 
ming  on  the  earth .  But  to  what  purpofe  had  the  Prophecies  and 
Vifions  of  Daniel  an d  Ezekiel,  and  the  moft  myftical  Vifion  of 
the  Canticles,  and  thofe  of  the  Revelation  of  S  .fpohn,  with  o- 
thers,  been  as  they  are  left  unto  us  unexpounded,  if  God  had 
denied  wholly  unto  us  a  Prophetical  Spirit  to  prefage  what  was  to 
be  afterward,  and  what  was  contained  in  the  Holy  Vifions  ?  For 
there  is  little  differencewhether  the  Lord  lends  the  Vifion  to  us 
at  fiift,  or  by  them  unto  us,  what  he  intends  to  do. 

Therefore  it  is  to  be  gathered  from  the  fore-named  Scripture! 
by  diligently  weighing  and  comparing  them  or.e  with  another, 
that  the  diftindion  of  the  Old  Prophets  which  lived  and  prophe- 

fi-ed  before  our  Saviours  Incarnation  (lunderftand  Prophets  or 

Seers, 
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Seers,  moft  properly  fo  called,  for  the  other  were  their  ordinary 
Preachers,  as  may  be  colle&ed  from  fundry  Scriptures,  efpecial- 
ly  from  Nth  6. 7.)  from  thofe  which  have  fince  and  now  live  un¬ 
der  the  Gofpel,  doth  confift  in  two  things  :  1.  In  a  more  full,  e- 
vident,  and  more  infallible  Difcovery  of  Gods  fecrets  unto  thofe 
old  Prophets,  for  the  Caufes  which  have  been  alledged. 

2.  In  caufing  the  Prophets  to  whom  fuch  Villons  came,  to 
underftand  them,  either  inftantly,  and  at  firll:  fight  of  them,  or 
if  not  with  the  fight  of  them  immediatly,  yet  at  leaft  after  Fad¬ 
ing  and  Prayer,  all  concurring  neverthelefs  to  declare,  that  the 
Revelation  of  them  came  immediatly  from  God,  and  was  not 
helpt  then  forward  with  Study  and  Labour. 

For  the  firft  Difference,  although  S .Paul  acknowledged, that 
he  with  the  reft  of  his  brethren  knew  in  part,  and  prophefied  in 
part,  yet  is  that  fo  to  be  underftood,  as  with  relation  to  the 
more  perfect  knowledge,  and  revealing  Gods  myftenes  in  the  life 
to  come,  and  partly  that  we  fhould  know,  that  neither  S ,  Paul 
himfelf,  nor  the  Prophets  before  him  did  partake  of  all  Gods 
minde  and  counfel.  The  Apoftle  knew  not  certainly,  whether 
a  beleeving  husband  having  an  unbeleeving  wife,  yet  content 
to  dwell  with  him,  ought  or  ought  not  to  put  her  away,  1  Cor, 
7.1 2.  But  for  what  he  did  know,  and  the  neceffary  things  which 
.were  to  be  known,  he  and  the  reft  of  the  prophets  maybe  faid, 
according  to  Chrifts  promile  to  his  Difciples,  to  have  all  things 
(hewn  unto  them.  v  • 

Touching  the  fecond  Difference,  it  is  evident  that  Ezekiels 
Vifion  which  he  faw,  Ezek,  1.1.  was  immediatly  underftood  by 
him.  For  the  heavens  (faith  the  Prophet)  were  opened,  and  I 
faw  Vifons  of  God  *,  and  a/.  3.  And  the  hand  of  the  Lord  was  there 
upon  him,  which  is,  in  that  very  place,  the  illuminating  Spirit 
of  God  was  upon  me.  Unto  Daniel  the  words  of  the  Angel  are. 
Ban.. 9  23.  At  the  beginning  of  thy  f application  the  commandment 
came  forth,  and  I  am  come  to  (hew  thee*,  for  thou  art  greatly  belo¬ 
ved.  therefore  under  [land  the  matter ,  andconfider  the  V if  on.  This 

you 
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you  fee -was  granted  upon  (application  5  but  in  thefe  later  times* 
asms  firft  the  Lords  gift  to  fee  us  to  confider  thofe  Vifions 
which  he  fends,  it  is  next  the  Lords  blefling  upon  our  labor 
and  ftudy,  or,  running  to  and  fro,  in  making  us  underftand  them. 
Nor  are  iuch  Vifions  fent  immediitely  or  conveyed  mediately 
untousinthefed  ys underftood  at  the  firft  inftant,  as  then  they 
were,  nor  much  of  fuch  Vifions  to  be  underftood,  although  in 
their  own  nature  capable  of  being  underftood ,  until  a  certain 
time  come.  I  fhall  not  need  to  ufe  any  other  teftimony  hereof 
then  that  of  Daniel,  Dan.  1 2.9.  And  he  jaid.  Go  thy  way  Dam- 

c/j  for  the  words  are  clojed  up,  and  fealed  till  the  time  of  the 

end. 

But  whether  nowadays  God  hath  fent  Vifions,  and  S'gnes  of 
things  to  come,  and  what  he  intends  to  bring  upon  the  earth  or 
to  acknowledge  our  Blefled  Saviours  words  tiue,  that  there  fhali 
beSignes,  &c,  or  rather  that  they  are  not  now  to  be  expe&ed, 
but  nearer  the  end  of  the  world,  let  us  hear  the  words  of  that 
wife  heathen  man  Cicero ,  whether  it  be  found  true  by  experience, 
that  God  hath  fent  forewarnings  unto  the  wo:  Id  of  what  matters 
of  great  moment  he  intends  to  do.  For  to  do  fo  in  behalf  of  his 
great  love  to  his  children,  and  their  neceflities  is  moft  reafonable. 
Thus  writeth  Cicero,  in  his  fr(l  book  De  Divinatione ,  Hetus  opi¬ 
nio  eft  jam  ufque  abheroicis  duct  a  temporibus ,  eacfue  (f  populi 
Romani ,  &  omnium  gentium  firmata  confenfu,  verfari  pan  dam 
inter  homines  Divinationem,pam  Graci  u-mUkIuj  appellant,  id  eft 
prxfenfionem ,  &  feientiam  rerum  futar arum.  It  is  (faith  he)  an  old 
opinion  derived  from  thofe  long-pall  forgotten  times  of  the  antic  nt 
Heroes ,  that  there  is  (uch  a  kind  of  Divination  to  he  found  among 
men,  as  is  the  f oreknowledge  and  forefght  of  things  enfuin y,  which 
the  Greeks  name  Prophecy ,  This  the  Philofopher  proving,  not 
from  the  bare  opinion  of  one  or  two,  nor  of  all  nations,  which 
in  fuch  a  cafe  were  little  worth  $  but  the  opinion  being  ground¬ 
ed  upon  the  particular  and  concurring  obfervations,  and  experi¬ 
ments  of  all,  is  to  be  efteemed  an  argument  of  great  moment.  For 
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the  fame  Author  in  the  fame  book  a little  after  addeth,  Gentem  qui- 
dim  nullum  vtd’.o,  neque  lam  humantm  atque  doHam,  neque  tarn 
immanent  atque  barbaram,  qua  non  fignificarif utura,  &  a  quibuj- 
dam  intcUigi ,  pradtctquepofecenfeat.  Which  is,  lean  finde  no 
Nation  neither  civil  and  learned,  nor  lavage  and  bar  bare  its,  which 
is  not  of  this  opinion ,  That  future  things  are  not  only  Melon  but 
that  home  there  be  which  can  underhand  them,  and  foretell  what 
(ball  come  This  obfervation  and  opinion  grounded  thereon,  of 
all  nations,!  (hall  confirm  by  the  Judgement  of  an  Authour  a  Pa- 
pift  in  Profetfion,  yet  in  his  opinion  a  very  Atheift,  who  mftrud- 
[n„  polices  in  all  kinde  of  wicked  Arts,  which  may  ferve  to  ad¬ 
vance  their  greatnefle,  even  to  the  mocking  of  Almighty  God, 
by  making  a  femblance  of  Religion  to  delude  the  people  is  for¬ 
ced  to  confefs,  though  unwillingly,  and  agamft  himfelf,  that 
Troubles  and  Wars  are  ordinarily  and  miraculoufly  forefhewn  to 
fuch  whom  it  concerneth  to  know  them.  Mtthiavil\%  that  man 
whom  his  firfi  book  and  36.  chapter  of  his  Difcourfes  upon  Livy, 
writes  in  the  Italian  tongue  what  founds  thus  in  Englifh,  Great 
Troubles  which  are  to  befall  Cities  and  Provinces  are  ufually  fore¬ 
told-  and  this  is  done,  either  by  certain  Signes  and  Tokens,  or  elje 
by  tit  Prefates  of  men.  Then  afterward  he  proceeded  in  this 
manner,  As  1  f hall  willingly  confefs,  the  Caufe  l  am  ignorant  of, 
ft  that  notmthfiandmg  the  thingis  true,  ,t  cannot  be  dented,  by  ex¬ 
amples  which  may  be  produced  both  informer  and  later  urns,  but  1 
muf  acknowledge,  that  all  great  Troubles  which  have  befallen  any 
Gift  or  Countrey  have  been  commonly  forefhewn  and  premonft rated, 
either  by  Prefaoers  or  feme  Revelation,  or  by  Prodigies  and  Signes 
in  h'av’n  Who  laftly  in  the  fame  place  is  driven  to  acknow¬ 
ledge  that  thefe  Premonitions  and  Forewarnings  do  proceed 
from  a  knowing  and  Loving  Nature,  in  naming  and  defcnbtn- 
of  which  Machiavil  goes  no  farther  then  the  Heathen  which 
taught  him,  calling  them  Spirits  and  Intelligences.  Unlefs  ha¬ 
ply  (  faith  he  in  the  f  aid  Chapter )  the  air  be  full  of  Stmts  and  In¬ 
telligences,  which  for efeeing  things  winch  are  to  enfue,  and  grit- 


ving  at  mens  adverfties  do  by  [nek  forerunning  Signes  make  them 
known  to  men, that  they  may  wake  timely  preparation  and  defenfe  a- 
gainft  them. 

Ne xt,  among  thofe  which  profefs  Chriftianity,  whether  they 
be  of  the  Church  oi  Borne,  or  of  the  Reformed  Religion,  it  is  a. 
received  opinion  on  both  fides,  That  God  doth  give  miraculous 
Forewarnings  inthefe  days.  I  (hall  not  need  name  more  then 
thofe  three  great  lights  of  the  Preformed  Protefiant  Profeffion, 
Oithocox,  Judicious,  and  Learned,  Calvin,  Perkins,  and  Ufher, 
which  every  one  acknowledge  what  I  have  laid,  touching  miracu¬ 
lous  Admonitions,  the  fir  ft  in  his  Comment  upon  Mcbuch*dnez,- 
zars  d  ream*,  thefecond,  where  he  advifeth  to  examine  when  a 
man  pretendeth  Revelations,  whether  the  man  be  honeft  which 
is  the  relator,  and  alio  not  diftempered  in  his  mind*  the  third 
in  his  Treatife  De  Succejficnc  Be  clef  arum ,  where  he  maketh 
mention  of  the  Prodigit  s  which  happened  about  the  year  M.  after 
our  Saviour. 

But  the  ancient  Heathen  did  makefuch  an  account  of  Prodi¬ 
gies,  that  they  inftituted  certain  Officers  which  were  named  for 
their  number,  at  fiift  Quinque  viri,  afterward  Decemviri,  laft  of 
all  gtundecim'viri ,  that  is,  the  Five ,  Ter,.  Fifteen  Men,  whofe 
office  was  to  perform  Rites  and  Ceremonies,  and  they  were  ( as 
Livy  fhewsj  to  look  after  thofe  Portents,  by  confulting  their  ri¬ 
tual  books  for  the  find' ng  out  fuch  Rites  and  Expiations  as  might 
divert  the  anger  of  their  gods,  which  they  judged  thofe  Portents 
did  forefhew.  If  the  Heathen  by  the  light  of  naturall  reafon 
had  fo  much  knowledge  as  to  judge  fuch  flrange  things  muff  con¬ 
tain  myfteries  within  them  pertaining  to  their  Gods,  it  is  a  great 
folly  unbefeeming  Chrifiians  fo  to  be  deluded  with  the  Philofo- 
phy  of  Arif  otles  School,  as  to  attribute  all  wonderful  works  whe¬ 
ther  in  heaven  or  on  earth,  either  to  the  workmanfhip  of  Nature, 
or  to  the  errors  thereof  $  that  School  being  more  athieft  then  the 
unlearned  and  barbarous  nations.  To  which  fort  of  men  Profef- 
fors  of  thatfalfe-named fcience  called  wifedom,  as  the  name  Phi- 
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tof-ophy  fo.undeth,  but  as  S.iW  truly  fpeaketh,  unduly  fo  called 
in  {undry  matters.  If  you  Ml  (hewaSigne  in  Heaven  or  earth, 
which  hath  formerly  appealed,  as  Comets,  Haloes,  Suns,  &c, 
they  will  render  you  an  imaginary  and  naturall  reafon.  It  fuch 
a  Meteor  appear  as  was  not  heard  of  before,  they  have  recourfe 
forthwith  unto  phanfy,  and  frame  a  caufe  in  their  own  brains,  of 
that  of  which  before  they  never  had  fight  nor  experience,  conclu¬ 
ding  it  muffc  be  fo,  bccaufe  they  think  it  fo.  Thus  do  they  make 
Gods  Signcs  called  by  Heathen  men  monfira,oftenta,  portent^  and 
prodigia^  which  Cicero  well  obferves ,  becaufe  according  to  their 
names  they  point  at  fomething,  to  be  ufelels  things,  and  of  no  efr 
fe<5t  at  all. 

Others  there  are  many  which  do  acknowledge,  that  the  Lord 
doth  now7  adays  by  wonderful  SL  nes  premonifh  us  of  things  to 
come,  and  doth  point  at  alfo  as  with  the  finger  fuch  things  as  we 
too  much  negledt,  as  to  bid  us  regard  them,,  which  will  hardly 
confent,  that  it  is  in  the  power  of  any  man  fince  the  days  of  the 
Prophets  and  Apohles  to  open  the  myfteries  and  untye  the  rid¬ 
dles  of  fuch  Divine  Tokens.  Whofe  reafon  is,  becaufe  the  In¬ 
fallible  Spirit  hath  long  fince  departed  from  the  children  of  men. 
It  will  not  be  fulficient  to  return  unto  their  reafon  the  Obferva- 
tions  of  all  Nations  before-mentioned,  gathered  from  Prefagers, 
nor  yet  the  Obfeivation  of  Machiavtl  which  I  related,  yet  let 
them  confider  what  is  fpoken  by  Cicero  in  his  2.  Book  de  Divinati- 
one  ^  Qualls  aatem  ifta  mens  eft  deorum,  fi  neque  ea  nobis  ftgnifi- 
cant  in  fomnis  qua  ip  ft  per  nos  wtelligamus^  neque  ea  quorum  inter- 
pretes  habere  poffimus  ?  fimiles  enim  funt  dii ,  fi  ea  nobis  objiciunt 
quorum  neque  [cientiam ,  neque  explanationem  habeamus ,  tanquam 
fi  Vceni  aut  Hifpani  in  Senatn  noftro  fine  interprete  loquerentur ,  that 
is,  Wbat  I  pray  mean  the  gods  by  this ,  if  they  [hew  fuch  things  to  us 
in  our  dreams^  which  we  can  neither  under ft  and  of  our  [elves ,  nor 
any  elje  make  us  to  underfiand  ?  for  if  the  gods  / hew  us  fuch  matters , 
which  neither  we  our  ftlves  can  know  what  they  are ,  nor  any  other 
fan  declare  unto  us,  they  do  juft  as  if  Carthaginians  or  Spaniards 
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fimtt  [peak in  the  Romane  Senate  without  an  interpreter  Thereff- 
fon  which  the  Philofopher  giveth,  why  Vifions  Tent  by  a  Divine 
Power  cannot  but  be  of  the  nature  oi  things  which  may  be  un- 
derftood,  tends  to  this  purpofe,  to  (hew  that  otherwise  the  la¬ 
bor  ol  fending  them  fuch  melTages  were  wholly  vain .  which  in¬ 
deed  is  true,  it  being  repugnant  to  the  wifedom  of  the  Almighty 
to  do  any  thing,  much  more  gteat  and  extraordinary  things  to  no 
purpofe.  '  3 

But  it  is  clear  from  Holy  Scripture,  that  fuch  extraordinary 
Divine  admonitions  as  Vifions  are,  were  therefore  fent  from  God 
unto  men,  on  purpofe  that  they  might  beunderftood,  and  that 
they  might  lejin  by  them  (©mewhcit  they  knew  not,  or  difre^srd- 
ed  before.  Thefe  are  the  words  of  Blihu  Jobs  beft  friend.  Job 
F°r  Gedfpeaketh  once,  yea  trvife,  yet  man perceivethit  not^ 
v.15.  In  a  dream  in  a  Vi  [ton  of  the  nighty  when  deep  bleep  failed 
upon  men  in  f lumberings  upon  the  bed. 

Wherefore  it  is  to  be  concluded,  that  it  is  the  fault  of  men 
that  Gods  Signes  and  wonders  are  difregarded. 

r  ,,T?  C^e  real?n  wh!ch  '«s  objeaed,  the  Departure  of  the  In- 
falliole  Spmt  from  the  children  ol  men,  fo  as  it  lor  that  caufe  we 
cannot  now  be  allured  of  Gods  fecret  Counfils,  I  anfwer.  Al¬ 
though  we  have  not  at  this  time,  as  of  old  it  was,  with  the  Pro¬ 
phets  and  Apoftles,  a  lull  and  clear  light  like  unto  theirs  there  is 

yet  light  enough  given  to  men,  that  will  pray  for,  and  learch  af¬ 
ter  it,  toi  a  fumcient  uncerftanding  of  fuch  Signes  and  Vifions  as 
theLord  fends  in  thefe  times.  The  Minifters  of  the  Gofpel  in 
thefe  ages  are  not  indued  with  that  light  of  knowledge  in  the 
waies  0  God  as  the  Prophets  and  Apoftles  were,  who  were  pro- 

mifed  that  they  lhould  be  led  into  all  truth,  as  befitting  fuch 
rules  as  were  to  be  delivered  by  them  for  all  pofterity  ,  to  be  per- 
led,  yet  is  there  fufficien:  knowledge  given  unto  them,  to  the  be¬ 
getting  ol  faith,  and  falvation  of  mens  louls,and  this  above  other 
men  ;  Rom.  10.14.  8m  then  [hall  they  call  on  him  in  whom  they 
have  not  beleeved  l  and  how  [hall  they  believe  in  him  of  whom  they 

.  -  have. 


(14) 

have  not  beard  i  and  how  [hall  they  hear  without  a  Treacher  <  Which 
Preachers  ofGods  Word  therefore  have  fufficient  knowledge  for 
the  work  of  the  Miniftry,  and  building  up  of  the  Church  their 
appointed  work,  as  the  Prophets  and  Apoftles  had  more  light  and 
infallibility  in  them  befitting  their  bufinefle.  Even  fo?  although 
the  infallible  Spirit  remain  not  among  the  Sons  of  men  in  all  parts 
of  Gods  Word,  yet  is  there  enough  to  be  obtained  for  the  fuffi- 
cient  underftanding  of  his  Myfteries, whether  written  or  Tent  mi- 
raculoufly,  that  is  of  his  word  and  wonders.  For  if  this  be  not 
fo,  to  what  purpofe  is  the  accounting  of  the  Number  of  the  Beaft 
commended  to  our  fearch  ( although  (hewn  to  John  alone)  pre- 
cifely  <  Rev,  13.18.  Here  is  wifedom ,  let  him  that  hath  undemand¬ 
ing  count  the  Number  of  the  Beafl.  All  in  vain  wrere  this  Admo- 
nirion,  if  we  muft  defpair  by  any  means  to  attain  the  knowl  edge 
of  the  Beafts  Number.  Although  we  muft  acknowledge  the 
difference  betwixt  the  knowledge  which  the  Apoftle  had  of  it, 
and  ours  •,  by  him  it'was  prefently  l’een  and  underftood,  by  us  af¬ 
ter  much  fearch,  and  hardly  yet  to  perfe&ion. 

Moreover,  it  will  undoubtedly  be  obje&ed  and  in  favour  of 
the  former  Reafon,  T hat  there  are  at  this  day  none  to  be  found 
which  can  prefage  aright  of  things  by  any  Signes  or  Wonders 
whatfoever,  nor  which  do  profefs  the  knowledge  of  Gods  My- 
ftical  and  Miraculous  MefTages,  whether  of  things  paft,  prefent, 
or  to  come  •  or  if  perchance  fome  few  do,  they  are  all  by  con- 
ftant  experience  found  either  willful  and  impudent  Impoftors,  or 
Brain-fick,  or  down-right  Mad-men. 

Whereunto,  paffing  by  all  thofe  T eftimonies  formerly  allea- 
ged  (  albeit  among  the  reft  Machiavil  is  not  to  be  defpifed,  a  man 
neither  fo  foolifh,  nor  yet  of  fo  eafte  belief,  that  he  fhould  affirm 
there  were  prefagers  of  future  troubles,  if  haply  a  wife  man  might 
judge  fuchprefagescafual  )  and  by  Cicero  comprehended  under 
the  general  acknowledgement  of  all  nations,  I  may  fay,  there 
are  that  think  Savanarola  had  a  forefight  of  fuch  a  Propheticall 
nature  in  certain  things ,  and  fome  alfo  of  our  own  nation  to 
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have  had  the  like,  which  I  (hall  not  name  in  this  place. 

But  although  I  fhould  grant  that  no  man  hath  been  able  toin-f 
terpret  Prodigies  orVifions,  which  we  have  met  with,  it  doth 
not  therefore  neceffarily  imply,  that  the  thing  is  not  to  be  attain¬ 
ed  by  any  man.  May  a  man  therefore  determine  that  there  was 
no  way  to  attain  the  knowledge  of  the  Greek  tongue  in  England, 
becaufe  until  Linacre  brought  the  fame  into  this  Kingdom,  perad- 
venture  there  was  no  man  found  skilful  therein  t  Some  Arts 
have  quite  perifhed  ( if  we  may  believe  Authors )  which  no  man 
yet  hath  regained,  yet  we  muft  not  therefore  conclude,  that  the 
refinding  of  them  is  impoflible-,  for  it  might  rather  have  been 
thought  fo  before  their  firft  invention.  Shall  we  fay,  becaufe  the 
Natives  of  America  are  wholly  ignorant  of  the  Mathematiks , 
that  therefore  thofe  Sciences  are  impoffible  to  be  learned  by 
them  ?  For  it  is  not  a  firm  Argument  to  reafon  from  what  is  not 
to  what  cannot  be.  As  little  reafon  have  we  to  argue  That 
Divine  and  Miraculous  Vifions  cannot  be  underftood  becaufe 
men  every  where  perfwading  t!  emfelves  that  fuch  ftrange  Signes 
are  natural,  feduced  by  the  falfe  Dodtrine  of  the  Peripateticks 
School  which  feigneth  fuch  caufes  of  their  generation,  often¬ 
times  grofly  abfurd,  negleft  the  fludyof  them,  and  wonder  at 
it  in  otheis.  As  for  thofe  which  pretend  their  Revelations,  of 
which  there  have  been  many  thefelaft  years,  partly  merelmpo- 
ftors  to  fill  their  bellies,  and  to  get  a  name,  partly  men  of  more 
Phanfie  then  Judgement,  which  fhongly  imagine  what  they  de- 
lire  fhould  be,  and  what  they  much  think  of  in  the  day,  dream 
of  peradventure  in  the  night,  and  byafled  by  their  defires  and 
ropes  give  fuch  interpretations  to  their  dreams,  which  they  call 
Vilions,  as  ferve  their  turns  and  fit  their  phanfies,  andpublifh 
them  for  tiuths,  fuch  men .  with  the  Aftrologians  and  monethly 
Piognoflicators,  all  their  foundations  being  falfe,  no  man  may 
cxpedt  truth  from  them. .  In  which  fort  of  men  we  may  plainly 
difcein  the  malice  and  fubtlety  of  the  devil,  who,  as  he  hath  ever 
been  accuftomed  as  well  by  fraud  as  by  force  to  hinder  Gods 

Glory, 
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'Glory,  and  the  good  of  the  Church,  and  to  (leal  honour  unto 
himfelf,  doth  by  waies  fometimes  alike,  othertimes  contrary  op* 
pofe  whatfoever  makes  for  the  foregoing  ends.  At^  that  very 
time  when  Jeremiah  prophefied  truth,  Hananiah  afalie  Prophtt 
prophefied  lies,  to  pleafe  the  people,  and  difcredit  the  Prophet* 
tferem.2%.io,n.  In  thofe  days  in  the  landol  Chaldea  unto  the 
Jews  did  Darnel  and  Ezekiel  prophefie  as  true  Prophets  .*  But  at 
that  time  of  their  captivity  how  many  were  there  which  in  that 
place  being  talfe  Prophets  divined  lies  unto  them  ?  For  thus  faith 
the  Lord,  ^.29.8.  Lei  not  your  Prophets,  nor  Diviners ,  which 
be  found  in  thcmidfl  of  you  deceive  you ,  neither  hearken  to  your 
dreams  which  you  caufe  to  be  dreamed*  When  Elijah  was  a  faith¬ 
ful  Propher,  and  with  him  Micaiah ,  unto  A  hah,  1  King.  21.  and 
22.  befide  Zedekiak,  who  fmote  Micaiah  on  the  cheek  for  fpeak- 
ing  truth,  it  is  apparent  that  there  was  a  great  number  of  falfe 
Prophets  like  unto  Zedekiah,  1  King.  22.23.  And  left  the  Apo- 
idles  ihould  gain  credit  to  their  preaching  by  work  ng  miracles, 
and  prophefying  things  to  come,  the  devil  oppofeth  this  work  by 
his  Prophets.  For  then  were  Simon  the  Sorcerer,  Act.  8.  Ely - 
mas  the  Sorcerer,  Act  13.  aDamofel  having  a  divining  wicked 
Spirit,  chap. 16.  and  certain  vagabond  Jews,  and  7.  Tons  of  one 
Scmtajew,  Exorciftsor  Conjurers,  chap. 19.  Even  fo,  left  at 
fuch  a  time  when  there  is  great  need,  in  times  ot  great  fears,  trou¬ 
bles  and  dangers,  to  be  forewarned  of  the  iifue  ot  things  ,  when 
the  Church  ot  God  is  in  great  diftrefs  and  greater  tears,  yea, when 
Divine  Premonitions,  Vifions,  and  Prodigies  are  found,  the  de¬ 
vil  inftrudfs  and  perfwades  hypocrites,  and  crack-brain  d  men  and 
women  with  Aftrologians  to  delude  fome,  whofe  apparent  deceits 
joyned  with  the  Dodtrine  ot  Jrifiotles  School  harden  others 
which  are  more  wife,  in  an  obftinate  incredulity  to  the  difhonour 
of  Almighty  God,  making  them  affirm,  that  no  future  tiling  is 
forefhewn  in  thefe  days  miraculoutly ,  and  that  fuch  and  fuch 
things  which  indeed  are,  be  no  portentous  Signes.  And  which 
is  more,  as  if  it  were  true,  as  it  is  indeed  true,  that  we  may  expert 
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in  troublefome  times  miraculous  Signes  and  Tokens,  as  well  and 
as  much  as  the  children  of  jjrael  their  ufual  Signes,  the  devil  hath 
fo  much  prevailed  with  fome,  that  they  have  feigned  that  they 
have  feen  Vifions,  fome  of  them  only  that  people  may  wonder  at 
them,  others  that  they  may  get  a  little  money  by  publifhing  their 
falfe  Vifions,  to  the  belying  of  God  Almighty  ( a  fearful  fin)  and 
delufion  of  the  people.  Befides,  God  hath  not  granted  to  eve¬ 
ry  man  fuch  a  meafure  of  wifedom,  as  if  he  would,  he  fliould  be 
able  to  underftand  the  meaning  of  Gods  fecret  Meffages,  For  as 
guintilUn  faith,  even  in  Schools  we  may  pick  out  fome  fit  to 
makeSouldiers,  others  husbandmen.  God  hath  given  fundry 
forts  of  gifts  to  feveral  men,  according  to  the  words  of  iW,f peak¬ 
ing  of  the  diverfity  and  difperfing  of  divine  gifts,  r  Cor.  12! 4,5,6, 
7,8,9,10.  faith.  To  another  ( he  giveth)  the  working  of  miracles]  to 
another  (not  every  one )  Prophecy.  Nor  were  there  under  the 
Law  very  many  prefaging  Prophets,  much  lefs  in  one  place,  and 
at  one  time.  b 

In  Davids  time  we  reade  of  Samuel,  Nathan ,  and  Gad,  who  was 
called  theKings  Seer.  In  the  time  of  Eli  the  prieft  no*  Prophet 
befoi  e  Samuel,  and  after  Malachi  unto  our  Saviour  there  were  as 
few.  When  thofe  Prophets  were  1110ft  in  number,  fo  much  as 
we  have  light  from  Holy  Scripture,  the  Jews  for  the  fpace  of  fe- 
ventyyeais  the  time  of  their  Babylonifh  Captivity  enjoyed  two 
in  fudea, Urqab,  $er .26.20  in  the  days  of  K.fehojakim ,  and  Je¬ 
remiah  uncer  Jehojakim,  Jehojakin  and  Zedekiah ^  two  likewife 
in  Chaldea ,  Daniel  from  the  beginning  of  Jcho]aktms  reign,  Dan , 
1.  Ezekiel  in  the  fifth  year  of  J ehojachins  captivity,  Ezek,  1  to¬ 
ward  their  coming  out  of  their  captivity,  Haggai ,  a n&Zechariah 
in  both  places.  By  which  account  the  jews  for  the  fpace  of  their 
captivity  in  thofe  wnoleyo  years  had  but  fix  Prophets  fentunto 
them,  and  in  the  time  of  miferable  afflictions.  Now,  although 
I  cannot  but  acknowledge  that  I  have  not  heard  almoftof  any 
Prophet  of  future  events  in  thefe  times,  who  hath  not  been  a  de¬ 
ceiver  or  deceived,  or  who  hath  ufcd  any  lawful  way  to  expound 
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Divine  Vifiofls,  Laving  Interpreters  of  Holy  Scripture  •  whofe 
rules,  if  men  would  follow  them,  and  adjoyn  faffing  and  prayer 
afterthe  Prophet  Daniels  example  in  the  like  cafes,  they  would 
fomeof  them  ufmg  the  right  means  undoubtedly  attain  the  deft- 
red  end.  For  it  maketh  no  difference,  but  there  is  ftill  the  fame 
way  of  interpreting  Vifions  fentdrom  God  and  enrolled  in  Scri¬ 
pture,  or  Cent  from  him  and  prefented  before  our  eyes,  yet  fo  as 
what5!  laid  down  before  as  a  rule  be  remembred,  what  the  old 
Prophets  underflood  in  an  inflant,  or  foon  after,  and  fully,  we 
have  it  not  given  to  us  to  finde  out,,  but  by  labour,  and  by  de¬ 
grees,  and  (ufing  faffing  and  prayer  as  common  to  both)  not 
to  perfection.  Whereunto  let  this  be  added,  becaufe  Chriffian 
people  are  according  to  promife  more  enlightened  in  their  under- 
ffandings  then  thofe  of  old  times,  thofe  Prophecies  and  Vifions 
which  are  now  to  be  interpreted  are  by  thofe  that  hear  them 
expounded, to  be  examined  in  the  ballanceof  right  reafon  agree¬ 
able  to  the  Holy  Word,  whenmoffof  the  old  Vifions  were  to 
be  credited  becaufe  a  Prophet  pronounced  them  who  could  not 
lye.  For  this  was  appointed  to  be  the  touch ff one  ofVProphec, 
the  certainty  of  his  predictions  in  the  event,  Dent.  1 8.22.  When  a 
Prophet  fpeaketh  ( faith  the  Lord )  in  the  name  of  the  Lord ,  if  the 
thing  follow  not ,  nor  come  to  pafs ,  that  is,  the  thing  which  the  Lord 
hath  not  f p ok en  3  hut  the  Prophet  hath  fpoken  it  prefumptuoufly  *  ihott 
j halt  not  he  af  raid  of  him . 

Now  let  us  fee,  fincethe  Lord  hathufed  in  evil  and  wicked 
times  to  fend  among  his  people  Admonitions,  and  Forewarnings 
alfo  of  their  forrows  like  as  of  their  deliverances,  their  captivity 
in  Egypt ,  and  going  out,  their  going  into  Babylon  and  their  re¬ 
turn,  and  when  there  is  no  caufe  imaginable  why  he  fhould  not 
do  the  like  unto  us  in  England ,  if  God  hath  not  by  immediate 
and  wonderful  Meffages  from  himfelf,  warned  us  of  our  fins,  and 
forewarned  us  of  our  afflictions,  and  what  will  be  the  end  of 
them.  For  the  calamities  which  the  children  of  God  have  fuffer- 

ed  in  thefe  Three  Kingdomes  of  England ,  Scotland^  and  Ireland , 
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are  fo  great,  as  like  and  equal  to  them,  never  any  Nation  upon 
whom  the  Name  of  God  hath  been  called,  hath  undergone  by 
whomfoever,  confidering  that  monftrous  and  univerfal  Maflacre 
in  Ireland  as  the  chief  part,  and  the  general  Injuftice,  and  Hypo-' 
crifie  in  England,  and  fufferings  from  our  own  brethren  who  pro- 
feft  fo  frequently  love,  pity  and  companion  toward  us,  (a  treache¬ 
ry  which  we  never  fufpedted)  the  next. 

If  therefore  the  Lord  is  wont  to  forefhew  great  troubles,  is  it 
improbable  that  he  hath  forewarned  his  dear  children  of  the  great- 
eft  which  ever  befell  the  Church  of  God  <  And  if  all  injufticebe 
a  fin,  and  oppreffion  a  crying  fin,  is  it  unlikely  that  thegi  eateft 
Injuftice  and  Murther  that  ever  was  committed  ( ail  circumftan- 
ces  confidered )  fince  the  crucifixion  of  our  Saviour  Jefus  Chrift, 
the  Murther  of  our  Innocent  Soveraign  Lord  King  CHARLES 
thefirft,  and  the  revenge  thereof  fhould  bealfo  forefhewn  us? 
Nor  is  what  I  fpeak  concerning  Gods  forefhewing  of  matters 
concerning  the  Church  fo  ftrange  a  Do&rine,  and  incredible,  but 
that  divers  Reverend  and  Learned  men  have  obferved  the  Por¬ 
tents,  and  applied  the  Events  unto  the  Signes  when  they  have 
plainly  feen  them  fulfilled  $  among  the  reft  and  above  others  the 
Magdeburg  Century  Writers  have  done  it  carefully,  collecting  the 
Signes  and  Portents  which  befell  in  every  age  •  and  while  others 
fay,  That  Signes  are  interpreted  when  they  are  fulfilled,  implying 
thereby  that  they  were  of  that  nature  that  they  were  capable  of 
being  expounded  before  their  fulfilling.  Whenfoever  fuch  mi¬ 
raculous  Signes  are  expounded,  though  after  their  events,  God 
procureth  unto  himfelf  the  praife  of  his  Providence,  Fore-know¬ 
ledge,  Power,  and  Truth,  but  if  we  negledt  to  confider  fuch 
Signes  we  deprive  ourfelvesof  our  own  mercy,  by  neglecting 
thofe  comforts  which  the  Lord  of  tender  mercies  fends  exprefly 
tofupporthis  fainting  children  under  the  rod  of  their  enemies. 
For  but  conflict  the  Signes  which  are  fent  by  him  to  premb- 
nifh,  if,  as  it  isdn  Rfob,  man  regardeth  not,  we  do  not  unthank- 
fully  fruftrate  the  end  ( l  fay )  and  fcope  for  which  they  were  fent. 
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As  for  the  end  and  iffueof  thefe  evils  in  this  and  in  the  two  other 
counited  Kingdoms,  as  he  hath  dealt  with  other  nations  •,  it  is  not 
improbable  but  he  hath  in  his  great  and  endlefs  Mercy  fo  dealt 
with  us,  fignifying  together  with  their  calamities  how  he  wohM 
farther  and  at  laft  fhew  bimfelf  toward  them.  The  Lord  onto 
the  lervitude  which  the  ifraehtes  were  to  endure  in  a  land  which 
was  not  theirs  400  years,  doth  annex  this  comfortable  news  and 
the  iffue  of  their  captivity,  and  in  a  Vifton,  that  in  the  fourth 
generation  they  fhould  come  out  thence, and  with  great  fubftance, 
Gen,  1 5  •  and  by  Mofcs  did  promife  them  the  poffeffion  of  the  land 
ot  Canaan,  On  the  contrary,  he  hath  unto  the  pomp,  pleafures, 
and  delicacies  of  the  City  of  Rome  foretold  and  forefhewn  the 
burning  and  devafhtion  thereof,  and  that  it  {hall  never  be  built 
again,  by  the  Type  of  aMilftonecaft  into  the  Sea  by  an  Angel, 
and  faying,  Rev.  18.  25.  Thus  with  violence  (hall  that  great  City 
Babylon  be  thrown  down ,  and  (hall  be  found  no  more  at  all.  Where¬ 
fore  it  is  full  as  likely  that  Almighty  God  with  our  Sins  and  Sor¬ 
rows  hath  forefhewn,  whether  he  will  utterly  forfake  England , 
and  caft  us  off,  or  with  our  true  repentance  which  he  will  give  us7 
take  away  our  long  continued  miferies, 

Liften  now,  O  Reader,  I  bring  you  glad  glad  tidings  from  afar 
Countrey ,  as  cold  water  to  thy  thirfty  foul,  but  according  to  the 
fenfeof  the  holy  Proverb,  that  i  ,fuch  news  as  have  been  ex¬ 
pected  thefe  twenty  years,  but  hitherto  in  vain,  and  therefore  al- 
moft  defpaired  after  fo  many  changes  and  fruflrated  expectations; 
faidtobe from  afar  Countrey%  when  they  are  long  in  coming,  as 
it  from  far,  and  loin  great  danger  of  mifearrying,  becaufe  I  tell 
you  what  is  much  feared.  And  this  is  fent  thee  ( )  England  from 
thy  merciful  God  by  the  hands  of  him,  from  whom,  confidering 
the  crimes  of  too  many,  undeferved,  in  refpedtof  fo  many  fru- 
ftrations  of  hopes  and  promifes  made  by  all  others  much  feared, 
even  by  our  Gracious  Lord  King  CHARLES ,  through  the 
Power  and  Mercy  of  God  Almighty  reftoring  him  unto  his  juft 
and  undoubted  Right  and  Inheritance  ©f  his  Three  Kingdomes, 
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and  for  the  fakes  of  thatfmall  number  who  have  mourned  and 
do  mourn  for  all  the  abominations  of  this  Kingdome  fo  long  con¬ 
tinued,  and  who  have  continually  fought  the  Lord  to  give  us  our 
T rue  and  Lawful  Soveraign  ( whom  bleCTed  be  the  Lord  we  now 
enjoy  to  the  gladding  of  our  hearts  )  for  the  eftablifhing  of  Goes 
own  and  true  Religion  and  Juftice  in  the  Land,  and  for  fhewing 
Mercy  to  the  pooi  affl'dled  and  opprtfled.  Among  which  mourn¬ 
ers  and  opp  efled  the  Writer  of  this  Relation  is  certainly  not  the 
lead,  but  who  hath  continually  prayed  unto  our  Gracious  God 
to  bring  us  once  again  our  King,  our  good  $oftah.  The  Lord  is 
my  witnefs  I  flatter  not,  for  it  I  fhould  ufe  flattering  Titles  God 
would  foon  take  me  away.  This  Elihu  hath  taught  me,  fob  32. 

2 1 .  But  what  I  j  udge  to  be  ti  uth  and  fit  to  be  fpoken  I  here  de¬ 
liver  5  That  as  fofiah  had  the  praife  of  being  the  beft  of  all  the 
Kings  of  fudah  which  went  before  and  followed  after  him,  2  Km . 

2  3  f  5  •  And  like  unto  him  was  there  no  king  before  him ,  that  turned 
to  the  Lord  with  all  his  heart ,  and  with  all  his  foul ,  and  with  all 
his  might ,  according  to  all  the  law  of  Mofes>  neither  after  him  aro  fe 
there  any  like  him  h  SofhallKin %  CHARLES  II.  prove  unto  us 
the  beft  of  Englands  Kings,  and  the  expreffe  Antitype  unto  good 
fofiah.  And  it  is  not  without  example  for  one  eminent  perfon  to 
be  Type  of  the  other.  Antiochm  Epiphanes  the  Greekifh  Kin<*  in 
fundiy  chief  refpedls  (  forfmall  and  Angle  ferve  not  the  turn  ) 
was  the  Type  of  the  Bifhopof  Rome .  For  in  as  many  and  fuch, 
nay  moie  ways  doth  our  Soveraign  refemble  fofah^  and  how  he 
fhall  exprefs  him  more  exa&ly  in  what  of  his  Majefty  in  his 
bleffed  Government  we  fhall  enjoy,  will  follow  by  Godsaflift- 
anceinthis  Difcourfe.  fofiah  was  named  three  hundred  years 
before  he  was  born,  and  by  the  name fofiahdefigned  to  defile 
the  altar  of  Bethel  by  burning  mens  bones  thereon,  1  King .  13.2. 
which  was  fo  fulfilled  by  that  King  according  to  the  Prophecy, 

2  King.2^.16.  So  fhall  it  be  made  apparent  anon  in  due  place 
that  King  CHARLES  II.  was  appointed  by  Almighty  God  to 
the  great  work  of  reforming  Church  and  State,  (which  fofah  al~ 
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fodidbeforehim)  twife  three  hundred  years  before  hisreftoring 
to  his  Three  Kingdoms,  bya  plain  defcripdon  of  his  Royal  Per- 
fon  K  fofiah  nude  a  covenint  with  God,  both  he  and  his  people, 

2  Chr. ’34.3 1,32.  and  he  caufedthem  to  (land  to  it,  and  he  himfelt 
kept  it,  fo  hath,  and  will  our  Gracious  Soveraign.  King  fofuh 
was  the  fon  of  a  murthered  father,  fo  was  the  precious  Innocent 
bloud  of  our  Royal  Sovereigns  Father  died.  King  foftabs  Father 
Kin^  Amon  was  confpired  againft  by  his  own  fervants,  and 
(lain in  hisownhoufe,  iChron.^.^.  In  like  fort  our  So¬ 
vereigns  Father  King  CHARLES  I.  was  defigned  to  death 
in  hisHoufeof  Parliament,  adjudged  to  death  by  fome  of  his 
fervants ,  and  kill’d  at  the  gate  of  his  own  Houfe,  and  all  by 
confpiracy.  But  the  People  of  the  land  (they  were  the  Com¬ 
mons  in  the  Jewiih  Parliament  )  (lew  all  thofe  which  confpi¬ 
red  againft  K.  Amon,  v.  25.  So  let  the  Parliament  of  Eng¬ 
land  imitate  them  to  the  full,  whom  they  imitated  in  this  part, 
which  made  if  oft  ah  his  fon  king.  So  much  in  this  place  touching 
the  °reat  Inftrument  of  Gods  glory  and  our  deliverance  fent  from 
heaven,  until  I  fhall  proceed  to  make  this  my  aftertion  good 
touching  bis  Royal  Majefty  our  Sovereign. 

I  have  declared- and  proved  unto  you  how  probable  it  is  that 
Almighty  God  had  given  us  warnings  and  forewarnings  of  thefe 
our  evils,  and  the  iftiie,  and  do  now  proceed  in  order  to  declare 
that  it  is  not  only  likely  fo  to  be,  but  fo  in  truth  and  in  deed .  But 
here  I  (hall  firft  admonifh  thofe  that  have  read  thus  far,  or  hear 
ofthisTreatife,  that  they  prejudge  not  the  thing  efteeming  it  a 
Fable,  but  to  follow  the  advice  of  S.Paul,  who  admonilheth  us 
not  to  defpife  Prophecy,  and  not  to  {heighten  the  word  in  its  due 
fignification,  as  if  it  were  only  to  be  underftood  of  preaching, 
knowing  that  the  commandments  of  God,  according  to  the  Pfal- 
mift,  are  exceeding  broad,  in  which  breadth  many  things  there 
are  on  the  right  hand  commanded,  as  on  the  left  hand  forbidden, 
which  do  not  at  firft  fight  appear.  For  I  cannot  but  forefee,  that 
fome  will  Me  at  what  they  reade,  whom  I  advife  they  take  heed 
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of  contemning  that  which  for  ought  they  or  any  man  living  can' 
deny,  may  all  prove  true  5  which  if  it  do,  they  defpife  not  me  the 
writer,  but  him  who  Tent  the  Meffage,  who  hath  told  us.  That 
he  will  not  be  mockt.  Others,  no  doubt,  unwilling  to  have  thefe 
things  fall  out  true,  becaufe  it  ferves  not  their  particular  interef- 
fes,  will  (hew  their  teeth,  not  laugh,  at  what  I  have  here  written, 
like  thofe  Jews  which  for  the  like  caufe  cenfured  our  Saviours  mi¬ 
racles  as  Diabolical  even  againft  their  knowledge.  To  thefe  and 
the  like  men  I  fay,  they  defpife  not  this  but  him  which  fent  it.  As 
for  fuch  men  who  more  favourably  will  call  it  pretty,  and  cenfure 
the  Difcourfe  to  be  the  fruit  of  a  melancholike  phanfie,  if  it  did 
extend  no  farther  then  to  touch  the  perfon  of  tne  Writer,  as  if 
the  argument  were  not  skilfully  enough  handled,  and  no  more, 
all  this  ( I  fay)  will  be  eafily  confeft  by  me,  but  when  it  pierces  to 
'the  matter  it  felf,  as  i;f  it  were  an  argument  to  play  withall,  and 
not  rather  as  it  ought  to  bethought  a  Difcovery  to  be  admired, 
let  every  fuch  commender  know  that  God  defpifes  fuch  cold 
praifes.  It  was  truly  fpokenby  Age  Hi  us  book  19.  c,  3.  Turpi  us  effe 
cxigue  atque  frigid}  laudari,  quam  tnfeHanter  &  graviter  vitupe- 
rariy  that  is,  It  is  more  to  the  difgrace  of  a  man  to  be  fpanngly  and 
coldly  praif rd,  than  bitterly  and  mo  ft  reproachfully  to  be  reviled.  But 
he  that  will  ponder  and  well  confider  the  things  which  are  deliver¬ 
ed,  (hall  (I  truft  in  God )  finde  the  Words  of  reafon  and  fobernefs, 
and  no  melancholy,  nor  other  humour  in  them  at  all.  The  man 
who  is  weak  of  undemanding,  although  the  book  be  little,  yet 
is  it  too  big  for  him  to  fvvallow  *  fuch  a  one  is  defired  to  lay  it  by0. 
Let  the  man  of  wifedom  and  judgement  reade  it  with  the  ft riCteft 
observation,  and  the  Lord  give  him  underftanding.  Now  to 
make  what  I  have  promifed  to  appear  true  in  every  part,  that  as 
well  our  (ins  and  with  them  our  troubles  the  Lord  was  pleafed  be¬ 
fore  they  were  in  being  to  make  known  unto  us,  as  that  after  all 
our  vexations  and  afflictions  we  (hall  be  delivered  from  all  thofe 
burthens  which  lye  upon  us ,  and  that  by  the  hand  of  our 
Gracious  Soveraign,  whom  God  preferve,  CHARLES  IL  we 
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Ihall  be  freed  (I  fay)  and  made  a  happy  people,  and  that  we  only 
may  not  be  thought  to  reap  the  benefit  of  his  Royal  Govern¬ 
ment,  what  Recompencefhall  accrue  from  God  unto  onr  good 
King,  fir  ft  take  a  view  ftri&ly  of  ifaiahs  Prophecy,  Chaf.i .  In 
this  Chapter  you  (hall  finde  the  fame  fins  to  have  been  commit¬ 
ted  then  by  the  Jews,  which  we  labour  under  at  this  day,thefamc 
Hypocrifie  and  fin  of  Murther,  by  which  not  only  our  late  Sove- 
raign,  but  divers  of  his  Innocent  Subje&s  hare  had  their  blood 
fpilt,  to  the  defiling  and  making  guilty  too  many  of  this  our  land. 
Our  great  Opprefifions  and  Opprefiors  are  parallel  to  thofe  there 
named  in  the  Prophet.  And  as  they  were  promifed  deliverance 
( but  that  afar  off,  and  not  yet  accomplifhed  )  fo  are  we,  and 
ours  near  at  hand,  through  the  Mercy  of  God  toward  thofe  that 
fear  him,  by  the  administration  of  our  Good  King,  V.16.  JVafh 
you ,  make  you  clean  (faith  the  Prophet) /w  away  the  evil  of  your  do - 
ings  from  before  mine  eyes,  ceaf ?  to  do  evil ,  V.  T  7.  Learn  to  do  well, 
f  :ek  j udgement ,  relieve  the  oppreff id,  j  udge  the  fatherlefs ,  pleade  for 
the  widow. 

Have  not  our  Sins  been  fuch,  as  that  the  Caufe  of  the  Opprefi- 
fed,  the  Poor,  the  Fatherlefs ,  and  the  Widow,  hatn  not 
fo  much  as  come  before  thofe  which  fate  in  Parliament ,  a 
Court  of  the  utmoft  redrefs  /  Or1,  if  pcradveBtute  by  un¬ 
wearied  labour  and  violent  importunity  they  have  prevail¬ 
ed  fo  far  as  to  be  heard,  have  they  judged  the  caufe  of  the 
Poor  and  Fatherlefle,  and  not  perverted  their  Judgement?  and 
have  they  pleaded  for  the  widow,  and  not  wrefted  her  caufe  to 
pleafe  and  favour  the  rich  man  <  Who  is  ignorant,  that  they 
have  not  fo  done'/  And  thus  complaineth  the  good  Prophet, 
Thy  Princes  are  rebellious  and  companions  of  t  beeves,  every 
one  loveth gifts,  and  folloiveth  after  rewards  $  they  judge  not  the 
fatherlefs ,  neither  doth  the  caufe  of  the  widow  come  unto  them. 

Our  great  Governors  alfo  were  Companions  of  Theeves  *,  be- 
caufe  they  buffered  us  without  all  remorie  to  be  robbed  or  fpoiled, 
no  great  matter  of  whom,  and  yet  farther  j  becaufe  they  took 
^  bribes. 


bribes,  by  doing  whereof  they  become  Thieves  fellows,  in  that 
they  require  gifts  as  a  Thief  doth  a  Travellers  purfe,  or  elfe  we 
and  our  caufe  lliall  fall  under  them.  01  which  fort  of  gifts, though 
given  fecretly,  and  in  thebofome,  fomehave  come  to  light  not- 
withftanding  •  and  ol  the  reft  we  may  definitively  pronounce, 
They  were  Receivers  and  Expedters  of  Bribes,  becaufe,  then 
them  no  greater  Refpe&ers  of  Perfons  in  Judgement  to  be  found; 
as  we  learn  from  Solomon  Pro, 28.21,  T 0  haverefpeff  of  perfons  is 
not  goody  becaufe  for  a  piece  of  bread  that  man  will  tranfgrefs,  May 
we  not  likewile  lay  properly  with  the  Prophet,  ver.  2 1 .  How  is 
the  faithftd  City  become  an  harlot  <  it  was  full  of  judgement ;  righ- 
teoufnefs  lodged  in  it ,  but  now  murderers . 

The  hypocritical  fervice  of  God  which  the  Jews  performed, 
confifting  in  outward  and  formal  worfhip,  how  like  was  it  to  our 
wonted  frequent  PrayiRg,  Falling,  and  Thanksgiving,  and  the 
moft  ftridt  enjoyning  of  reft  on  the  Sabbath  ?  For  the  Lord  took 
no  pleafure  neither  in  thofe,  becaufe  not  proceeding  from  fyn- 
cerity,  nor  in  the  outward  hy  pocritical  worfhip  of  the  Jews,  fay¬ 
ing,  v.13.  Bring  no  more  vain  oblations,  incenfe  is  an  abomination 
unto  me ;  the  New  Moons ,  and  Sabbaths ,  the  calling  of  Aft tmblies ,  1 
cannot  away  with ,  it  is  iniquity ,  even  the  folemn  Meeting . 

And  for  the  reafon,  for  which  God  did  defpife  all  this,  was  not 
the  caufe  of  the  Jews  and  ours  here  in  England  all  one  ?  exprefted, 
v.i^,  Tour  hands  arc  bloods ,  that  is,  defiled  and  polluted  with  inno¬ 
cent  blood. 

T o  which  people  for  their  great  fins  their  heavy  punilhment  the 
Prophet  exprefleth,  v.y.  Tour  Countrey  is  de folate,  your  Cities  are 
burnt  with  fire,  your  Land  fir  angers  devour  in  your  pre  fence,  and  it 
is  dej olate  as  overthrown  by  grangers. 

Part  of  this  hath  been  fulfilled  upon  the  Nation  of  the  Eng¬ 
lish,  in  Fire, Sword, and  Famine  in  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland  by  the 
bloody  Infb ,  and  the  other  part  in  Englandj\Then  we  were  devour¬ 
ed  by  friends  and  foes  in  a  conluming  war,  of  our  own  nation  and 
our  neighbours,  as  if  we  were  eaten  up  by  {Rangers. 

E  AH 
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All  which  fins  of  chefe  finfull  Jews,  of  which  the  Lord  com¬ 
plains,  as  well  of  the  great  as  of  the  (mail,  and  the  negligence  of 
thofe  which  fliould  have  applied  the  remedies,  and  the  general 
defpair,  none  hoping  for  amendment,  the  Prophet  doth  Allego¬ 
rically  defcribe  in  the  nature  of  a  fpreading  difeafe  from  head- to 
foot,  and  feizing  upon  the  vital  parts.  For  thus  fpeaks  the  Pro¬ 
phet,  From  the  [ole  of  the  foot  even  unto  the  bead ,  there  is 
no  foundnefs  in  it,  but  wounds,  and  brumes,  and  putrifying  fores, 
they  have  not  been  clof  °d,  Heb.  crujhed ,  neither  bound  up ,  nor  mol¬ 
lified  with  ointment ,  and  before,  ver.y.  The  whole  or  every  head  is 
fick ,  and  the  wholes:  every  heart  faint.  Yet  to  put  them  in  com¬ 
fort  in  fuch  a  hopelefs  condition  of  iin,  and  forrow,  when  he  had 
before  told  them  in  the  fame  verfe,  Whyfhouldye  be  flrickenany 
more  l  ye  will  revolt  more  and  more^  he  foretelleth  themofbet- 
ter  times,  and  a  change  from  all  their  wickednefs  and  afflictions, 
by  fending  them»goo.d  Magiftrares,  and  taking  away  wicked  men> 
in  the  following  verfes.  Ver  A  4,!  Therefore  faith  the  Lor d,  the 
Lord  of  hofis,  the  mighty  One  of  ifrael,  Ah,  1  will  eafe  me  of  mine 
adverf dries,  and  avenge  me  of  mine  enemies . 

Ver. 25.  And  I  will  turn  my  hand  upon  thee ,  and  purely  purge  a- 
waythy  droffe,  and  take  away  thy  t inn. 

Ver. 26.  And  I  will  re  fore  thy  fudges  as  at  the  fir  ft,  and  thy 
Conn  fellers  as  at  the  beginnings  afterward  thou  (halt  be  called  the 
City  of  righteoufneffe,  the  faith  full  City. 

In  which  part  of  the  Prophecy  ,  as  the  Jews  eftate  runs  pa¬ 
rallel  to  England ,  as  I  have  fhewn,  and  as  under  the  Type  of  a 
difeafe  in  the  fame  Chapter  the  Prophet  deferibes  allegorically 
their  fins  and  fufferings,  fo  hath  the  Lord  God  miraculoufly  by 
two  Difeafes  of  the  body  ;of  man  deferibed  unto  us  myfti- 
cally,  the  people  of  England >  and  fuch  as  referable  the  Difea¬ 
fes  fe,tdown  in  the  Text,  our  fins,  and  our  calamities.  And 
as  by  jfaiah  are  deferibed  the  inftruments  of  their  wo,  un¬ 
der  the  notion  of  a  difeafe,  no  lefie  are  the  Authors  01  our 
miferies  comprehended  in  the  myftery  of  the  lore-named  di- 
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feafes,  and  over  and  above  what  Perfon  (hall  be  our  deliverer; 
Obfcrve,  that  it  is  there  fai d,ver.$.  Every  Head  is  fick ,  and  eve¬ 
ry  Heart  faint  5  an  dv.6.Fromthe  foie  of  the  Foot  even  unto  the 
Heady  there  is  no  foundnefle  in  it,  hut  munds  and  hruifes,  and  pu~ 
trifying  or  corrupt  fores.  Like  unto  this  Difeafe  are  chofe  Two 
Maladies,  one  whereof  is  called  the  Rekets ,  the  other  the  Kings 
evil .  They  are  thus  alike,  the  Rekets  is  a  difeafe  of  the  head, 
yea,  of  every  head,  for  it  is  not  that  difeafe  if  it  be  without  that 
Symptome  any  time  *,  the  Kings-evilis  a  noyfome  infirmity  full 
of  bruifes,  or  hollow  apoftemated  fvvellings,  and  fores  which  run 
with  filthy  mattur. 

But  that  I  may  perfwade  my-  Reader,  that  thefe  Two  Difeafes 
may  fignifie  fomewhat  more,  then  what  all  difeafes  do,  Gods  juft 
difpleafure^gainft,andpuniflimentof  fin,  I  (hall  (hew  examples 
of  difeafes  in  |lofy  Scripttire,  which  do  plainly  confirm  what  I 
here  affirm  'oft held;  One  of  thefe  difeafes  is  mentioned ,  Exo.9. 
ver.  8.  And  the  Lord J aid  unto  Mofes,  and  unto  Aaron ,  *t ake  to  you 
handfuls  of  the  ajhes  of  the  furnace,  and  let  Mofes  fprinkle  ittorvard 
the  Htrf'ticn,  in  the  fight  of  pharaoh. 

V.  9.  And  it  flail  become  f  mall  daft  in  all  the  land  of  Egypt ,  and 
flail  be  a  boil  breaking  forth  with  blains  upon  man  and  upon  heap 
throughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt . 

V.  1  o.  And  they  took  afhes  of  the  furnace,  and  flood  before  Pharaoh , 
and  Mofes  f prink  led  it  up  toward  Heaven ,  and  it  became  a  boy  l  break¬ 
ing  forth  with  blains  upon  man  and  upon  heap. 

V.\  1.  And  the  Magicians  could  not fland  before  Mofes  ,  becatife 
oftheboyles  for  the  boy l  was  upon  the  Magicians  and  upon  all  the 
Egyptians.  \  ‘ t* 

This  plague  of  a  noifome  and  grievous  fore,  named  before  in 
Exodus  a  boyle'  breaking  fotthwith  blains  upon  man  and  upon 
beaft,  by  reafon  of  which,  neither  the  Magicians,  nor  Egyptians 
could  (land  before  Mofes,  is  in  a  Vifionfhewn  unto  ffohn.  in  this 
manner,  Rev, 16. 2.  Andthefirfl  (Angel  went,  and  poured  out  his 
vial  upon  the  earth ,  and  there fell  a  noifome  and  grievous  fore  upon 
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tke  mat,  which  btitht  mark  of  the  Beajl,  and  them  which  mrfhiftd 

his  Image.  <  .  .  V  y 

The  difeafe  in  the  Story  written  by  Mojes,  and  the  Vdion 
thereof  in  the  principal  matters  {hewed  unto  fohn,  did  in  brief 
portend  and  fore&ew.  That  in  a  place  a  part  of  Spiritual  Egypt, 
which  is  Rome,  a  certain  man  fhould  take  the  allies  of  the  fur¬ 
nace,  Henry  VIII.  which  was  himfelf,  and  advancing  duft  and 
aflies’ toward  Heavenin  the  Popes  place, by  the  Oath  of  Supreme 
Head  ©f  the  Church,  which  fhould  fo  fall  upon  the  men  of  know¬ 
ledge,  and  others  void  of  wifedom,  Clergy  and  Laity,  that  .it 
{hould-beget  boiles  andblains,  that  is,  be  lothfome  and  trou- 
blefome.  For  while  the  Clergy,  who  had  (worn  to  the  Pope, 
were  compel’d  to  fwear  the  fame  t©  K .Henry  y  they  as  men  trou¬ 
bled  with  Tore  boiles  knew  not  which  way  to  turn  themfelvesto 
Fndereft  \  if  they  fwareto  they  wounded  their  con- 

fciences,  if  they  denied  it  they  fuffered  death.,.,  And  as  bodies 
full  of  boiles  and  botches  are  lothfome  to  be  look*  upon,  fo  this 
oath  when  it  was,  taken,  could  not  but  make  therm  odious  to 
thofe  that  knew  it  was  done  out  of  fear,  not  from  their  hearts,. 

So  could  not, the  Magicians  ftand  before  Hojes ,  nor  thofe 
Clergymen,  but  all  that  well  could,  hid  themfelves,  or  fled.  For 
the  Vial  fell  upon  thofe  which  had  the  Maikofthe  Beaft,  and 
them  which  worfhiped  his  Image  *,  By  the  Mark  is  to  be  under- 
ftood  the  Si2;n£  of  the  Grofs ,  becaufe  a  Saltier  Croffc  in  this  foi  m 
%  is  the  Mark  of  the  Beaft  which  is  the  Pope,  noting  numeri¬ 
cally  among  the  Greeks  fix  hundred,  being  the  round  Number 
of  his  Name,  which  in  full  is  DC  LXVI.  And  thofe  that 
worfhiped  the  Image  of  that  Heaft,  are  thofe  which  adore  the 
Hofte  or  Sacrament  of  the  Altar.  Becaufe  the  Bread  and  Wine 
fallowed  by  fuperftitious  Confecration  from  the  Priefts  mouth,  is. 
made  to  have  life,  and  to  become  of  thofe  Elements  a  living 
Chrift  Soul  and  body..  It  is  called  the  Image  if  the  &a(ti  becaufe 
found  out  by  the  Pope,  and  eftablifhed  by  him  under  the  name  of 
the  Sacrament  of  the  Altar ,  who  is  that  Beaft  in  the  Apocalypses  is 

elfewhere, 
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elfewhere  abundantly  proved,  and  this  is  the  fenfe  of  thefe  words? 
Rev. 13  15.  And  he  had  power  to  give  life  unto  the  Image  of  the 
Beaft,  T  hat  the  Bifhop  of  Rome  lhould  give  life  unto  dead  crea¬ 
tures  of  Bread  and  Wine  making  them  a  living  Chrift  by  his  au¬ 
thority. 

So  much  briefly  for  the  Firfl:  Difeafe  which  was  Portentous; 
The  Second  follows,  and  this  is  the  Leprofie ,  which,  as  it  was  in 
fome  refped  a  puniflimenc  of  fin,  particularly  the  Leprofie  of 
Miriam,  Numb\  12.  and of  Gehazi,  2  King.1). 2*}.  and  that  of  K. 
Azartah^i  King.15.1).  and  it  was  called  the  Plague  of  Lcprofe , 
and  Amply  the  Plague  fundry  times,  Lev.  1 3 .  and  14.  (lor  the 
Malady  was  Painful  and  Loathfome,  and  the  caufe  of  folitary  ha¬ 
bitation  to  the  Leper )  fo  for  the  kinde  and  Nature  of  it,  this 
difeafe  was  fuch  an  extraordinary  Meflenger  of  God,  as  which 
did  contaip .in  it  a  figure  of  the  Pollution  and  Odioufnefle  of  Sin, 
the  diffufive  nature  thereof,  with  the  Punifhment,  and  the  De* 
liverer  from  the  guilt  and  punifhment  alfo,  a  Perfon  which  fliould 
free  us  from  both,  the  Son  of  God  chrifi  fefus.  Leprofie  was 
then  in  the  higheft,  when  the  Difeafe  was  as  white  as  Snow  ; 
fuch  a  Leper  was  Gehazi  in  the  place  above-named  5  and  thus  was 
Mofes’s  hand  leprous  as  fnow,  Exod.^.6,  Itfeized  likewife  upon 
fundry  parts  of  the  body,  and  fomedme  the  whole ,  as  the  head, 
forehead,  beard,  and  fometime  garments  of  skin,  and  of  wollen, 
and  linnen,  and  divers  times  houfes.  In  which  cafes,  and  in 
fuch  parts  ot  the  body, the  Leprofte  was  either  a  bright  fpot  with 
white  hair  growing  in  it  deeper  then  the  skin,  and  fpreading,  or 
a  white  rifing  in  the  skin,  turning  the  hair  white,  or  in  fome  cafe 
yellowifh  thin  hair,  and  where  appeared  quick  rawflefh  in  the 
rifing  in  mens  bodies,  or  a  white  reddifli  fore  in  a  bald  head  or 
forehead.  In  garments  if  there  did  appear  agreenifh  or  reddifli 
fpot  and  fpreading.  The  Leprofie  in  a  houfe  were  hollow  Brakes 
greenifh  or  reddifli,  appearing  deeper  then  the  wall,  and  fpread¬ 
ing.  See  of  all  this,  1  and  14. 

The  undeannefs  of.  fin  defiling  the  foul  was  fignified,  when  the 
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Leper  having  a  covering  upon  his  upper  lip,  his  clothes  rent,  and 
his  head  bare,  was  to  cry  twite, Unclean,  Unclean,  to  note  defile¬ 
ment  ol  his  foul  by  fin,  and  his  body  by  Leprofte^Lev.i^^y  ^6. 

TheLeprofie  in  the  garments  and  in  the  houfe  judged  by  the 
colour, deepnefs,  and  fpreading,  did  infinuate  the  fpreading  conta¬ 
gion,  and  f  rom  without,  and  outward  fenfes  the  inward  motion 
thereof  into  the  heart  and  affedlions,  and  by  example,  as  our  gar¬ 
ments  are  carried  and  worn  outwardly ,  and  in  our  houfes  as 
fpreading  in  a  family  among  our  fervants,  children,  and  betwixt 
husband  and  wife.  The  Separation  and  living  apart  of  the  Leper 
noteth,  That  the  fociety  of  the  wicked  is  to  be  avoided  and  the 
above-named  Levitical  Law  is  applied  unto  the  company  of  fin- 
ners,  2  Cor. 6. 17.  Wherefore  come  out  from  among  them ,  and  be  ye 
feparate ,  (faith  the  Lord)  and  touch  not  the  unclean  thin^and  I  will 
receive  you.  The  pain  and  torment  of  the  Leprofie  ednfifteth  in 
itching  and  burning,  the  later  whereof  is  to  be  gathered  from 
MofeSjLev.  13.24.  of  both  which  fomekinde  of  lepers  found  at 
this  day  do  tell  us, and  Writers  do  declare.  That  which  amon0 
the  jfraelites  was  white  as  fnow,  and  burning,  figureth  the  pains 
of  Hell,  on  the  right  hand,  as  it  were,  and  the  Duration  and  Per¬ 
petuity  of  Hell  Torments,  as  on  the  left  hand.  For  the  fnowy 
whitenefs  is  the  whitenefs  of  fait,  and  one  is  very  like  the  other 
and  it  hath  this  whitenefs  to  fignifie  fait ,  not  fnow,  unto  us.  Bur¬ 
ning  is  fignified  by  fait  in  two  refpeds,  1.  Be'caufe  faltnefsls  the 
effed  and  fruit  of  burning,  as  we  fee  in  allies  of  wood :  2  .for  that 
ft  It  whether  it  be  taken  inwardly,  or  applied  outwardly  caufeth 
a  fenfe  of  burning.  We  ufe  to  fay,  As  fait  as  fire,  underftand- 
ing  fo  fait,  as  if  we  were  burnt  with  it  as  with  fire.  Touching 
the  continuance  of  the  Pains  of  Hell,<W/  fignifieth  that  alfo,  for 
the  property  oi  fait  is  to  keep  from  corruption  and  decayin'?.  In 
which  fenfe,  the  phrafe  of  Holy  Sc  ipture  is,  a  Covenant  of '[alt  • 
dignifying  a  Covenant  which  is  never  to  be  broken,  but  to  endure 
for  ever. 

The  Lake  of  Sodom  the  monimenc  of  Gods  vengeance  upon 
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thofefinful  Cities  Sodom  and  Gomorrha ,  and  the  Cities  about 
them,  is  ufed  by  the  Holy  Ghoft  as  a  T ype  of  Hell,  the  place  and 
condition  of  the  damned,  and  called  the  Lake  of  Fire  burning 
with  Brimftone,  Rcv.19.20.  becaufein  that  lake  called  the  Dead 
Sea,  an dAfphaltitis,  is  found  much  **9*tf@m  in  Latine  Bitumen , 
which  by  the  Poet  Ovid  is  {hewn  to  be  a  matter  apt  to  take  fire, 
and  unquenchable,  though  by  him  diftinguifht  from  Brimftone, 
and  is  a  pitchy  fubftance  known  to  Apothecaries,  although  in 
fome  place  it  is  by  the  Interpreters  of  the  Bible  called  Slime,  Gen. 
14.10.  it  is  called  by  another  Hebrew  word,  and  by  a  Greek 
wordffo  interpreting  it, Brimftone,  Deut. 29.23.  and  in  the  above- 
named  place  in  the  Revelation,  Ovids  words  make  it  of  the  na¬ 
ture  of  Brimftone  notwithftanding,  Met  amor  fh.  Book  1 4. 

Lurida  [up foment  fAcnndo  Sulphur  a.  fontiy 
Inccnduntque  cavasfumante  Bit timint  venas. 

Blerv-burning  Brim fione’s  cajl  into  the  Spring, 

And  fmoaking  Earth-pitch  fires  the  veins  within. 

This  place  as  it  is  a  Figure  of  Hell  in  refpedt  of  the  matter  of 
unquenchable  fire  contained  in  it,  being  a  remainder  of  that 
Brimftone  which  being  kindled  fell  from  Heaven,  and  deftroyed 
thofe  Cities,  and  fo  likewife  was  it  a  Type  of  Hell  in  relation 
tothefaltnefle  of  that  Lake,  called  alfo,  the  Salt-fea  (being  fo 
exceeding  fait  that  no  living  creature  is  found  therein  )  as  it  were 
painting  unto  us  the  Duration  of  their  Torments,  and  their  bo¬ 
dies  preferved  from  Corruption.  All  the  qualities  of  this  Lake, 
for  which  it  is  by  God  Almighty  conftitutedaModle  of  Hell, 
are  not  neceflarily  to  be  reckoned  up,  but  fome  of  them  are  fuffi- 
cient  to  have  been  expreft  to  inftrudl  and  diredt  us,  while  the  o* 
ther  are  not  mentioned,  that  we  may  take  pains  to  fearck  after 
them.  Forthus  wefindein  anexpreflion  of  that  Lake,  Brim¬ 
ftone  fometimes  left  out  of  the  defeription,  and  only  Fire  menti¬ 
oned,  Rev. 20.14.  And  death  and  hell  were  cajl  into  the  Lake  of 
Fire.  But  of  the  Saltneffe  of  that  place,  and  as  to  a  Punifhmenr, 

it  is  confirmed,  Deut.  29.23-  And  that  the  whole  land  thereof  is 
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Brim/hone,  and  Salt,  and  Burning^  that  it  is  not  fiowen^nor  leareth, 
nor  any  graffe grorveth  therein,  like  the  overthrow  of  Sodom  and  Go- 
tnorrba ,  Admah  and  Zthoimy  which  the  Lord  overthrew  in  his  Anger 
and tn  his  wrath.  .  I  might  take  a  view  of  fome  other  things  per¬ 
taining  to  this  difeafe  of  the  Leprofie ,  wherein  Tome  other  mat¬ 
ters  are  pointed  at,  but- what  I  have  already  fpeken  will  be  e- 
nough  to  denote  what  it  typifies  in  .the  Nature  of  Sin,  and  the 
Punifhment.  But  the  great  thing  which  was  intended  by  this 
grange  difeafe,  and  for  which  caufe  it  was  fent,  and  when  that  was 
come,  ceafed  to  be  any  more  *,  and  the  chief  Scope  unto  which  the 
Leprofie  by  the  Wifedomqf  the  Lord  aimed,  was  his  Son  Chrift 
Jefus,  which  was  then  to  come  •  the  Leprofie  the  Shadow,  (Thrift 
the  Subftance.  And  as  when  the  Body  comes,  the  Shadow  thereof 
gives  place,  in  like  manner  when  our  Lord  and  Saviour  had  Buffer¬ 
ed  the  pains  of  death  for  the  fins  of  the  world,  and  made  us  clean 
being  our  High-prieft,  from  our  uncleanneffe,  fo  many  as  he  or¬ 
dained  to  eternal  life,  whom  he  pronounced  clean  as  a  good  and 
skilful  Prieft,  faying,  tfoh. 13.10.  Ton  are  clean,  bntrot  all-,  then 
afterward  be^an  the  Leprofie  quickly  after  his  death  to  depart. 
For  the  chief  thing  which  was  fignified  by  the  Leprofie  was  now 
come,  and  the  Myftery  fulfilled  5  our  Prieft  was  come, and  made  us 
clean.  For  now  no  fuch  Leprofie  found  in  Paleftwa  nor  any  where 
among  the  nation  of  the  Jews.  A  nd  the  Ceremonies  and  Rites 

ufed  in  cleanfing  the  Leper  do  point  out  our  Saviour,  and  what 
he  did  and  Buffered  for  us.  In  the  Cleanfing  of  a  Houfe  healed 
of  the  Leprofie ,  ufe  was  made  of  two  living  Birds,  Cedar- wood, 
Scarlet,  and  Hy  ffop  •,  one  ofwhich  birds  was  to  be  killed  over  run¬ 
ning  water  in  an  earthen  vdfel,  and  dipping  tire  living  bird,  the 
Cedar-wood,  Scarlet,  and  Hyftbpe,  in  the  blood  of  the  (lain 
bird,  and  in  the  running  water,  and  fpi  inkling  the  Houfe  feven 
times,  it  is  (aid,  Lev.  14.52.  that  with  all  the  fore-.named  thrngs 
the  Prieft  fhall  cleanfe  the  Houfe  •  and  ver.  5  3 .  But  he  jhall  let  go 
the  living  bird  out  of  the  city  into  the  open  fields ,  and  make  an  a- 
tenement  for  the  Houfe,  and  it  / hall  be  clean,  W ho,  to  whom  Cod 
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hath  given  but  an  ordinary  under  {landing,  willl  not  acknow¬ 
ledge  here,  that  the  fhedding  of  the  blood  of  one  bird  ( and  the 
other  let  fly)  into  running  water,  and  in  an  earthen  veflel,  in¬ 
to  running  water  as  to  go  into  the  Sea  *,  whither  all  running  wa¬ 
ter  is  carried,  and  all  rivers  run,  to  be  conveyed  all  the  world  o  - 
ver,  for  from  thence  come  all  fountains,  did  fignifie  fo  much 
touching  the  (bedding  of  our  Saviours  blood  for  all  the  world? 
Or  who  can  then  doubt  that  the  receiving  of  it  in  an  earthen 
veflel,  did  betoken  our  Saviours  taking  our  flefli  upon  him,whofe 
bodies  as  his  be  ng  originally  from  the  earth,  are  called  earthen 
veflels?  Nor  can  we  gainfay  the  flying  away  of  the  other  bird, 
one  of  the  fame  kinde,  did  declare  our  Saviours  refurre&ion  and 
afcenfion  into  Heaven  5  as  birds  are  called  fowls  of  Heaven.  It 
will  certainlybe  granted,  that  the  Cedar  frgnified  two  things  *, 
his  Crofs,  as  it  is  a  tree,  on  which  he  fuffered  death,  and  the  ex¬ 
cellency  of  hisperfon  above  all  other  men  •  as  the  Cedar  in  lof- 
tinefle  ekcelleth  all  trees.  And  eminent  men  are  metaphorical¬ 
ly  by  the  Prophet  called  Cedars,  Ezekij.^.iz^i.  and  by  the 
Holy  Penman  2  King.  14.9.  The  Scarlet  being  lambs  woolfo 
died  figured  his  innocent,  patient,  and  blob  iy  death.  But  the 
Hyflope  a  low  flirub  growing  upon  the  wall,  as  Scripture  calleth 
it,  and  in  a  relation  of  Solomons  Hiftory  of  Trees  is  oppofed  un¬ 
to  the  Cedar,  the  lovveft  to  t’ e  highefi,  and  in  the  Ceremonials 
appointed  in  cleanfing  the  leprous  Houfe  being  joyned  to  the  Ce¬ 
dar,  pointeth  at  our  Saviour  Jefus  Chrift,  in  his  humility,  who 
humbled  himfelf  to  take  our  trail  nature  upon  him,  yea,  the  form 
of  a  fervant,  defcending  from  heaven,  and  difrobing  himfelf  of 
his  tranfcendent  glory.  With  this  dipt  in  blood  of  the  Pafchal 
Lamb  were  the  lintels  and  two  fiue-pofls  of  the  ifraclites  doors 
to  be  fprinkled  for  ever,  Exod  12.22,23,24.  And  a  fponoe  filled 
with  vinegar  put  upon  hyflope,  fob. 19. 29.  was  given  toour  Sa¬ 
viour  on  the  crofs  •,  both  examples  declaring  unto  us  that  by  the 
blood  {bedding  and  (harp  fuflerings  of  him  that  made  himfelf  of 
no  account  vvefhould  be  delivered.  Thus  God  did  guide  the 
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heartland  heads  of  all  his  enemies,  though  ignorantly  an  1  mili- 
icoufly  to  fee  forth  the  honour  of  his  Son.  But  Da  vid  exprefly 
doth  biy  the  name  of  Hyftbpe  under  ftand  no  other  thing,  no  not 
in  ceremony,  but  our  Saviour  Chrift  himfelf,  where  he  prayeth 
unto  the  Lord,  to  purge  him  with  hyflbpe,  Pfa.  5 1.7.  Parge  me 
with  hy[fope,  and  I  (hall  he  clean-  •,  rvafh  me  and  I  fj, tall  he  whiter  then 
fnov.  As  for  wafhing  liquid  and  thin  fubftmee  is  proper*,  but 
no  other  water  whatfoever  hath  the  power  to  make  clean  and 
white  bloody  fins,  but  the  blood  of  the  Lamb  of  God.  So 
much  for  thefe  two  Prodigious  Difeafes  and  their  Significa¬ 
tions. 

Now  I  (hall  (hew  you  Reader,  that  fome  Remedies  an  d  Me¬ 
dicines  have  alfo  been  appointed  by  Almighty  God  to  typifie 
things  of  great  moment,  prefent,  and  to  come.  I  could  finde 
out  feme  more  of  this  nature,  but  I  hope  to  fatisfie  my  Reader 
with  two.  The  Firft  of  thefe  two  Remedies  fo  fignificative,  is 
the  precious  liquor  or  oyl  of  Balm ,  wliofe  plant  grew  not  at  firft, 
in  Egypt,  and  thence  by  the  gift  of  the  Qiieen  Sheba  unto  Solo - 
mon ,  tranfplantedinto  the  land  of  Canaan,  as  fofephus  inconCx- 
derately  affirms.  For  the  Holy  Scripture  declareth  the. contra¬ 
ry,  where  it  firft  fhews ,  that  the  ifhmaelites  tranfported  from 
Gilead  into  Egypt,  Spicery,  Balm  and  Myrrhe,  Gen.  37.25.  which 
had  not  been  done,  if  the  Balm  tree  had  grown  and  yielded  Balm 
in  Egypt.  Again,  Balm  is  by  facoh  to  his  Sons  named  among 
the  beft  fruits  of  the  land,  which  he  was  minded  to  fend  as  a  pre¬ 
fent  into  Egypt,  GVtf.43.11.  And  Pliny  in  his  Naturall Hiftory, 
Book  1 2.25.  acknowledgeth  that  tree  to  be  peculiar  to  the  land 
©f  fiidea,  and  therefore  not  elfewhere  originally  to  be  found.  I 
flpll  not  follow  much  the  praifes  which  are  given  unto  this  ex¬ 
cellent  Oil  of  Balm,  by  Pliny  or  other  ancient  heathen  Writers, 
as  of  the  incomparable  fweetnefte  thereof  to  the  fmell  above  all 
other  liquors,  nor  touching  the  price  thereof,  which  Pliny  avers 
to  have  been  fold  for  twife  the  weight  thereof  in  Silver.  Nor 
will  it  make  much  matter  what  particular  difeafes,  they  fay,  it 
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was  helpful  againft,  which  is  affii  med  to  have  been  vei  y  effedtuall 
again  ft  the  pain  of  the  Head  •  and  Dimnefs  of  fight.But  in  what 
God  (hall  here  enable  me  to  lpeak  thereof,  the  Scripture  fliallbe  I 
my  guide  and  Experience.  The  Scripture  doth  commend  this  li¬ 
quor  of  Balm  as  an  incomparable  medicine,  taken  according  to 
the  literall  under  the  my  ftical  fenfe  thereof,  againft  difeafes  other- 
wife  incurable,  and  to  be  a  taker  away  of  pain,  fcr.  8  22.  Is 
■there  no  Balm  in  G  lead?  Is  there  no  Bhyftcian  there  ?  why  then 
is  not  the  health  of  the  daughter  cf  my  people  recovered?  And 
cha.^6,2.  Go  up  into  Gilead ,  and  take  Balm ,  0  virgin  the  daughter 
of  Z&JP  7  i*  vain  [bait  thou  ufemany  medicines,  for  thou  (halt  not 
he  cured.  LikewifeC^*.  51.  8.  Ballon  ps  fuddenly fallen,  and de- 
ftroyed  5  hcrvlforher ,  take  Balm  for  her  pain ,  if  jo  be  jhe  may  be 
healed . 

Thefe  were  the  natural  vertues  of  Balm  $  but  this  was  not  the 
end  and  fcope  of  the  Prophet,  as  if  he  wbuld  have  the  people  of 
tfndah  in  their  fpiritual  difeafe  of  fin  take  and  ufe  a  natural  and 
outward  Remedy  pertaining  to  a  Eodily  Difeafe.  For  what  couki 
natural  Balm  do-  in  help  to  recover  the  miferable  and  deplorable 
eftate  of  the  Egyptians  deftined  to  deft rudtion  ( whofe  many  Re¬ 
medies  mentioned  were  no  other  then  fundry  waies  and  means 
aflaied  to  avoid  ruine)  though  they  fhould  have  goneuntothe 
mountain  of  Gilead ,  and  fetched  Balm  from  thence  where  it 
grew  ?  Befides,  how  could  that  medicinable  oyl  prevail  to  help 
the  fall  and  deft rudlion  of  the  City  of  Babylon*  For  it  was  not 

the  ficknefte  of  the  body  under  which  the  Babylonians  la¬ 
boured. 

Wherefore  obfeive,  that  if  we  muft  not  underftand  thefe 
things  according  to  the  Letter,  becaufe  the  difeafe  and  pain  is  not 
to  be  taken  literally,  it  behoves  us  here  to  finde  out  what  is 
meant  by  Difeafe  and  want  of  health  and  Pain  5  which  are  of  fuch 
a  nature,  as  that  they  can  be  taken  away  by  Balm  in  what  fenfe 
fotver  taken,  and  by  no  other  thing.  So  doing  we  (hall  finde 
what  I  did  at  firft  affitm  concerning  natural  Balm  to  be 
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I  faid  before,  that  fins  were  named  difeafes,  and  that  "Afflicti¬ 
ons  and  Punifhments  were  called  by  the  name  of  Difeafes.  I  fhall 
yet  farther  prove  it  unto  you,  P/4.4T.4.  Heal  my  foul  (  faith  Da¬ 
vid  )  for  I  have  finned  *,  and  Ezek.$ 4.4.  The  diteafed  have  ye  not 
ft  lengthened,  neither  have  ye  healed  that  which  was  fick,  nei¬ 
ther  have  ye  bound  up  that  which  was  broken,  &c.  In  which 
place  the  people  a  e  likened  to  a  flock  of  flieep,  their  fins  of  et- 
rours  in  Judgement  and  Life,  and  Troubles  in  Confcience,  called 
by  the  nam  s  of  Difeafes,  Sicknefs,  and  Breaking  of  Bones  •,  their 
Prophets  and  Teachers  are  named  Shepherds*,  as  often  in  other 
places.  And  when  Chrift  healed  men,  he  forgave  them  their 
fins,  as  healing  of  men  is  interpreted  forgiving  of  fins  ^  for  when 
our  Saviour  had  made  mention  of  the  groinefsof  the  peoples 
hearts,  the  darkneffe  of  the  eyes  of  theit  mindes,  he  concludes, 
th  y  wereobftinateand.refufed  to  be  healed, Mat.i 3.1 4.2nd  in  the 
fame  hiftory  repeated  by  Mark ,  C  ha. 4.1  z. .  this  healing  is  called 
forgivenefle  cf  fins.  That  (  faith  the  Evangel i ft  )  feeing  they 
may  fee,  and  not  perceive,  and  hearing  they  may  hear,  and  not  un¬ 
derhand,  left  at  any  time  they  fhould  he  converted ,  and  their  fins 
fhouid  he  forgiven  them.  Tne  heathens  themfelves  efteemed  Vi¬ 
ces^  Difeafes  and  Maladies  of  the  Soul.  Cicero  in  T uf  ulane  £ue- 
ft  ions.  Book  3.  hath  thefe  words,  At  &  morhi  pernicioftores,flurej - 
quo  funt  Am  mi.  That  is,  But  for  the  Difeafes  of  the  minde ,  they  are 
more  hurtful ,  and  of  greater  number,  meaning,  then  thofe  which  are 
of  the  body .  Affl.dhonsand  Punifhment  are  called  by  the  name 
of  Difeafes,  when  as  Sorrow  for  fin  even  to  defpair  is  called  bro¬ 
ken  bones,  Pja. 5 1.8.  and  the  fame  by  Solomon  is  named  wound¬ 
ing  of  the  Spirit. 

Wherefore  Sins  Tranfgreflions  and  Afflictions  being  the  Di¬ 
feafes  of  thefe  people  the  Jews,  Egyptians,  and  Babylonians, 
and  the  Remedy  prescribed  unto  them  all  being  Balm,  and  Balm 
only,  what  can  hereby  be  fignified,  but  He  that  was  the  ©nely 
Fountain  opened  for  fin  and  undeannefl'e,  the  only  Medicine  a- 
gainft  thefe  maladies,  He  chathealeth  ficknefsboth  of  Soul  and 
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body,  the  precious  blood  of  him,  called  by  David  for  his  humi¬ 
lity  HyffopCj  for  rhe  medicinable  quality  of  his  blood  Balm<  Which 
counfelinrefpedf  oftheTimesisthusto  be  applied.  When  the 
Jews  were  without  Natural  Balm ,  as  now  they  are,  and  fick,  and 
miferable,  as  they  alfo  be,  and  the  Spiritual  Egypt  ^  and  Spirituall 
Babylon  (both  which  places  typifie  and  note  Romef)  now  tending 
to  deffru&ion,  fad  no  Remedy  left  for  their  miferies,  but  all  of 
them  by  faith  in  one  and  the  fame  tfefus  to  apply  that  univerfai 
Medicine  Balm.  Which  Medicine  the  miferable  Jews  dehy,  and 
the  Romanfffs  undervalue  his  blood,  fcarce  equalling  it  to  their 
own  merits,  and  the  Virgin  Maries  love. 

Notwithftanding  of  luch  things  as  do  point  at  matters  of  mo¬ 
ment  not  only  paft,  or  prefent,  but  to  come,  whether  fingly  or 
jointly,  there  is  a  difference.  Some  there  be  which  do  only  in 
an  ordinary  manner,  and  fecondarily  without  any  wonder  fet  forth 
fuch  things  •,  of  which  fort  are  the  Fafchal  lamb ,  betokening 
Chnft  who  was  to  be  revealed,  in  his  innocency  5  the  Priefthood 
of  Aaron ,  and  the  fhedding  the  blood  of  Sacrifices  prefiguring 
Chuffs  Priefthood j  and  offering  up  him  f elf  a  bloody  Sacrifice: 
fiyffope  betokens  his  humility ,  and  multitude  of  things  of  that 
fort,  A  fecond  fort  of  things  there  is  and  Perfons,  which  figure 
the  things  forenamed  in  an  extraordinary  principal  manner,  and 
are  accompanied  with  \ vender  5  thefe  like  extraordinary  Embaf- 
fadors  are  by  the  Mercy  of  the  Lord  fent  to  point  out  great  and 
moft  weighty  matters  unto  us.  The  Rainbow  was  a  Seal  that 
God  would  never  deftroy  the  world  again  by  waters.  The  wrter 
gufhing  out  of  the  Rock  in  the  wilaernefs  of  which  the  jfraelites 
drank,  did  by  miracle  and  by  extraordinary  example,  and 
by  piincipall  intention  prefigure  chrifts  blood ,  of  which  his 
children  drank  by  faith,  1  Cor.  10,4.  And  did  all  (the  Patriarchs  ) 
drink  the  fame  fpiritual  drink ,  for  they  drank  of  that  fpiritual  Rock 
which  followed  them ,  and  that  Rock  was  Chnft.  Such  was  the 
Manna  which  rained  in  the  wilderneffe  for  the  food  of  the  jfrae¬ 
lites  ,  the  fame  fpiritual  meat,  ver  3,  by  the  Apoffle  interpreted,

And  of  this  fecond  fort  ofSignes  was  Balm,extraordinarily  prin¬ 
cipally,  and  wonderfully  betokening  fef us  C hrift.  It  was  a  liquor, 
if  we  may  believe  Pliny  in  the  place  aforefaid,  itfuing  out  of  the 
Tides  of  the  wounded  tree,  and  ( though  not  at  fir  ft- )  turning  to  a 
red  colour ,  fo  refembling  blood,  and  for  the  precious  medicinable 
nature  of  it,  moft  like  our  Saviours  blood,  and  by  the  miraculous 
ceafing at  firft  (as  it  may  be  thought,  by  that  great  fcarcity  of 
the  oyl  from  fuch  a  multitude  of  Trees  mentioned  in  Pliny)  of 
the  Balm  it  felf,  and  foon  after  of  the  tree,  even  to  this  day,  that 
. it  was  of  thofe  Types  of  Chrilh,  which  when  he  came,  ceafed 
to  be,  and  that  wonderfully.  And  to  this  very  time  the  Prophet 
alludes,  when  he  faith.  Is  there  no  balm  in  Gilead  I  Is  there  no 
Phyfuian  there  ?  even  to  the  later  times  of  the  Jews  after  our  Sa¬ 
viour.  As  if  he  fhould  havefaid,  Although  there  be  no  Balm. , 
yet  there  is  notwithftanding  a  phyfician  there,  yea,  becaufe  there 
is  no  Balm  in  Gilead,  look  for  a  Phyfician  in  that  place,  for  the 
Soul-fick  Nation  by  faith  in  him.  Which  Lord  in  mercy  make 
hafte  to  give  that  miferable  people.  And  of  this  portending  Me¬ 
dicine  Balm  hitherto. 

The  Second  Medicine  Prodigious  fhewing  in  part  v/hat  was 
prefent,  and  what  to  come,  mentioned  in  Holy  Scripture,  is  the 
Pool  of  Bet  he f da,  which  cured  thofe  which  were  put  therein, with 
what  difeafe  or  infirmity  fotver  they  were  troubled.  Of  which 
water  and  the  Medicinal  quality  thereof,  hear  what  S.  $ohn  vvrit- 
etb,  ch.^.ver.z,  Now  there  is  at  Hierufalem  by  the  Sheep-market 
a  Pool,  which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew  Tongue  Bethefda,  having  five 
porches. 

Verf.  3.  Inthefelay  a  great  multitude  of  impotent  folk,  of  blind, 
halt ,  withered ,  waiting  for  the  moving  of  the  water. 

Verf.  4.  For  an  Angel  went  down  at  a  certain  feajon  into  the  Pool , 
and  troubled  the  water  *,  whofoever  then  firft  after  the  troubling 
of  the  water  flopped  in,  was  made  whole  of  what foever  difeafe  he 
had. 

That  the  water  of  this  Pool  did  not  by  any  natural  vertue  cure 
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all  forts  of  difeafes,  I  need  ufe  no  Argument  to  prove.  For 
although  there  have  been  found  and  now  are  certain  waters, 
which  do  cure  orhelpfome  Difeafes,  but  no  waters  were  ever 
heard  of  that  could  cure  other  difeafes,  much  lefs  all  of  what 
kind  foever.  The  Text  it  felf  (hews,  by  what  power  this  ver- 
tue  was  given  to  the  wate~,  expreffiag,  That  an  Angel  went 
down  at  a  certain  feafon,  and  troubled  the  water,  andfo  at  that 
time  and  no  other  it  became  helpful.  This  needs  no  words  more 
to  (hew  how  wonderfull  it  was,  to  tar  from  obfervation  of  the  like 
and  courfe  of  all  natural  Medicines.  Wherefore  I  conclucie,that 
this  miraculous  Pool  was  a  true  and  appointed  Type  of  Chrift  and 
his  bloody  becaufe  of  the  univerfal  extenfion  of  the  curing  by  the 
waters  ^  of  Ins  blood  ( I  fay  )  which  was  fhed  for  all  our  fins  and 
foul  difeafes,  and  fickneffes,  which  by  faith  it  cures  and  takes  a- 
way.  For  when  the  water  was  troubled,  at  that  time  only  it  was 
indued  with  fanative  virtue,  which  was  when  the  vvater  in  its  fub- 
ftance  refembled  blood  *  at  which  time  of  its  flirting  and  troub¬ 
ling  the  water  being  made  thick  by  the  mixture  of  the  earth  from 
the  fides  and  bottome  of  the  Pool  *,  and  when  the  mixc-lubftance 
by  {landing  (till  of  the  water  fetled  again,  the  water  becoming 
and  lofing  the  likenefs  of  bloody  which  haply  at  that  time  of  flir¬ 
ting  it  might  attain  in  colour  alfo,  the  medicinable  quality  va-  - 
nifhed  therewith.  It  the  water  which  iffued  out  ot  the  rock 
in  the  wilderneffe  was 'a  Type  of  Chrifts  blood,  for  as  much 
reafon  and  more  agreeable  to  outward  fenfe  muft  the  water 
of  this  Pool  be  a  Figure  of  the  fame.  Yea,  I  doubt  not  but  that 
the  water  which  came  out  of  that  rock  which  fignified  Chriff,  , 
fhould  have  been  a  troubled  water  and  thick  like  unto  this,  but 
that  a  clearer  liquor  was  permitted  unto  them  by  indulgence,  left 
it  might  offend  their  ftomachs  •,  here  a  more grofle  and. blood-like 
water  fit  enough  to  bathe  in,  was  more  perfectly  to  paint  out  our 
Saviours  blood.  Andthele  two  waters,  the  one  to  drink,  the 
other  to  bathe,  allude  to  the  words  of  our  Saviour,  faying,  My. 

blood  is  drink  indeed ,  Joh.6.55.  andof  Saint  John,  Revel,  i.T 
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Speaking  of  our  Saviour,  that  he  Wafted  us  from  our  fins  in  his 
own  blood . 

Laftly,  it  appeareth  that  this  Pool  of  Bethejda ,  was  in  all  the 
forenamed  refpedts  a  T jpe  of  our  Saviours  blood ,  and  a  fliadow  of 
him  *,  for  after  his  death,  this  wonderful  quality  of  curing  all  di- 
feafes  left  it  for  ever.  So  far  concerning  Difeafes  and  Medicines 
which  were  prodigious,  Shewing  things,  fome  paft,  others  pre- 
fent,  but  chiefly  things  which  were  to  come,  principally ,  extraor¬ 
dinarily ,  and  wonderfully ,  and  among  other  things  which  they  did 
fignifie  as  with  relation  to  him,  they  aimed  at  the  Perfon  and  Of¬ 
fice  of  Chrift  Jefus  our  Saviour, 

But  whereas  all  matters  of  moment  have  been  ordinarily  fore- 
fhewn  which  concern  Gods  glory,  and  his  dearly  beloved  Spoufe 
the  Church,  fince  KINGS  and  Potentates  of  the  earth  are  fuch 
Perfons,  as  upon  whom  the  good  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  God 
depends,  when  they  are  good  Princes  •,  but  being  not  fo  they  are 
not  only  Perfecutors  of  the  Church  themfelves,  but  all  their  fub- 
je&s  follow  their  Princes  example  *,  a  great  part  therefore  of  fuch 
matters  which  the  Lord  is  pleafed  to  premonifli  his  people  of, 
whether  good  or  evil,  is  joyned  with  the  Perfons  and  Princes 
which  fhall  be  principal  authors  of  fuch  things.  This  is  mani- 
teft  in  Nebuchadnezzar s  firft  and  fecond  Viflon,  and  in  many  of 
Daniels  •  wherein  are  forefhewn  the  different  eftates  of  the  Four 
Monarchies  in  refpedt  of  their  Princes,  and  by  * Ezekiel ,  chap. i. 
inthe  Viflon  of  the  Four  living  Creatures  with  four  Faces,  ap¬ 
plied  diflindtly  unto  the  Church,  how  thofe  Princes  of  the  Four 
Monarchies  fliould  exe.  cife  their  authority  toward  the  Jews  their 
Subjects  and  Captives.  Infomuch  that  not  only  fofias  was  fore- 
named  who  fliould  be  a  Pious  and  Excellent  Prince  unto  the 
Jews,  near  three  hundred  years  before  his  birth,  but  Cyrus  alfoa 
heathen  Prince,  who  fliould  be  Gods  Shepherd  to  help  and  che- 
rifhhis  people,  many  years  before  he  was  born  •,  pointing  and 
lhewing  them  as  with  the  finger,  a  King,  who  contrary  to  the  na¬ 
ture  of  other  Princes  fliould  fend  them  home  freely  out  of  their 
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captivity  afllfting  them  in  whatfoever  they  could  defire^  So  it 
is  not  without  example,  that  a  Prince  fhould  be  defigned  by 
name,  (ifotherwife  by  Tome  way  equivalent  toaname^  it  will 
be  the  fame  thing)  to  Tome  great  work  fome  ages  before  he 
was. 

Now  having  laid  a  ftrong  foundation  ( as  I  fuppofe )  for  what 
follows  concerning  the  Matter,  which  I  have  before  affirmed  to 
have  been  comprehended,  in  the  two  forenamed  Difeafes  the  RE¬ 
KETS  an  d  KINGS-EFIL,  I  comeat  length  to  makegood  my 
aftertion,  by  making  it  by  Gods  grace  appear  to  a  judicious  and 
competent  Reader  to  be  altogether  true.  And  firft  of  all  it  will 
be  needful  that  I  defcribe  unto  you  the  Difeafe  at  large,  with  the 
neceffary  circumftances  thereunto  belonging. 

The  Defer  ip  t  ion  of  the  REKETS. 

THe  REKETS  is  a  Difeafe  fo  ftrange,  and  which  is  therefore 
to  bewondred  at,*  that  it  was  not  heard  of  in  our  fathers 
times,  but  began  in  our  memory,  and  not  many  years  ago,  and 
in  that  past  of  the  Kingdom,  (according  to  the  report  of  the’moft 
diligent  Searchers  and  learned  Writers  thereof  the  Authors  De 
Rackitide)  which  is  moft  healthful,  either  Dorfet,  or  Somerpt- 
fhire,  not  in  London ,  nor  in  a  Marifh  countrey,  Neither  did 
this  New  Difeafe  arife  from  contagion  at  fir  ft,  nor  doth  it  now, 
as  the  V enereous  doth.  For  no  Countr.ey  was  found  infe&ed  with 
this  malady  until  England  was,  feizing  upon  young  infants  not 
in  the  womb,  nor  Until  nine  ot  ten  moneths  of  age,  left  any 5  man 
fhould  fufpedt  it  might  arife  from  the  infection  of  their- parents  0 
Nor  doth  this  Malady  accrue  by  default  of  thenurfe,  nor  by  evil 
attendance*,  for  it  layeth  hold  wherefoever-it  pleafeth  Almighty 
God,  on  rich  and  poor,  even  where  great  eft  care  is  had,  anddpa- 
reth  as  often  fucli  as  are  much,  or  altogether  negle&ed.  To  finde 
out  the  Caufe  of  which  difeafe,  the  Phy  ficians  JraVe  moil  diligent¬ 
ly  lookt  about  from  one  Caufe  to  another  fo  much5and  fo  far  as  to 
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the  ftars,  but  feldome  higher,  till  at  the  length  they  acknow¬ 
ledge,  They  lofe  themfelves.  * 

And  now  I  proceed  to  the  DESCRIPTION  of  the  REKETS 
at  the  full, from  the  Firft  and  PathognomikS/'gne  thereof  through 
each  degree,  unto  the  utmoft  extent  of  the  fame>  not  as  it  is  in 
every  (ingle  Patient  affe&ed  with  the  REKETS^  but  taken,  col¬ 
lected,  and  put  together  from  aU  and  every  childes  Symptomes 
which  is  troubled  therewith,  7  a. 

The  RE  RETS  is  a  difeafe  laying  hold  on  yong  children  about 
nine  or  ten  moneths  old.,  in.  which  the  Childes  HEAD  is  always 
OVEk-GREAT •  for  when  other  Symptomes  are  wanting  (which 
not  with  ftanding  is  feldome  or  never)  that  One  is  never  abfent 
while  th e  REKETS  are  prefent., 

I  proceed  to  the  other  Signes  *,  all  of  which  are  rarely  miffing 
together,  or  if  haply ,7  onely  in  the  beginning  of  the  fick- 
ncffe. 

With  the  Head  the  FACE  of  the  childe  hath  an  appearance 
of  SOBER  GRAVlTT ,  much  differing  therein  from  the  looks  of 
other  children. 

The  NOSE  which  is  the  ordinary  Purging  place  of  the  Head 
and  Brain  is  dry  without  diftillation  of  Rheum  in  thofe  children, 
and  is  UNPURG'D. 

Thofe  children  which  lye  under  this  Infirmity  are  of  much 
more  WIT  and  UNDERSTANDING  then  others  of  fo  fmall 
age. 

The  TEETH  of  them,  if  they  were  firft  found,  turn 
all  R  0  TT  E  N ,  and  fall  away  , '  or  elfe  they  T OOTH  very 
LATE. 

Th e  ARM-BONES  become  CROOKED. 

The  WRIST -foTNTS  and  ANCLE-foYNTS  grow  KNOF- 
FTy  called  DOUBLE- for  NTS, 

The  FLESH  of  the  whole  BODT  is  PINED . 

The  BELLI  appears  OVERGROWN . 

The  RIBS  toward  the  Breaft  are  found  VERY  THICK^ 

and 
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and  the  E  XTU  B  E  RA  N  C  I  £  S  named  KNOT  $. 

The  SHIN-BONES  of  thefe  children  RISE  very  HIGH ,  and 
appear  SHARP ,  HIGH  in  the  MIDDLE,  and  DECLINING 
ABOVE  and  BENEATH . 

Their  THIGH-BONES  and  LEG-BONES  are  CROO¬ 
KED. 

The  BREAST  like  in  Ihape  for  (harpnefs  to  the  BREAST  of 
a  FOWLE ,  and  KEELE  of  a  SHIP. 

The  ufe  of  their  FEET ,  although  when  they  were  yonger  they 
:ould  walk,  is  TAKEN  AW  AX. 

Laftly,noc  onely  their  ftature  by  the  bending  of  their  Leg  and 
Thigh-bones  is  ihortened,  but  their  GROWTH  is  H IN¬ 
URED. 

The  REMEDIES  vulgarlj  commended 
againji  the  R  E  K  E  1  S. 

r  Shall  not  have  any  thing  to  do  here  with  thofe  various  Reme¬ 
dies  which  have  been  invented  againft  this  difeate.  Nor  in- 
ieed  is  it  eafie  to  fet  down  the  greateft  part  of  them,  many  of 
,vhichand  of  the  be  ft  of  that  fort  are  compiled  in  that  Learned 
Treatife  De  Rachitide.  But  I  (hall  reckon  up  fuch  Remedies  as 
as  are  Empirical ,  and  go  current  among  the  people  univerfally, 
nothing  depen  ding  upon Reafon  and  Experience  together  as  c* 
thers  do  ^  although  thefe  alfo  have  had  their  influence  upon,  and 
gotten  credit  (I  know  not  for  what  caufe)  among  the  learned  alfo. 
Of  this  (bi  t  are  Three  in  Number. 

i.  REMEDX  is  SWINGING  fuch  children  from  fide  to  fide, 
TOSSING  them  UP  and  DOWN ,  and  Turning  them  TOPSEX 
TURVEX. 

2.  LIFTING  the  fick  children  up  by  the  ARMS.  3.  Letting 
them  BLOOD  BEHINDE  the  EARE.  So  much  at  prefent 
for  the  DESCRIPTION  of  the  RE  RETS  and  REMEDIES  5 
I  come  rtow'tOthe  other  Difeafe  called  the  KINGS- EVIL  ^  the 
REKETS  anfwenng  to  EVERX  SJCK  HEAD ,  the  KINGS »  1 

G  1  EVIL 
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evil  to  the  wounds,  bruises ,  and  puTMFrjNG  sores 
defcribed  in  the  fore- named  place  by  I  [at  ah.  Which  later  Di¬ 
feafe  is  not  wonderful  in  it  felf,  IconfefTe  •,  for  what  nation  is 
there  which  is  not  and  hath  not  been  troubled  with  that  dlfeafe 
which  the  Greeks  call  xoled^f,  the  Latines  Struma,  and  Scrofula  i 
but  how  many  nations  are  there  wdrofe  Kings  have  fuch  a  Divine 
vertue  given  unto  them,  that  with  the  Touch  of  their  Hands 
they  can  heal  this  Evil,  befide  the  KINGS  and  QUEENS  of 
ENGLAND  ,  and  the  FRENCH  KING  ?  This  power  God 
hath  beftowed  neither  upon  any  Prince,  nor  pi  ivate  perfon  be- 
fide.  Which  cure  is  performed  at  this  time  by  our  ROT ALL 
SoVERAIGNS  HANDS,  he  truly  acknowledging  in  the  rite 
of  healing,  GOD  to  be  the  AUTHOR  thereof,  in  thefe  words, 
1  TOUCH,  and  GOD  HEALS.  For  as  the  former  Difeafe  the 
REKE  TS  is  a  wonderful  Difeafe  in  its  Nature,  this  is  much  more 
to  be  wondred  at  in  the  CURE.  What  notable  Cures  have  been 
done  in  JgUEEN  ELIZABETHS  time  by  her  Royal  Hand, 
reade  the  Learned Treatife  of  D .Looker  ds  Cbarifmate  Sanati- 
onis.  Let  thofe  which  doubt  hereof  (  which  I  know  fome 
do,  which  neverthelefs  love  and  honou  r  the  King  )  repair  to  the 
Court  with  his  Majefties  leave,  and  there  behold  multitudes 
toucht  by  his  Royall  Hands,  and  comparing  the  condition  of 
fuch  who  have  been  toucht  afterward  with  what  it  was  before, 
fball  finde  this  vertue  aferibed  to  his  Majefty,  true,  and  fo  refolve 
their  doubts.  Yet  what  doth  this  wonderful  Remedy  work  in 
the  mindes  of  thofe  which  behold,  and  feel  it,  more  then  won¬ 
der  and  aftonifhment  f  Doth  it  caufe  any  other  effed  in  the  moft 
wife  and  learned  ?  Certainly  it  doth  not  5  only  they  account  the 
utrr  oft  of  the  thing  to  be  afingularblefling  toour  Nation  vvhofe 
King  God  hath  indued  above  other  Princes  with  fuch  ablef- 
iing  to  his  fubje&s.  But  we  know  that  miraculous  mercies 
have  been  Signal  alfo  5  elfe  the  raifirig  of  the  dead  man  by 
the  touch  of  Eltjhas  dead  body.  2  King.  13.21.  and  the; 
rejforing  of  life  unto  the  childe  of  the  Shunnanrite  by  him 

had 
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fiad  not  been  wrought,  but  to  (hew  the  vertue  of  Chrifts  death 
and  the  applying  of  Chrift  unto  us,  who  are  dead  in  fins,  as  the 
Prophet  joyned  his  own  unto  the  childes  body,  2  tf/W  4.34 
although  they  were  mercies  withall.  Moreover  it  encreafeth  the  * 
wonder  of  our  Kings  Gift  of  Healing,  that  his  power  extends  not 
fo  far,  as  to  heal  all  other  difeafes,  like  as  the  Struma ,  why  not 
the  Feavery  the  Gout^Palfte,  &c.  and  that  all  Patients,  and  why  e- 
very  one, receive  not  benefit  by  his  Royal  Hands  ?  All  this  muft 
of  neceffity  caufe  wonder  inthofethat  confider  all  this,  even  to 
aftonifhment.  But  wonder  never  was  the  utmoft  end,  for  which 
the  Lord  at  any  time  did  fend  his  Miracles  •  which  indeed  is  no¬ 
thing  more  then  an  inthralling  and  captiving  of  the  undemand¬ 
ing  and  reafon,  that  it  can  move  no  farther  which  comes  fhort 
in  us  of  the  end  which  the  Lord  aims  at  in  his  marvellous  works. 
Much  lefs  doth  wonder  diftinguifh  one  work  from  another.  Our 
Saviour  did  his  Miracles  to  (hew,  and  make  them  know,  he  was 
thepromifedMeffias,  which  when  they  faw,  all  men  ( as  the  E- 
vangelift  tels  us)  marvelled.  But  did  this  effeft  anfwerthe  end 
which  the  Lord  intended  thereby  '  Plainly  it  did  not.  Much 
lefs  doth  aftoniihment  and  amazement  at  the  fight  of  the  Lords 
mighty  and  ftrange  works,  make  any  the  lea  ft  difference  between 
them  5  but  that  one  Anfwer  muft  be  given  of  them  all  .  as,  /  won¬ 
der  at  thef ?  ftrange  things ,  or,  God  knows  what  they  mean.  Admi¬ 
ration  indeed  is  the  way  which  God  hath  ordained  for  men  to 
look  up  for  a  higher  Workman  than  ordinary  ( as  when  a  man 
is  led  into  a  maze  or  labyrinth,  he  is  taught  by  nature  to  feek  a 
way  out )  which  needs  muft  be  the  Author  of  fo  great  a  matter  5 
and  as  the  work  it  felf  is  not  light  and  vulgar,  that  is  wrought,  fo 
muft  it  be  for  fome  extraordinary  end,  which  ought  to  be  fought 
out.  *  •  & 

The  wondring at  thefe  two  Difeafes  hath  feized  upon  many, 
but  it  hath  pleafed  Almighty  God  of  his  meer  mercy  ro  make 
known  unto  me  the  Caufes  why  they  were  fent,  his  love  unto 
King  Charles  II,  and  his  Pity  toward  the  long  diftteffed  people

ol  EwUnd,  by  the  Gracious  and  Happy  Government  of  out 
Royal  Mafter  For  what  am  I  in  knowledge  or  learning  more 
(naytamlefs)  then  others,  that  I  fliould  attribute  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  thefe  Myfteries  to  my  felfV  But  in  a  time  of  great  wicked- 
nefs  and  alfli<5tion,in  a  time  of  the  fadnefs  of  my  heart,  prefently 
after  the  Lord  had  delivered  me  from  a  ficknefs  paft  hope  of  re¬ 
covery,  about  ten  years  fince,  (which  is  not  hard  to  prove) 
the  Lord  made  this  known  unto  me  (Blefled  be  Hls  Holy  Name  ) 
fo  that  there  is  nothing  altered  in  the  Interpretations,  faving  that 
of  late  fome  few  things  have  by  Gods  Grace  been  added  as  an  en- 

^Butthatl  may  finde  out  the  fignification  of  the  fecond  Difeafe 
the  KINGS- EVIL,  it  will  be  neceflary  that  it  be  enquired, 
whether  the  cure  of  this  Difeafe  hath  alwaiesbeen  performable 
by  our  Kings  of  England,  and  if  not,  who,  and  what  he  was,  who 
firftof  our  Englifh  Kings  had  this  Gilt  of  Healing  given  unto 
him,  as  it  is  called  the  Difeafe  of  the  KINGS-EVlL  for  being 

The  Gift  of  healing  the  Struma  now  called  the  KINGS-EVIL, 
we  (hall  finde  to  have  been  given  by  the  Lord,  firft  of  all  Kings  ol 
EmU/uL  to  King  Edward  III,  before  the  Conqueft,  commonly 
named  Edward  the  Confefor ,  by  the  following  words  oiAilredus , 
Abbot  of  Revesb%  Ve  Vita  &  Miractdis  Edwards  Confe\jons,  a - 
mong  th etenEnglijh  Hiflorians ,  {tinted  at  London  for  Cornelius 
Bee  1652  page  ^90.  Adolefcentulaquadam  mptiis  tradita  duflici 
labor  abat  incommode  •,  nam  faciem  ej us  morbus  deformaverat  amo- 
rem  viri  (Urilitaa  p'dis  ademerat.  Sub  faucibus  qutppe  quafiglan- 
des  ei  facer  ever  ant,  qua  tot  am  facicm  dcformitumore  fadantesju- 
trefakis  fob  cute  humonbus  fanguinem  in  (amemvertebant,  mde 
nati  vermes  odorem  teterrimam  exhalabant.h\itt\e  alter  he  annex- 
eth  this  which  follows,  tfubetur  autem  in  ( omnis  adire  Palatium^ex 
Jtegiis  manibus  fperare  remedium ,  qmbus  fi  lota  ,  fi  fl  M' 
nata  foret  reciperet  ejus  mentis  [amtatem.  1  n  Enghlh;  thus ,  A

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rntitSy  for  her  face  was  not  only  disfigured  by  a  Difeafe  y  but  /he 
was  barren  alfa  which  drew  away  the  aff  etfion  of  her  husband  from 
her .  For  under  her  jaws  there  grew  a  fort  of  kernels ,  which  by  their 
( welling  made  her  look  deformedly ,  and  the  humours  corrupting  un¬ 
der  her  chin^  turned  her  blood  into  mattur  which  breeding  worms  fent 
forth  a  very  Jl  inking  favour. 

At  length  fhe  was  warned  in  a  dream  to  go  to  the  Courts  and  that 
the  King  fhould  cure  her ,  fo  that  if  fhe  were  wajljtyftroak’dy  and  fignd 
by  the  Kings  hands ,  fhe  fhould  receive  a  perfect  cure  by  the  Kings  me¬ 
rits,  Then  this  Author  declaring  her  repair  to  King  Edwards 
Court,  and  likevvife  the  performance  by  the  King  in  the  Ceremo¬ 
ny,  of  what  was  defired,  adjoyns  to  his  former  Ditcourfe  that 
which  follows ,  Subito  rupt a  cute  cum  fame  vermes  ebulhunty  re- 
f edit  tumor  y  dolor  omnis  ah  fee  ffity  ammir  antibus  quiaderant  t  ant  am 
fib  purpura  famtatemy  1  ant  am  Sceptngeris  manibus  inefe  virtutem, 
that  is,  All  on  the  fudden  the  skin  breaks ,  the  worms ,  and  mattur 
drop  out  y  the  [welling  fahy  all  the  pain  goes  awayy  all  that  flood  by 
being  amazed  to  fee  fuch  a  cure  to  be  performed  in  Royal  RcbeSy  and 
fuch  vertue  to  proceed  from  hands  which  held  a  Sceptre. 

For  not  only  the  mention  of  healing  the  Strnmain  this  manner 
is  firft  found  in  the  Hiftory  of  King  Edwardy  and  the  praife  there¬ 
of  attributed  to  him,  but  thofe  laft  words  of  AilreduSy  Ammir  an¬ 
tibus  qui  aderant  tantamy  &c.  declaring,  that  thofe  which  faw 
this  cure  performed  by  the  King,  were  thereupon  amazed  feeing 
fo  ftrange  an  effedf,  do  argue,  that  this  kinde  of  cpre  was  not 
performed  by  any  other  King  before,  nor  by  himfelt  until  this 
time.  And  to  this  Prince  Tagautius  a  French  Writer  aferibes 
the  firft  cure  of  this  difeafe  in  fuch  manner  in  England.  Inflitution, 
Chirurgdib.l, 

In  the  next  place, let  us  confider  the  Nature  of  the  Kings- evil, 
which  is  a  Malady  moft  like  to  the  Difeafe  r,in  jfaiahy  fpoken  ol 
before,  confiding  In  Bruifes  and  putrified  and  corrupt  Sorest  and 
to  this  we  may  joyn  the  other  part  of  the  Defcription ,  in 
Wounds  alfo,  For  what  are  thofe  apeftemons  Swellings  in  this  Di¬ 
feafe,. 
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feafe,  but  of  the  nature  of  Bruifes,  which  contain  corrupt  blood 
qrwrfWmnthem'f  And  nothing  more  common  in  the  Difeafe 
then  Corrupt  and  Mattury  Ulcers,  And  wounds  are  properly,  ta¬ 
ken  for  folution  of  continuity,  asPhyficians  call  it,  without  fa¬ 
tties  or  corruption,  and  from  an  outward  caufe  *,  fo  the  word  here 
expounded  wounds  fignifies  fuch  a' folution  of  continuity,  and  is  a 
part  of  the  difeafe  of  that  ftate,  not  of  fin,  but  of  fuffering,  from 
cruel  men  and  unjuft.:  as  in  this  difeafe  of  the  Kings -evil,  where  the 
f sellings ,  if  the  bones  be  rotten,  or  the  corruption  cannot  other- 
wife  eafily  break  out,  are  oftentimes  wounded  by  th eChirurgians 
knife . 

Thirdly,  We  are  to  confider  more  accurately  the  Perfon  to. 
whom  the  Lordfirft  gave  this  great  Gift  of  Healing  the  Kings - 
evil.  Firft,  in  refpeft  of  his  DIGNITY  and  DESCENT  *  Se¬ 
condly,  in  regard  of  his  ORDER  and  PLACE  of  SUCCES¬ 
SION.  Thirdly,  in  the  addition  of  his  new  SIR-NAME. 
Fourthly,  In  refpedf  of  his  ADVENTURES  :  For  all  which  in 
few  words  this  may  fuffice. Firft,  he  was  by  his  DIGNITY  King 
of  England,  and  by  his  DESCENT  King  Edward  1 II  before 
the  Conqueft  was  the  natural  and  legitimate  (on  of  Egelred ', 
which  Egelrcd  was  the f on  of  King  Edgar ,  and  yonger  brother  un¬ 
to  King  Edward II,  who  for  that  he  was  innocently  murdered  by 
the  counfel  of  his  Stepmother  ( as  is  fuppofed )  Queen  Alfrith  5 
after  that  he  had  reigned  King  a  very  ftiort  time,  was  firnamed 
the  Martyr-,  according  to  Ailredns  in  the  faid  Hiflory ,  fag  409. 
fpeaking  thus,  t derat  interim  beati  regis  &  martyris  Edwardi 
hujusnojlrt  principis  patrui  praclara  (olemnitas,  quiabimpiis  fnt 
culpa  peremptus  creditur  innocently  martyrio  cor  on  at  us,  that  is  to 
fay,  It  was  upon  the  great  Feafl  day  of  S.Edward  King  and  Martyr, 
Uncle  to  our  Soveraign  that  now  is,  who,  for  that  he  was  cauflefly 
murdered  by  wicked  cattifes,  is  bcleeved  to  have  received  the  crown 
of martyr  dome for  his  innocence. 

Thus  much  for  this  K.  Edwards  DIGNITY  and  DESCENT, 
who  firft  of  our  Engliih  Kings  healed  the  KINGS-EVIL. 

1  ,  '  Secondly, 
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Secondly,  for  what  concerns  this  King  Edward  In  his  ORDER 
and  PLACE  of  SUCCESSION  5  he  being  the  brothers  fon 
fas  was  abovefaid )  to  Edward  the  Marty ,  was  notwithftanding 
the Fjfth  King  in  ORDER  and  COURSE  of  reigning  from 
the  former  Edward^  taking  both  terms  inclufively,  and  account¬ 
ing  thofe  Kings  which  reigned  together  for  one,  and  by  the  name 
ot  one,  of  which  Holy  Scripture  affords  us  more  then  one  exam¬ 
ple.  Thus  Edward  the  Marty  the  Fir  ft ,  Egelred  the  Second, Ed¬ 
mund  Iron  fide  the  Third^  Hardicanutus  the  Fourth ,  Edward  the 
Confeffor  the  Fifth . 

Thirdly,for  his  new  SIRNAME  the  CONFESSOR*,  that 
he  was  ordinarily  called  Edward  the  Confeffor,  and  for  his  HOLI- 
NESSE,  witneffeth  Henry  Knighton  Canon  of  Le  ice  (ter ,  in  his 
firft  book.  ch.S.  Be  Eventibus  Anglia,  ifie  fupraditfus  rex  fanttus 
Confejfor  dittus  eft  Edwardus  III,  faith  he,  that  is,  This  holy  King 
Edward  III  was  named  the  Confeffor.  Whereunto  adde  the  words 
of  the  Chronicle  attributed  unto  fohn  Brompton  Abbot  of  ferevaf 
pag.9^6.  of  the  Edition ,  1652.  ifle  rex  Edwardus  Ab  inf  anti  a  de- 
um  dtligens  bonus  confuetudmes  fuas  primarias  pro  honor e  terrene 
non  commutavit ,  fed  cunttis  diebus  magis  ac  magis  omni  fantfitate, 
caftitate^humilitate,  &  munditid  Bcum  &  fan  Ham  Ecclefiam  dile- 
xiti  pauperefque  ob  amorem  Bet  tanquam  fratres  fuos  char  os  habuit , 
&  dtlecios ,  &  e os  largis  eleemofynis  aperto  corde ,  &  voluntatc  'bo- 
na  [ape  refpexit ,  &  plures  in  Anglih  fat  ait  leges  bonas ,  qua  pro 
major i parte  adhuc  in  regno  tenentur.  Which  in  Englifh  is,  This 
King  Edward  the  Confeffor  from  his  childehood  fearing  God ,  did 
not  change  his  wonted goodneffe  for  earthly  honour,  but  daily  encrea- 
fed  in  all kinde  of  fanctity^  chaflity ,  humility ,  and  purity,  loving 
God  and  holy  Churchy  and fuch  was  his  love  toward  God ,  that  he  lo¬ 
ved  the  poor  tender  ly^  accounting  them  his  brethren ,  and  be  ft owing 
large  and  continuall  almes  uponthem  m  fingleneffe  of  heart  and  true 
affetfion,  and  enatfed  more  good  laws  in  England  then  were  be¬ 
fore  ,  which  for  the  rnoft  part  art  of  force  in  the  kingdome  at 
this  day. 

Fourthly, 
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Fourthly,  In  what  pertains  to  King  Edward  the  CONFES¬ 
SORS  ADVENTURES*,  he  was  by  reafbnof  an  Ufui  per  for¬ 
ced  to  fhift  tor  himfelf,  and  to  live  as  a  banilhed  man  in  A  orman- 
dy tor  fo  writes  Ailr cdus,  Do  SanElo  Edwar do  C  onfeffore  ac  l  ir- 
gine,  pag.366.  in  the  forewarned  Volume  of  Hijlorians ,  Edwatdus 
frater  Edmundi  f  litis  Edclredi,  qui  in  A  or m annul  exulahat ,  that 
is,  Edward  the  brother  of  Edmund  (Ironfide)  who  lived  in  Nor¬ 
mandy  in  Banijhment .  From  which  place  ot  his  exile  he  was 
Cent  tor,  by  the  teftimony  of  the  Htflory  called  fohn  Prompt  ons 
Abbot  of  3 Prevail,  not  written  but  let  out  by  him,  Edwar dus  k 
Normanmd  vocatus ,  King  Edward  ( faith  the  Hiiloiian  )  was  fent 
for  out  0 f  Normandy,  Rut  how  wreicome  the  King  was,  and  to 
whom,  Let  us  hear  the  words  ot  Ailredus  in  the  place  aforefaid, 
Veniens  igitur  in  Angltam  Edwar  dus  ab  univerfo  clero  &  poputo 
cum  maxima’ exult  atione  fufeipitur.  But  when  King  Edward  came 
into  England  (faith  he)  he  was  welcomed  by  all  the  clergy ,  and  Peo¬ 
ple  of  the  land  with  all  expreffions  of  joy,  andfomeot  thereafons 
of  that  great  and  univerfal  gladnefs  are  in  the  fame  place  expreft 
by  the  fame  Ailredus  in  this  manner,  Homo  manfuetus ,  &  magts 
pace  qudm  armis  regnum  protegens ,  habebat  animumir a  victor cm^ 
avar  it  in  contempt  or  cm,  fuperbia  expert  em •  which  is.  He  was  a 
milde  Prince^  who  defended  his  Kingdom  more  by  peace  then  by  war9 
of  fuch  a  frame  of  minde  that  he  could  bridle  his  anger ,  hated  cove • 

tonfnejsj  and  was  void  of  all  pnd?. 

Now  I  fhall  by  Gods  grace  fhew  unto  you,  in  what  manner 
it  hath  pleafed  Almighty  God  out  of  thefe  Two  Difeafes  the 
REKETS  and  KINGS-EVIL,  to  forethew  unto  us  our  Publike 
SINS  and  MISERIES,,  and  the  AUTHORS  of  them,  and  DE¬ 
LIVERANCE  from  them  in  One,  and  the  SINS  we  have  been 
publikely  guilty  of,  and  our  MISERIES  which  we  have  within 
thefe  twenty  years  undergone,  with  the  PERSON  who  fhall  by 
GODS  mercy  deliver  and  fet  us  free  from  thefe  long  and  refera¬ 
ble  alflidlions  in  the  Other,  KING  CHARLES  II  our  DELI¬ 
VERER.  Of  which  Two  Difeafes  I  will  and  may  affirm  juftly, 

-  '  This 
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That  if  it  be  probable,  that  the  Lord  hath  been  wont  to  foretell 
Great  Troubles  to  Nations  and  Kingdomes,  and  the  ilfue  of 
them,  and  if  it  be  certainly  true,  that  mall  refpe&s  no  Nation 
under  Heaven  upon  whom  the  Name  of  God  or  Chrift  hath  been 
called,  hath  felt  fuch  miferies  and  fo  great  in  fo  (hort  a  fpace  .as 
the  Engliih  have  done  in  thelaft  twenty  years,  unlefs  they  have 
been predi&ed  by  theREKETS  and  KINGS-EVIL,  there  was 
never  of  thefe  great  things  any  Divine  Forewarning  mentioned 
in  any  Hiftory*  Much  lefs  was  any  Predi&ion  like  to  thefe,  but 
fnch  as  did  quickly  vanifh  after  their  appearance,  in  a  moment,  as 
it  were  *,  or  if  any  have  been  of  longer  continuance,  their  matter 
and  argument  hath  not  been  fo  copious.  But  thefe  Two  Difea- 
fes  theREKETS  and  KINGS-EVIL  have  been  (table  and  con- 
ftant,  the  elded  of  which  in  the  Prodigious  Healing  thereof  hath 
continued  fix  hundred  years.  The  former  of  which,  as  the  Lc- 
frofie  in  time  of  the  Law,  was  to  typide  the  Great  Cleanfer 
Chrid  fptfus  our  fpiritual  King,  who  was  anointed  with  oyl  of 
Grace  above  his  fellows,  and  as  the  Balm  of  Gilead ,  and  Fool  of 
Bet  he  [da  were  made  to  forelhew  that  Merciful  Phyfician,  who 
with  his  blood  (liould  heal  our  (ins  and  miferies,ani  wafh  us  from 
impurity,  was  determined  to  (hew  Gods  Providence,  Power,  ftt- 
JHee,  and  Mercy  to  poor  England  by  the  Hand  and  Government  of 
his  anointed  Servant  K.CHARLES  II.  Whofe  Perfon,  I  fay  is 
with  the  other  evils  defigned  in  the  fecond  Difeafe  the  KINGS- 
EVIL  He  is  that  Phyfician  to  cure  thofe  wounds  and  putrified 
fores,  which  our  StaJe-Phyficians  (  as  they  have  been  often  called) 
have  made  and  caufed.  The  things  which  are  foreihewn  are  in 
General,  our  Sins,  and  our  Calamities :  2.  The  Authors,  thofe 

that  have  caufed  our  miferies ,  and  3 .  he  which  (hall  be  our 
Deliverer.  The  method  of  this  difcoveryis  plain,  for  thePer- 
fons  which  have  been  and  (hall  be  the  Authors  of  thefe  contrary 
effe&s,  are  plainly  defcribed,  as  if  it  were  by  their  names,  thefe 
in  the  one,  this  in  the  other  Difeafe.  The  Sins  and  Calamities 
which  fome  have  been  guilty  of,  and  which  almoft  all  have  fuf- 
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fered,  are  {hewn  unto  us,  as  under  the  Allegory  and  Type  of  Di- 
feafes  in  To  plain  a  manner,  as  that  the  Difeafes  are  nothing  elfe 
but  in  every  part  and  circumftance  living  pi&ures  of  what  we 
have  done  and  fuffered,  and  but  Metaphorical  names  of  the  very 
things.  And  either  they  are  the  very  pitfures  and  likenefs  of 
the  things  which  I  would  have  them  fignifie,  and  in  this  refped: 
we  give  their  natural  fignification,  or  elfe,  they  are  Metaphorical 
expreffions  of  fuch  things,  and  bear  fome  good  proportion  unto 
the  things  which  I  fhew  they  typifie.  Which  Metaphors  are  not 
wrefted  and  drained,  but  eafie  and  taken  from  Holy  Scripture, 
and  ufed  here  in  that  fignification  in  which  they  are  there  ufed. 
Nor  is  there  any  Trope  or  Figure  which  is  lefs  hard  to  be  under¬ 
stood,  nor  more  ufual  in  our  mother  tongue,  or  the  Latine, Greek, 
or  Hebrew  tongues  then  Metaphors  *,  infomuch,  that  for  ufing  of 
names  to  certain  things,  we  do  not  only  commonly,  but  by  ne- 
ceflity, borrow  the  names  of  other  things,  that  is,ufe  Metaphors. 
Such  are  thefe  expreflions  in  ordinary  and  familiar  ufe  •,  To  be  in 
faph  or  low  place,  that  is  to  be  honorable ,  or  without  honor ,  and  it 
is  taken  from  places  high  and  low  in  a  Phyfical  notion  •,  fo  to  be 
poor ,  when  there  is  little  ftejh  upon  any  creature,  is  borrowed 
from  that  word  which  properly  fignifies  want  of  things  neceffary , 
but  is  made  to  fignifie, being  lean ,  See. 

The  SIGNIFICATION  of  the  REKETS 
in  each  particular, 

F  li  ft  of  all,  let  us  examine  the  Name  of  REKETS,  and 
therein  (hall  we  finde  the  names  of  thofe  men  which  have 
caufed  our  miferies.  The  word  Regentes  is  a  Latine  word  figni- 
fying  thofe  that  are  Rulers  and  Governors ,  whether  in  the  higheft 
or  in  a  lower  degree  indifferently,  from  rego  to  rule *  from  which 
Latine  word  Regentes  is  derived  a  French  word,  and  Englifh,  gi¬ 
ven  to  fuch  a  Perfon  which  exercifeth  Regal  authority  though 
not  a  King,  as  the  Qijeen  wife  to  the  French  King  is  by  courteiie 

called 
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called  Queen  Regent  to  diftinguifh  her  from  the  Queen  mother* 
as  if  (he  had  regal  authority,  and  like  to  the  King.  Th t  Vice-rcys 
of  Scotland  are  called'  Regents  of  Scotland .  This  is  the  thing; 
Governors  taking  upon  them  Regall  authority,  not  being  Kings, 
and  under  Kings,  are  meant  by  this  word  REKETS ,  with  no 
greater  alteration  of  letters,  but  the  very  fame  which  hath  been 
found  in  our  Englifh  tongue  eliewhere .  For  of  Regents  leaving 
out  the  letter  (n )  is  made  Regets,  as  of  Tenent,  which  fignifieth 
an  opinion  maintained  by  a  man,  is  ma oeTenet,  fignifying  the 
very  fame  thing,  the  letter  (n)  being  omitted  there  alfo  *  both 
which  words,  we  know,  areufed  promifcuoufly  at  this  day.  And 
both  Regent  and  Tenent  Participles  of  the  prefent  tenfe,  and  this 
from  Tenet.  Then  in  Regets  the  letter  (g)  is  turned  into  (*)  and 
of  Regets  is  made  REKETS  •,  which  change  is  alfo  found  in  our 
Englifb  tongue.  Chaucer  in  the  Shipmans  Prologue, no.  13.  faith, 
w  v  His  barge  rvas  called  the  Mandelain . 

For  that  veffel  which  the  Poet  there,  and  Barclay  in  his  Pocme 
called  The  Ship  of  fools,  in  fundry  places  calleth  a  barge,  we  at 
this  day  do  name  (  as  is  well  known )  a  barke,  with  the  like  mu¬ 
tation  of  (g)  into  (zb.  For  the  calling  of  it,  as  we  do,  REKETS 
pronouncing  of  it  as  if  it  were  written  with  ( i )  in  the  firft  fyllable, 
there  is  little  difference  in  the  found  whether  it  be  written  with 
(0  or  (/),for  the  letter  ( i )  there  founds  not  full,  but  like  the  found 
of  0?)  infomuch  that  fometimes  (e)  is  pronounced  like  as  we 
would  have  (z)  pronounced  in  RIKETS  written  with  an  (*).  Thus 
is  the  letter  (e)  ordinarily  pronounced  in  end,  metre,  Peter,  &c, 
and  in  Devonjlnre  well  puteus  is  uttered  as  if  the  vowel  and  the 
word  were  the  fame  with  will  voluntas. 

Thus  in  the  Name  of  this  Difeafe  are  in  the  firft  place  difeover- 
ed  thofe  men  who  were  the  AUTHORS  of  our  late  CALAMI¬ 
TIES;  for  according  to  the  Name  of  the  Difeafe  they  were  not 
Kings,  butfuchas  took  upon  them  REGAL  AUTHORITY. 
For^the  Difeafe  is  not  expreft  by  a  word  of  the  fingular  number 
REKET,  but  plurally  REKETS,  face  notoaefagle  perfoa, 
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but  many  were  the  caufes  of  our  miferies.  And  in  this  Name 
the  Caufe  is  put  for  the  effedt,  for  that  thofe  men  were  the  caufe 
of  our  evils,  the  evils  are  called  by  the  Names  of  fuch  who 
were  the  Caufes  of  them.  The  Effetfs  of  Original  Sin  are  called 
the  old  man  i!n  relation  to  Adam,  who  was  the  fountain  thereof, 
Regeneration  and  HelineJ?  called  the  New  man  dire&ing  unto 
Chrift  fefas,  the  worker  of  it,  in  Holy  Scripture,  by  a  Metony¬ 
my  of  the  Caufe  put  for  the  Ejfetf.  Thus  our  unjuft  and  ufurp- 
ing  High  Governors  being  by  the  Name  of  the  Difeafe  marked 
out  unto  us  •>  the  Mature  and  Symf  tomes  of  the  Difeafe  do  pour- 
tray  unto  us  their  cunning ,  frauds  combinations ,  injufiice ,  cruelty, 
with  the  reft  of  their  eminent  Sms. 

In  the  Difeafe  it  felf  let  us  firft  confider  the  Pathognomik, 
and  moft  conftant  Signe  and  Symptome  thereof,  which  is  the 
HEAD  OVER-GREAT.  For  the  underftanding  whereof  if 
we  call  to  minde,  that  in  Holy  Scripture  a  HEAD  is  a  GO¬ 
VERNOR,  or  perfon  chief  in  rule,  as  where  the  Princes  of  the 
Tribes  are  Ailed,  the  Heads  of  the  children  of  I  frail.  Numb.  13  4. 
and  when  the  Husband  is  named,  Head  of  the  wife ,  Eph.  5.23.  (for 
Head  in  both  Teftaraents  is  near  feventy  times  fet  for  the  chief, 
and  for  Rulers  )  and  that  it  is  proper  not  only  to  the  Hebrew,  but 
to  the  Greek  and  Latine  nations,  and  to  our  own  language,  to  call 
Magift rates  and  Rulers  our  Heads,  we  will  not  I  hope  deny,  but 
that  it  is  fitly  enough  expreftbythe  OVER-GREATNESS  of 
the  HEAD  ,  defcribing  the  OVER-GREATNESS  of  fuch 
men,  by  affirming  .unto  themfelves,  and  growing  to  fo  great 
POWER,  to  have  been  the  moft  certain  and  unremoveable 
caufe  of  our  late  affli&ions.  For  much  power  is  called  great  pow¬ 
er,  where  the  Angels  are  ftiled,  Greater  in  Power,  2  Pet. 2.1 1.  By 
the  Greatnefs  of  th thead  therefore  is  very  aptly  fet  out  unto  us 
the  taking  and  gaining  too- much  power  to  have  been  the  firfl 
and  great  caufe  of  the  mifery,  which  we  have  undergone  from 
thofe  which  were  fet  over  us. 

In  thg  next  place,  the  SOBER  GRAVITY  of  the  FACE  of 
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fuch  children  comes  to  be  examined,  and  we  may  joyn  thereun¬ 
to  the  more  then  ordinary  WIT  and  UNDERSTAND' 
I N  G  found  in  fuch  children,  far  beyond  what  is  found  in  o- 
thcrs  of  that  age.  This  argues  in  what  fenfe  and  fignification 
head  is  to  be  taken,  that  is,  in  no  other  than  as  a  HEAD  of 
WISEDOME,  Counfeil,  and  GRAVITY  •,  this  laft  being  a 
difcreet  behaviour  of  a  man  fuch  as  may  ferve  for  the  begetting 
of  awe  and  reverence  in  inferiors,  that  their  governors  be  not  de- 
fpifed-,  and  this  is  expreft  in,  and  mefriaged  very  much  by.  the 
SADNESS  of  the  COUNTENANCE,  Ecclefi 7.5.  Anger  is 
better  then  laughter,  for  by  a  fad  look  the  heart  is  made  better. 

And  whereas  it  is  obferved,  that  the  NOSES  of  fuch  which 
are  troubled  with  this  Malady  are  UN  PURGED,  remaining  dry 
without  diftillation  of  Rheum,  which  in  other  children  abounds, 
this  is  to  let  us  underftand,  that  thele  ourfwelling  heads  which 
thus  ruled  over  us, although  they  feemed  to  cleanfe  themfelves,by 
removing  Malignants,  which  they  named  PURGING  of  the 
HOUSE,  again  and  again  from  fitting  among  them,  yet  did  not 
thefe  Heads  PURGE  THEMSELVES  from,  nor  yet  cart  out 
from  among  them  Malignity  and  Malignants,  but  did  notwith- 
ftanding  retein  in  themfelves  their  fins  and  'vices,  luch  as  leaft  be¬ 
come  a  Court  of  fufiiee,Oppreffic», and  Delay ,  among  many  other 
lefs  fcandalous  fins.  PURGING  in  the  Scripture  is  cafting  away 
the  FILTH  ot  SIN ,  2  Tim.  2.2 1.  if  any  man  (faith  Paul)  therefore 
fnrge  him f elf  from  thefe ,  he  [hall  be  a  veffel  unto  honor . 

From  the  Nofe  I  come  unto  the  TEETH,  which  in  fuch 
children  become  all  ROTTEN,  and  FALL  out,  or  elfe  beyond 
the  cuftome  in  other  yong  children)  they  for  a  great  fpace 
TOOTHE  NOT.  The  Signification  whereof  that  we  may 
underftand,  we  are  to  confider  that  the  TEETH  are  thofe  Bones 
which  God  hath  given  unto  us  for  grinding  and  CHEWING 
HEAT  by  which  the  body  is  nourifhed.  We  likewife  know¬ 
ing  that  PREACHING  of  Gods  word  is  termed  FEEDING 
of  Gods  flock,  becaufe  thereby  is  adminiftred  unto  the  hearers 
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FOOD  for  their  SOULS>  for  it  keeps  the  foul  by  that  profita¬ 
ble  knowledge  (knowledge  being  hnngred  after  by  the  foul  as 
meat  by  the  body)  from  eternal  death  to  ever  Lifting  life,  in 
feeding  upon  Chrift  by  faith.  Well  therefore  may  thofe  PA¬ 
STORS  which  prepare,  by  breaking  it  after  grinding  in  their 
mindes  and  hearts, the  Bread  which  came  down  from  Heaven  con¬ 
tained  in  the  Holy  Word,  be  accounted,  and  be  typified  by 
TEETH  5  in  which  fenfe  the  fame  are  to  be  underftood.  Cant, 
4.2.  Thy  teeth  are  like  a  flock  of  fheep  that  arc  even  jhort ,  which 
come  up  from  the  wa/hing,  which  all  of  them  bear  twins  *  and  Chap 
6. 5.  Thy  teeth  we  as  a  flock  of  fheep  which  go  up  from  the  wafting^ 
whereof  every  one  beareth  twins >  and  there  is  not  one  barren  amon? 
them .  The  TEETH  of  the  CHILDE  of  GOD,  whereof 
the  King  is  Head,  are  the  PREACHERS  .*  the  ROTTEN 
TEETH  are  to  be  expounded  fuch  Minifters  which  being  COR¬ 
RUPT  and  UNSOUND  in  their  LIVES,  DOCTRINE  and 
FAITH  (unto  all  which  the  Holy  Ghoft  in  Scripture  gives  fuch 
names)have  been  removed  from  the  Church.  (  ; 

But  NOT -T OOTHING  and  LATE-TOOTHING  doth 
imply  that  SOUND  PREACHERS  which  fhould  painfully, 
skilfully,  and  uprightly  prepare  nourifhment  for  the  Body  of 
Chrift  which  is  his  Church,  fhould  here  in  England,  be  MUCH 
and  LONG  WANTING,  withdrawing  and  hiding  themfelves, 
leaving  the  mouth  empty  as  it  were,  thofe  places  where  they 
fhould  be  fixed,  as  it  hath  proved  mo  ft  true  alfo  in  the  event  ,be- 
caufe  of  unlawful  oaths  and  engagements  againft  their  Sovereign, 
to  be  laid  upon  them,  which  with  a  good  confcience  they  could 
not  fubmit  unto,  and  for  the  like  unjuft  caufes. 

The  ARM-BONES  of  fuch  children  as  labour  of  the  RE¬ 
SETS  turn  CROOKED  5  che  Myftery  whereof  we  fhatl  finde 
by  Scripture- phrafe.  ARMES  in  Gods  Word  noteth  fundry 
times  military  Forces  and  ARMIES,  and  this  not  without  juft 
reafon 5  in  a  flefhly  arm  men  put  their  confidence  and  the  ftrength 
thereof,  for  by  the  ftrength  of  their  arm  they  wield  their  fword, 
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for  offence  and  defence,  We  Armes  of  the  wicked  (hall  be  broken 
faith David,  Pja.^y. 17.  andin  armed  men,  the  ftrength,  multi¬ 
tude,  and  valor  of  them  Princes  place  their  confidence.  In  this 
fence  Amies  are  to  be  taken,  where  God  fpeaking  by  his  Propher 
and  foretelling  the  dc-ftiu&ion  of  the  king  of  E^ypts  forces  by  the 
King  of  Babytons  army,  nameth  the  forces  and  armies  of  them 
both  Armes,  Ezek.3022.  I  will  break  his(  Pharaohs)  Arme ,  and 
ver.  24.  And  1  will  (Irengthen  the  arm  of  the  King  of  Babylon. 
Now  iet  us  fearch  in  the  fame  place  lor  the  meaning  of  this  word 
CROOKED .  Here  we  may  finde,  that  wrhenfoever  men  once 
INTIRE,  and  as  it  were  STRAIGHT ,  (  which  figure  in  the 
limbs  is  the  juft  and  proper  fliape )  {hall  become  by  what  means 
foever,  BOWED  from  their  former  STRAIGHTNESS .  and  turn 
tobeworfe,  they  are  for  this  declining  accounted  and  reputed 
CROOKED.  For  which  caufe  the  ifraelites  are  intitled  a  c'roo’ 
k^dgeneramn^t ut.32.5.  andfoithe  fame  caufe  the  people  of 
the  Jews  are  by  S  Paul,  who  formerly  had  walked  in  the  ways 
of  the  Lord  uprightly,  which  the  Gentiles  had  not  done,  meant, 
where  he  faith;  Phil. 2.1 5.  In  the  midfi  of  a  naughty  and  crooked 
generation.  Hereby  the  Almighty  and  Juft  Lord  by  infli&ing 
fuch  CROOKED  ARMES  upon  our  children,  doth  not  only  pu- 
nifh  us  mediately  in  the  perfons  of  them, but  would  have  us  to  be 
premonifht,  that  by  theSigneof  CROOKED  ARMES ,  he  was 
for  our  fins  fending  againft  us  our  own  not  Army  but  ARMIES 
( becaufe  in  Two  places )  by  SEA  and  LAND, which  ought  to  be 
and  were  at  firft  ftraight  and  INTIRE ,  but  ftarted  afide  and  re¬ 
volted  from  their  former  integrity,  and  over- ruled  thofe  which 
gave  them  their  power,  and  put  the  fword  into  their  hands. 
Which  was  moft  confpicuous,  when  by  the  Army,  and  the  bare 
name  thereof,  no  particular  accufers  once  named,  the  principal 
in  the  Parliamenr  of  fuch  who  flood  for  their  King  and  Coun¬ 
trey,  were  feditioufly  impeached  of  high  crimes. 

The  WRIST-^OTNTS  and  ANCLE-^OTNTS  become 
K  NOP  FT,  and  are  commonly  called  DoUBLE-tfoTNTS.  Here 
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t\\e:Amts\xz  joyn’d  with  the  Hands  in  fuch  afirmnefs  that  the' 
joynts  thereof  are  of  a  double  ft  rength,  that  is  to  fay,  of  a  much 
greater.  The  HAND  is  the  more  noble  and  principal  member, 
is  proper  to  man  alone,  receiveth  the  WEAPON .  and  WIELD r 
ETH it,  and  fecondly  giveth  DIRECTION  to  come  and  go,  and 
what  fhould  be  done,  as  the  Pfalmijl  expreflfeth  it,  pfa.ui'i.Be- 
holdy'as  the  eyes  of  fervants  look  unto  the  hand  of  their  rnajtersymd 
as  the- eyes  of  a  maiden  unto  the  hand  of  her  mijlrefs ,  fhewing  how 
by  the  hand  and  beck  thereof  direction  is  given  from  matters  and 
fuch  as  have  as  great  power  unto  their  fervants,  and  thofe  which 
are  under  their  authority.  Moreover,  by  this  knoffinefs  of  the 
joynt  (Irength  is  encreafed  in  that  part.  Which  if  we  take  toge¬ 
ther  an  Arme  and  Hand  moft  ftronglf  compacted,  it  defigneth 
moft  aptly.  That  both  ‘the  Ames,  that  is.  Armies  by  Sea  and* 
Land,  fhould  in  an  extraordinary  manner  combine  and  unite  with 
their  chief  Commanders  and  Generals,  which  do  receive  and  mef^ 
nage  the  [word,  unto  whom  as  into  the  Hand  it  was  committed. 
Thofe  Generals ,  Major  Generals,  &c,  were  the  Hands  to  dire  ft  to* 
bid  come,  and  go,  and  fliew  what  fhould  be  done  •,  All  the  EorJ 
ces  under  them  receive  direftion  from  them,  and  obey  their  com¬ 
mands.  It  farther  fignifieth,  by  this  unnatural  doubling ,  and 
knoppinefs  of  the  joynt,  above  what  is  by  nature  neceflary  and 
fhould  be,  that  certain  of  the  Generals  and  chief  Commanders 
would  in  fuch  a  manner  unite  with  the  Souldiers  5  as  it  appears, 
when  they  fo  ftrongly  combined  with  the  Armies,  that  neither 
the  Laws  of  God  nor  man  and  oaths  of  fidelity  made  by  them  for 
the  King  and  Parliament,  could  feparate  them,  or  divide  them 
in  their  unlawful  combination  againft  them  whom  they  had  fwom 
to  obey. 

Befide  the  Greatneffe  of  Power,  the  PINED  BODY  of  the 
patient,  and  the  BELLY  OVER-GROWN  do  infer,  that  thefe 
our  Heads  fhould  get  unto  themfelves  another  kinde  of  greatnefs* 
becoming  Great  in  Wealth  and  Riches ,  while  the  Body  of  the  Com* 
momealth  fined  away, ,  and  waxed  exceeding  poor  5  the  word 

poor 
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poor  in  our  mother  tongue  fignifying  properly  Want  of  necefimes] 
and  metaphorically ,  want  of  flefh-7  yet  fo  ordinary  is  this  Meta' 
phor ,  that  it  is  even  to  women  and  children  fo  common,  and  fo 
well  known,  as  it  it  had  beenfaid  lean 5  and  well  may  theferwo 
■  be  fignified  by  that  one  word,  becaufe  one  is  ordinarily  an  effe& 
of  the  other.  But  the  Commonwealth  the  Body ,  which  is  no  other 
in  perfons  then  the  Myftical  Bodyoi  chrifl  our  Head ,  ought  to 
have  a  proportionable  nourishment  with  the  Head ,  even  as  it  is  in 
the  Myftical  Body  the  Church  in  fpiritual  things  •  for  of  it  S .Rad 
fpeaketh,  Eph.^;i6,  that  it  is  fitly  joyned  from  the  Head  to  the 
Members,  and  maketh  encreaf ?  of  the  body  to  edification.  So  ought 
-the  Body  of  the  Commonwealth  receive  meet  and -proportionable 
nouriihment  with  and  from  the  Head,  The  BELLT  ought  to 
prepare  nourishment  tor,  not  fieal  it  from  the  BODT.  But  how 
contrary  hereunto  have  our  Heads  robb'd  our  Body ,  and  that  which 
ouCTht  to  have  prepared  nourishment  for  it,  not  continued  it  all, 
the  Belly  growing/##  and  Swelling,  and  left  England  in  a  flarving 
condition  !  For  whatever  was  pretended  by  them,  their  Belly 
was  their  God.  The  ANCL E-?OYN TS  likewife  in  this  Difeafe 
grow  KNoPPT  and  are  DOUBLE ,  as  the  former-,  the  Myftery 
will  better  be  difcovered,  when  we  (hall  come  to  examine  the  na¬ 
ture  ohheThigh-bonestMd Leg-bones^  and  what  is  the  meaning 
of  their  being  crooked. 

Whereas  the  RIBS  of  fuch  difeafed  children  about  the  ends* 
and  toward  the  breaft  are  found  very  THICK ,  and  therefore :  na¬ 
med  DOUBLE^  and  the  extnberancies  named  KNOTSj  and  oy 
this  means,  as  the  fore-named  Wrift-joynts ,  and  Ancle- joynts  are 
made  neceflarily  much  ftronger  thereby  then  ftich  as  are  without 
fuch  a  thicknefs,  Confider  this  which  follows.  RIB  doth  typi- 
fie  in  the  RE  KEYS  no  other  thing  then  what  the  fame  word  corn 
fignifie  in  the  Holy  Text,  without  any  forced  interpretation, 
application,  or  any  other  way  or  manner  ol  (training  thereof 
Confider  therefore  the  words  of  the  Prophet,  Dan,  7  5 . 

bold*  another Reafl  a  Second  mas  like  a  Bear ,  and raifed  up.tt  jdf  on 
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gpe  fide,  and  it  had  Three  RIBS  in  the  month  of  it,  between  the  teeth 
thereof,  andthey  [aid  thus  much  unto  it,  Arife,  devour  much  fief). 
Three  coafis  of  the  world  ( faith  Learned  Broughton.)  from  the 
fldce  which  before  it  held,  Weft,  North,  and  South,  as  it  is  declared, 
Cha%^.  and  it  is  to  be  expounded  of  the  Perfian  Monarchy,  and 
of  the  concyuejls  of  the  Perfian  Kings.  In  which  place  ins  plain 
enough  that  RIB  isthemyfticalinameof  a  COdsT -  as  our  Eng¬ 
lish  name  CO  ASTS  is  nothing  in  name  and  thing  properly,  but 
RIBS,  horn  the  Latine.  For  in  the  utmofi  farts  oi  King  domes, 
and  confines  of  Territories  are  placed  the  chief  eft  forces  and 
ftrength  to  defend  the  inward  parts  of  fuch  Dominions*,  as  the 
RIBS  are  made  of  firong  bone  to  defend  the  Heart  and  vital!  in¬ 
ward  farts. 

By  the  DOUBLING  of  thei?/£S  in  this  Difeafe  is  not 
only  forefhewn  the  doubling  of  the  Forces  on  the  Land-coafts, 
which  hath  been  fulfilled  evidently  before  our  eyes  in  our 
CafHes  and  Citadels ,  which  thofe  Ufurpers  thought  tofecure 
themfelves  by,  but  fpecially  is  fignified,  the  great  ftrengthening 
of  the  land  by  an  extrordinary  great  Navy  of  Ships,  in  which 
they  placed  their  greateft  confidence.  And  it  is  held  for  fo  great 
ah  advantage  which  we  of  this  Nation  enjoy  above  all  others, 
the  ftrength  and  multitude  of  our  Ships,  that  it  is  alraoft  grown 
into  a  Proverb,  to  fay,  The  voals  of  England  are  mis  of  wood.  So 
fignificatively  the  Knofs  of  the  RIBS  are  called  KNOTS,  which 
is  a  kinde  of  faft  and  fometime  indifioluble  binding  of  a  thing, no¬ 
ting  unto  us,  that  by  thus  guarding  the  Seas  with  fuch  a  multi¬ 
tude  of  ftrong  Ships*  they  judged  they  were  (of aft  and  fo  fecure 
that  all  the  world  could  not  undoe  them.  And  fo  much  have  they 
boafted.  The  reafon  farther  why  Shifs  are  fignified  by  Ribs ,  is 
becaufe  Ribs  do  much  refemble  Shifs  in  the  crookedneffe  of  their 
figure.  Virgil  giving  an  Efithet  to  Ships  calleth  them,  Georgic. 
lib.  i.  curva  carina ?,  and  in  Aeneid.  lib. 6.  curvafuffts,  that  is, 
crooked  Shifs  *,  in  refpedt  both  of  their  keeles  and  fides.  And  as 
the  Englifh  word  RIB,  is  given  to  Shifs,  fo  the  Hebrew  Word 
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tW  tfelaV  is  attributed  to  the  Side  bones  of  a  man,  and  to  the  Sides 
of  tbe  iArk. 

■  Theftrange  RISING  of  the  SHIN-BONES  in  this  Malady 
which  are  the  middle  and  forward  part  of  the  BONES  oi  the 
LEGS  cannot  well  be  underftood  until  we  firft  know  what  is  to  be 
underftood  by  the  Thigh  and  Leg-bones ,  and  the  crookednefs  of 
them,  the  knoppineft of  the  Anck-joynts ,  and  the  difproportiona-  / 
ble  rifing  up  of  the  SHIN-BONES, in  their  fignifications. 

ThcTHlGHS  and  LEGS  are  diftind  parts,  yet  in  Holy  Scri¬ 
pture  they  oftentimes  go  under  the  name  oftheL^y  both. Their 
office  is  to  fupport  and  bear  up  the  body  from  falling,  and  in  their 
figure  ought  to  be  upright  and  ftraight,  The  Tm  Houses  of  Par- 
Lament  under  his  Royal  Majefty  our  Head,  are  the  Supporters  of  the 
whole  Body  the  Kingdom ,  while  by  them  are  enaded  good  Laws, 
and  they  maintain  the  good  and  punifh  the  evil  by  doing  juftice, 
and  not  delaying  it,  without  which  nor  Kingdom,  nor  State  can 
long  (land.  Often  in  Holy  Scripture  is  impartial  doing  of  Ju¬ 
ftice  called  judging  uprightly ,  pfal. 58.1.  Do  ye  judge  uprightly  ? 
and  P/4.75.2.  I  will  judge  uprightly .  For  he  that  favoured!  one 
more  then  another  inclineth  his  ear  to  hear,  or  face  to  look  upon, 
ot  hand  to  receive  a  gift  from  him.  They  are  the  LEGS  who 
ought  to  have  been  UPRIGHT  and  STRAIGHT  in  judging  up¬ 
rightly,  But  did  they  not  flart  a  fide  from  their  former  and  firft 
upright neffe,  in  wrefting  of  Judgement,  and  delaying  of  Juftice  K 
and  becaufe  of  fuch  intolerable  delays  we  had  not  juftice  from 
them  ftraight,  The  THIGH-BONES  were  the  firft  Parlia¬ 
ment. 

The  LEG-BONES  under  them  are  the  next  Juc  seeding  Parlia¬ 
ment,  not  as  they  were  indeed,  but  as  they  aftumed  the  name  urn 
to  themfelves,  the  Leg-bones  being  of  the  nature  of  the  thigh  to 
fuftain  and  bear  up  the  body,  are  for  their  common  office  and  11- 
nion,  I  doubt  not,  called  by  the  fame  name  both  legs,  i  hefe 
later  bones  in  fuch  children  are  more  crooked  and  more  ordinarily , 
then  the  thigh-bones ,  and  do  pourtray  unto  us.  That  the  juccecd- 
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ing  HrlUmmM\  followed  the  firft  did  carry  themfelves  with 
lefs  uprightnefs,  anddi &  more  often  tranfgrefs  the  rules  of  Juftice 
then  thofe  which  were  their  predeceffors.  Of  the  truth  of  which 
aftertion  there  are  too  rainy  examples. 

To  the  Legs  are  joyned  the  FEET ,  but  under  them,  principal 
infir  uments  of  moving  the  body  from  place  to  place,  whitherfoc- 
verwe  have  a  mindetogo,  fothat  no  going  without  them  or 
even  (landing.  The/^fof  fuch  children  joyned  unto  the  legs 
with  STRONG  KNOPPT  ANCLE-fOTNTS ,  is  a  proper  Type, 
How  all  men  i n  place  and  power  receiving  them  from  the  later  and 
fucceeding  Parliaments,  (hould  by  wicked  cunning,  and  by  im- 
pofing  on  them  unlawful  Oaths  and  Engagements  be  made  fad  to 
them  thereby,  to  fecure  that  ufurped  power,  well  knowing,  that 
without  fuch  inftruments  fo  compa&ed,  they  could  not  go  for - 
mrd  in  their  defignes,  nor  themfelves  (land. 

Concerning  the  irregular  (hapeof  the  SHIN-BONES  in  fuch 
children,  firft  let  us  examine  tne  thing  it  felf,  and  then  defiring 
Gods  help,  I  (hall  fearch  out  the  hidden  My ftery.  For  the  for¬ 
mer, in  aword.  Thefigureof  the  bone  is  a  RISING  forward  of 
the  BONE  upontheS HIN  very  HIGH  in  the  MIDS ,  and  A~ 
ROVE  and  BENEATH  RECLINING.  Which  figure  doth 
as  it  were  in  api&ure  reprefent  and  declare  unto  us,  that  great 
fin  of  which  the  Succeeding  Parliament  (a  part  l  mean  of  the 
firft,  and  left  behinde  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons )  was  guilty  of. 
For  this  riftng  of  the  hone  is  not  in  the  Thigh  but  Legy  which  I 
(hewed  to  fignifie  not  the  former  but  the  after  Parliament.  Now 
although  this  enormous  figure  appear  in  both  legs,  as  if  both 
Houfes  were  guilty  of  that  fin,  it  is  not  fo  to  be  underftood,  but 
that  part  which  fate  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons.  Two  fuftered 
upon  the  Croftebefide  our  Saviour,  both  are  faid  to  have  railed 
upon  him,  yet  one  only  was  meant,  the  other  was  a  true  peni¬ 
tent,  and  honoured  our  Saviour.  The  My  ftery  of  thefe  bones 
is,  That  this  part  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  (hould  raife  themfelves 
too  exceeding  high ,  and  whereas  the  FIGURE  of  fach  bones  doth 
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manifeftly  paint  the  inftrument  by  which  our  innocent  Sove* . 
raign  loft  nis  life,  the  EDGE  of  an  AXE,  that  out  of  their 
mouths  would  proceed  that  bloody  Inftrument  ( as  out  of  the 
mouth  of  Chrift  a  two-edged  f  word  is  faid,  to  proceed ,  becaufe  that 
which  is  commanded  to  be  done,  comes  out  of  the  mouth  which 
enjoyneth  it )  by  which  our  Soveraign  fhould  lofe  his  Royall 
Head. 

This  figure  indeed  is  not  like  unto  the  Axe ,  wherewith  his 
Maje flies  life  was  taken  away,  for  the  edge  thereof  is  ftraight  and 
not  at  all  reclining,  but  being  like  the  Axe  which  is  carried  before 
Tray  tors,  of  fuch  a  ftiape  as  they  commonly  call  glancing,  doth 
more  plainly  and  fully  declare  the  per  fort  and  dignity  of  the  King, 
then  if  thefhapeof  the  edge  of  the  other  had  been  made  upon 
fuch  childrens  legs.  Otherwife  being  even ,  if  the  Shin  hone 
had  been  never  fo  fharp,  it  could  not  fo  eafily  have  been  appre¬ 
hended  to frgnifie  an^Atf.  Again,  everyone  that  fufters  death 
as  a  Traytor  hath  not  fuch  an-  axe,  or  any  born  before  him,  when 
he  goes  to  his  triall  5  but  fuch  only  as  are  perfons  of  high  degree. 
For  which  caufe  the  Lord  would  not  that  fuch  a  monftrous  ex^ 
ample  of  hypocritical  and  but  once  parallel’d  wickednefs,  that 
an  innocent  King  fhould  be  accufed,  condemned,  and  fufferas  a 
Traytor,  againft  exprefs  vows,  fhould  not  be  written  in  vifible' 
Characters  for  the  eyes  of  all  men. 

In  the  next  place  I  am  to  confider,  that  thefe  difeafed  children, 
although  when  they  were yonger  they  were  able  to  walk,  after¬ 
ward  in  this  Difeafe  the  ufe  of  their  FEET  is  TAKEN 
AW  AY.  We  finde  in  Holy  Scripture  that  Walking  is  working 
in  Performance  of  proper  Duties,  where  our  Saviour  Chbft  decla¬ 
ring  his  refolution  not  to  forbear  to  preach  and  heal  the  fick,  he 
faith,  Luk.i  3.33.  Imufl  walk  to  day  and  to  morrow. >  and  he  ad- 
monifhinghis  Difciples  of  their  duties,  bid  them,  ^£.12.35. 
Walk  while  ye  have  light.  So  thefe  Great  Supporters  of  this  King- 
domes  body  when  they  fate  in  Council  together,  and  to  do  J,u- 
ftice  and  Judgement,  when  at  fir  ft  for  a  -while  they  began  to* 

walk. 
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walk,  how  Coon  after  did  they  leave  off  performing  their  duties, 
and  do  nothing  at  all  to  the  opprefled,  or  worfe.  For  the  duty 
of- qui*  Parliament  is  to  do  that  under  the  King,  which  GocI  en¬ 
joy  ned  King  Solomon  to  do,  2  King  6. 1 2.  To  walk  in  his  Statutes , 
and  to  execute  judgement. 

Thelaftot  this  Difea&is*  that  Childrens  GROWTH  is  HUT- 
r>RED  •  whereas  fome  continue  Dwarfes  hereby  for  ever.  And 
as  thefe  children  are  hindredin  their  growth,  fomoft  certainly 
and  fully  doth  the  Antitype  anivver  hereunto,  (hewing  that  thofe 
people  which  fhould  be  ftck  ol  thefe  Regents ,  ihouldigriiv  neither 
in  Grace,  nor  Riches ,  nor  in  Reputation,  nor  in  any  thing  that 
may  he  called  good.  Thefe  are  the  particular  Symptomes  of  the 
Difeafe  collected  from  all  which  are  troubled  therewith,  and  the 
(ignifications  of  them,  fo  far  as  the  Lord  hath  enabled  me5  I 
have  alfo  examined  the  Name  of  the  Difeafe,  and  found  out  the 
Myftery  thereof,  but  although  the  REKETS  be  the  general 
name  to  all  degrees  and  forts  of  this  Malady,  yet  when  the  di- 
ieafed  are  troubled,  with  fuch  tfOYNTS  an d  RIBS  as  they  call 
DOUBLE ,  this  they  call  the  TENT .  See  K^Arnoldus  Booties  in 
lihello  De  AffeBibus  Om((is,  in  Cap.  DeTabe  PeBorea.  If  you 
then  ask  me,  What  means  this  Name?  I  anfwer.  By  a  Metonymy 
of  the  Ad}unB  it  fignifyeth  and  expreffeth  Soulditrs  and  Armies . 
For  Capra  the  Latine  word  by  interpretation  Tents  among  the 
Romans  is  very  often  put  to  exprefs  an  Amy  or  Armies  in  the 
Field,  where  Tents  were  ufed  *  as  among  the  Holy  Writers 
Tents  are  put  for  Habitations  and  Houfes,  becaufe  in  former  times 
the  Israelites  dwelt  in  Tents,  and  fometimes  Shepherds  dwellings , 
becaufe  their  habitations  in  the  Fields  were  conftantly  fuch .  But 
becaufe  among  us  here  is  no  afe  of  Rents  but  in  time  of  War,  it 
muff  fignifie  naturally, according  to  its  Name,  and  doth  confirm, 
that  fuch  Joynts  were  in  fignification  a  combining  of  Generals  and 
Commanders  with  Souldiers^  of  Earl,  with  Souldiers,  and  For- 
tifying  by  Lands  with  Soldiers.;  and  though  by  Sea,  there  is  no 
ufeof  Tents,  yet  the  Denomination  is  given  to  all,  for  the  out¬ 
ward 
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ward  likenefs  of  the  Types,  although  proper  but  to  Two  of 
them,  and  that  not  without  example  3  as  the  Crown  and  Sceptre 
areufedinfpeech,  when  by  them  we  mean  nothing  but  a  King- 
dome.  Thus  the  Wife  God  knoweth  every  word  in  our  Tongues 
and  when  men  or  women  give  names  to  things  they  know  not 
what,  nor  why ,  doth  oftentimes  fo  overrule  them,  that  they 
fpeak  the  Truth  in  a  Myftery.  So  did  the  High-Prieft  not 
knowing  what  hefpake,  prophefy  of  our  Saviour. 

-  the  MYSTERY  of  the  THREE  GENERAL 

REMEDIES. 

AFter  the  Myftery  of  the  REGETS  and  TENT ,  and  of 
each  SYMRTOME  thereof,  the  three  forenamed  Vulgar 
REMEDIES  are  not  without  their  Myftery.  The  firft  Remedy 
is  SWINGING  fuch  children  from  fide  to  fide  ,  and  TOS- 
SINGthem  up  and  down,  and  TURNING  them  Top  fey  Tur¬ 
key.  This  is  ordinarily  taken  to  be,  and  ufed  as  a  Remedy  a- 
gainft  that  Difeafe,  but  careful  obfervation  and  experience  teach- 
eth  the  contrary, that  it  is  vain  Thus  for  a  Remedy  againft  our  evil 
Regents ,  we  were  promifed,  when  we  ftiould  change  from  a  King¬ 
dom  to  a  Common-wealth  we  ftiould  have  all  amended.But  that 
then  failing,  we  were  made  to  beleeve,  how  fuch  a  Protector  would 
indeed  perform,  what  others  had  promifed  5  and  when  he  had 
deceived,  we  muft  have  a  piece  andtheworft  piece  of  a  Houfe 
of  Commons  to  over-rule  us,  who  pleaded  the  Juftice  of  their 
own  caufe,  as  the  reft  did,  although  the  people  never  received  Ju¬ 
ftice  from  any  of  them.  And  was  not  this  T offing  England from 
fide  to  fide ,  and  up  and  down  ?  When  we  were  i'ometime  under 
a  King  and  Parliament ,  we  were  ///>,  when  we  were  fubjedt  tp  a 
Tew ,  or  One  of  our  i^/Mv-Subjedls*  we  were  down.  At  laft  we 
9  were  turned  Top  fey  Turkey  when  the  Heels  the  Souldiers  pofteft 
the  place  and  RULE  of  our  Superiors  the  King  and  Parliament. 
And  this  was  a  Falfe  Remedy. 
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The  Second  REMEDY  isth e  Lifting  up  fuch  lick  children 
bv  the  Arms.  The  meaning  of  which  thing  will  by  Gods  grace 
be  underftood,  if  we  remember,  in  ivhat  fenle  I  declared  to  you 
fmmHolv  Scripture  and  the  reafon  thereof,  Arm:s  are  to  beta¬ 
ken  whichisin  fignification  of  Armies.  This  Remedy,  Lifting 
the ’fick  children  up  by  the  Armes,  is  zFalc  Remedy  and  ne¬ 
ver  ufed  with  fuccefs.  Butitismuchtobeobferved,  thataoove 

allother  Remedies  which  are  wont  to  be  applied  to  fuch  chil¬ 
dren  there  are  none  fo  much  abhorred  by  them  as  tins-  tor 
■  ’  ir  done  they  will  comflain  and  cry  out.  The  Myftery 
haeof  is  that  when  the  childe  of  England  fliould  be  lilted  up  by 
the  Armes  at  which  time  the  weight  of  the  body  depends  upon 
the  Arms,  that  is,  the  Armies-,  and  at  that  time  the  Arms  A- 
fo  are  lifted  up,  and  lifting  up  ugnifieth  railing  to  honor,  ?U 
lit  7  Heraifethup  the  poor  out  of  the  dap,  and  hfteththe  needy 
out  of  the  dunghill,  ver.  8.  That  he  may  fet  him  n nth  Princes,  even 
, nth  the  Princes  of  h,s people.  The  pom-  Patients  which  were 
troubled  with  the  Regents,  would  leaft  of  all  epdure,  and  molt 
ot  all  complain  again!!  the  Tyranny  of  the  Soldiers  and  Army 
bearing  rule,  that  is,  the  Lifting  up  by  and  of  the  Armes.  This 
was  fulfilled  to  the  utmoft,  when  the  Agitators  ol  the  Army  pluckt 
and  threw  out  of  the  Parliament  houfe  that  Piece  remain.ng  and 
left  ofthe Whole  Hsufeof  Commons, andfor  a fliort fpace, un¬ 
der  the  greateft  indignation  of  the  people, ruled  alone,  . 

The  Third  REMEVT  generally  famous,  but  Falje  is  the  let- 
tin®  of  the  difeafed  children  Blood Behinde  the  Ear.  And  how  true 
it  loath  been  in  the  Antitype,  that  the  Head  our  Royal  Head,  our 
Dear  Lord  the  KING  fliould  for  a  pretended  cure  ot  our  nute- 
des  be  let  blood  behinde  the  Eare,  that  is,  in  the  Neck  by  cut¬ 
ting  off  his  Head,  to  theensreafeofour  mifenes,  I  t0 

think  and  much  the  more,  becaufe  it  was  plotted  and  a  died  by 
'men  which  were  Profeffors  of  the  auftereft  religion  But  let 
not  the  Profeffion  of  Religion  be  branded  for  this  caufe  Were 

not  thofe  that  had  the  chiefeft  hand  in  our  Lord  Chrifts  death 

one 
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one  of  bis  Difciples>andthePriefts  ?  Is  not  he  that  hath  been 
guilty  of  To  much  of  the  blood  of  the  Saints,  that  the  City  of 
Rome  is  become  drunk  therewith,  counted  the  moft  Holy 
Father  the  Pope ,  and  with  him  the  Fathers  of  the  Clergy. 
This  is  the  craft  of  the  old  Serpent,  when  he  cannot  defhvy 
the  Church  by  open  enmity,  to  endeavour  it  by  feeming 
friends. 

But  for  the  real  Cure  and  true  REMEDIES  of  the  Difeafe 
we  call  the  REKETS,  as  we  take  it  accordingto  the  letter,  it 
may  for  good  caufe  be  accounted  w’onderiulin  that  regard  alfo, 
and  therein  like  unto  the  Leprofie,  Th e  Leprofie  was  a  Difeafe 
not  curable  by  any  Art  or  Rower  of  man.  For  thus  anfwereth 
Ahab  unto  the  King  of  Syria ,  who  fent  unto  him,  defir  ing  that  he 
would  heal  his  fervant  Naaman  of  the  Leprofie,  concluding  the 
curing  of  that  Difeafe  to  be  a  Divine  work  above  mans  ftrength, 
2  King. 5.7.  Am  J  God  to  kill  and  to  make  alive ,  that  this  man 
doth  Jend  to  me  to  recover  a  man  of  his  Leprofie  ?  To  which 
purpofe  and  more  plainly  fpeaketh  our  Saviour,  Luk.  4.27.  Many 
Lepers  were  in  jfrael  in  the  time  of  Eli ze us  the  Prophet  •  and 
none  of  them  was  cleanfed  faving  Naaman  the  Syrian .  Evenfo 
neither  is  the  malady  of  the  Rekets  curable  by  any  Art  or  Phy- 
fician  upon  the  Earth  *,  although,  I  doubt  not,  all  men  both 
Learned  and  unlearned  beleeve  the  contrary ,  perfwaded  from 
what  they  fee,  that  divers  children  afflicted  very  much  with 
this  Difeafe,  at  length  become  found  and  perfect.  But  although 
it  cannot  be  denied,  that  many  children  have  recover¬ 
ed  from  the  Rekets  to  a  foundnefs  in  every  part,  yet  is  the  con- 
clufion  falfe,  To  affert  thereupon.  That  this  Difeafe  hath  been 
fo  cured  by  Phyfical  Medicines.  And  the  feeming  contradicti¬ 
on  is  thus  reconciled  to  the  truth,  by  example  of  the  Leprofie.  No 
Leper  was  cleanfed,  faving  Naaman  the  Syrian,  faith  our  Saviour 
in  the  place  abovefaid,  yet  we  read  under  the  Law  a  Prefcription 
ol  the  Rites  and  Ceremonies  to  be  ufed  in  Cleanfingof  Lepers, 
under  this  Title,  Lev,i<\  2,  This  jhall  hethe  Law  of  the  Leper  in 
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the  day  of  his  cleaning.  Moreover,  it  is  acknowledged  by  the 
words  of  Almighty  God,  that  in  the  Legal  times  Lepers  were 
cleanfed, -1/^.3.  And  the  Priefi  jhall  go  forth  out  of  the  Camp  (faith 
the  Lord  to  Mofes')  and  the  Priejl  [hall  look^  and  behold ,  if  th< , 
plarue  of  Leprofiehe  healed  in  the  Leper .  Hence  by  comparing 
the  words  in  Mofes  with  thefpeech  oi  oui  Savioui  Child,  the 
one  acknowledging  Lepers  to  have  been  healed,  and  the  Form 
thereupon  of  their  cleaning  preferibed,  the  othei  denying  any 
then  to  have  been  cleanied,  but  Naaman  the  Syrian ,  we  are  taught 
to  finde  aneafie  way  out  ol  this  appearing  Labyrinth,  and  which 
doth  exa&ly  fit  the  cure  of  the  RESETS  by  looking  up  to  God-, 
by  vvhofe  hand  we  mud  know  many  untoucht  by  man  were  heal¬ 
ed-  although  by  mans  Art  and  Power,  until  our  Saviour  came, 
no  Leper  was  cured.  It  is  mod  apparent  to  our  eyes,  that  veiy 
many  children  labouring  under  the  REKETS,  have  recovered  in 
their  Limbs,  Ribs, Heads,  and  Body,  but  fuch ^as  enjoy  this  mer¬ 
cy  are  not  made  partakers  thereof  by  Phyfical  helps.  For  we 
deceive  our  felves,  while  we  think,  wnatfoever  is  applied  to  fuch 
children,  in  fuch  a  time  in  which  it  pleafeth  the  Lord  to  be  in 
healing  them,  to  be  the  very  caufes  of  their  recovery.  As  it  co- 
meth  to  pafs,  that  fuch  medicines  which  are  applied  unto  per- 
fans  tick  of  Agues  or  Toothe-ache, ,  although  mod  of  them  are 
known  to  be  ot  no  force  againdthofe  griefs  at  all,  it  in  the  ufe  ot 
fuch  Applications,  the  Agues  and  Tooth-ache  leave  fuch  Pati¬ 
ents,  which  ever  almod  fooner  or  later  go  away  of  themfelves , 
are  famed  for  mod  approved  Helps  againd  the  faid  Difeafes. 
Whence  arifeth  fuch  a  multitude  of  Falfe  Remedies  againd  thole 
and  other  Griefs..  And,  if  it  be  peradventure  of  little  credit 
mod  confidently  toproted  mine  own  experience,  which  here  I 
do,  of  the  Remedies  againd  the  Rekets,  were  it  a  Naturall  Di- 
feafe,  and  fuch  as  thofe  which  write  of  it  report  it  to  be,  applied 
by  me,  before  the  Lord  gave  me  this  knowledge,  to  have  been 
without  the  lead  fuccefs,  let  the  anxious  Reader  confider  and 
wei ah,  that  fome  have  been  healed  without  the  lead  Application 
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©f  Natural  n^eans, others  have  died  of  that  difeafe,-  others  have 
retained  the  Symptomes  ftill,  againft  all  ufe  of  means.  Of  the  Firft 
kindeof  whom  Almighty  Gad  is  pleafed  (bleffed  be  his  Name) 
to  make  my  little  Son  a  welcome  Example. 

Wherefore  by  the  way  I  advife  every  man,  in  the  fear  of  the 
Lord,  and  for  the  foregoing  Reafons,  to  abftain  from  Humane 
help  in  the  REKETS,  as  the  Jews  did  mold  religioufly  in  their 
Leprofie and  to  implore  Divine  aftiftance  by  Prayer  and  Fail¬ 
ing.  For  as  in  the  Leprofie,  when  our  Saviour  was  come  and  per¬ 
formed  his  work  he  came  about  of  our  Redemption,  firft  leprous 
perfons  were  healed,  afterward  all  Leprofie  vanifhed,  fowhen  He 
our  Gracious  K.  CHARLES//  who  now  is  come,  hath  per¬ 
formed  the  work  he  is  come  to  do  of  Reformation,  the  Difeafe  of 
the  REKETS  will  be  heard  of  no  more  in  the  Land. 

But  this  miy  not  be  expefted  from  our  Royal  Soveraign  now, 
at  his  firft  coming  into  his  Kingdom,  until  that  fhill  be  accom- 
plifhed  which  undoubtedly  by  Gods  grace  will  be-,  for  till  the 
things  typified  are  come  the  Types  will  remain.  Thus  the  Le¬ 
profie  and  the  cure  thereof  did  fo  defigne  our  Saviour  the  Phyfi- 
cianof  Soul  and  Body,  and  fo  point  at  him  as  it  were  with  the 
finger,  that  unto  the  Baptifl  who  lent  to  know  of  him,  whether 
he  were  the  Meffias,  he  gave  no  other  anfwer,  but  bid  them  tell 
ffohn,  that  the  Lepers  were  cleanfed,  &c.  yet  notwithftanding  was 
not  the  Leprofie  taken  away  till  after  his  Paflion,  when  the  T ype 
was  fulfilled. 

His  Royal  Mujefty  (liall  take  away  the  Difeafe  of  the  Rekets 
intwokindes,  Firft,  the  Typified  Rekets ,  and  each  Symptoms' 
thereof,  removing  from  us  that  which  he  hath  put  his  Royal 
Hand  to  already,  the  Pining  ot  our  even  famifhed  Body  z\\z  Com¬ 
mon-wealthy  fo  that  betwixt  the  Head  and  Body  there  (hall  be  a 
due  and  meet  Proportion,  By  whofe  Gracious  Favour,  neither  the 
Doubling  of  the  foynts  of  Armies  with  their  Generals  and  Com- 
fnanders  ,nor  of  the  Parliament  with  their  Subftitutes,  nor  the  Ribs 
doubledin  multiplying  Ships  to  guard  our  Seas ,  cff  Garrifons  to 

fortifie.. 
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fortifie  our  Land-Coafis,  Thefe  will  not  be  needful.  The  Lord 
will  reftore  unto  us,  as  he  promifed  the  Jews  by  his  Prophet, 
our  Judges  as  at  the  firft,  and  our  Councilors  both  Houfies  of 
Parliament  ,  as  in  the  beginning.  The  Two  Legs ,  Houfes 
of  Parliament  (hall  be  no  more  crooked  an d  unjuft,  but  upright. 
The  Breaff  plate,  Armour  and  Ships  in  great  number  (hall  be  put 
off,  and  lajd  by,  and  liberty  (h all  not  fly  away.  TheChilde  of 
England  i hall  be  healed  of  all  her  Maladies*,  Her  teeth  (hall  no 
more  hide  themfelves,  yea,  the  found  teeth  of  Orthodox  and 
unblameable  Preachers  fhall  fill  their  empty  places.  The  Coordi¬ 
nate  Heads  of  the  People  (hall  purge  their  own  corruption .  In  fuch 
manner  as  when  our  Saviour  did  cleanfe  the  Lepers,  he  did  figni- 
fie  thereby  the  taking  away  of  fin. 

Secondly,  God  Almighty  harh  ordained  our  Lord  King 
CHARLES  II  to  take  away  the  Typical  Rekets,  even  the  Bodi¬ 
ly  Difeafe  it  felf.  And  as  our  Saviour  cured  Both  the  ‘Typified 
leprofie  of  fin ,  and  PuHifhment  by  his  Sufferings  and  theT ypicall 
in  Per  fins  firft,  and  took  the  Leprofie  away  at  laft,  and  He  and 
none  but  He  could  do  it ,  fo  King  CHARLES  II,  firft  taking 
away  the  fignified  Difeafe  by  his  Gracious  Goodnefs  and  Wifedom, 
fhall  take  the  Bodily  Rekets  quite  away,  when  this  work  is  done  5 
which  the  LORD  haften.  And  his  Majefty  hath  given  us  a 
great  EBay  thereof  already,  in  his  Gracious  Afifent  to  the  Dis¬ 
banding  the  Army,  in  his  Edi&s  againft  Drunkennefs  and  Riot¬ 
ing,  &c. 

To  conclude  concerning  the  REKETS;  As  the  Leprofie 
was  fuch  a  Difeafe  which  infe&ed  no  other  Nation,  but  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  ifrael  ( excepting  Naaman  the  Syrian,  intimating  there¬ 
by,  that  Chrift  fhould  by  his  Death  cleanfe  the  Leprofie  of  the 
fins  of  the  Gentiles )  and  feemsby  Tacitus  the  Hiftorians  words 
to  be  imputed  to  them,  and  no  other  Nation  befide,  although 
hefalfiy  concludes,  that  for  fuch  a  Difeafe  they  were  drove  out 
of  Egypt,  So  is  the  REKETS  the  proper  Difeafe  unto  the  Na¬ 
tions  ot  England Scotland,  and  Ireland,  and  to  the  Kings  Domi¬ 
nions, 
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nions,  and  to  no  other  people  befide,unlefs  living  in  his  Majefhes 
Kingdoms.  And  as  the  Leprofie  did  portend  the  Phyfician 
thereof  fhould  be  the  Lords  Chrift  our  King,  fo  doth  the  RE- 
KETS  point  at  the  Lords  Anointed  to  be  the  Healer  thereof  our 
King. 

But  my  Reader  peradventure  will  fay,  This  being  all  granted 
to  be  true,  and  that  all  this  muft  be  performed  by  a  King,  yet  it 
Rill  remaineth  doubtfull,  by  what  King  all  thefe  things  (hall  be 
wrought.  The  refolving  of  which  doubt  by  neceflity  brings  me 
to  examine  the  other  flrange  Difeafe  the  KINGS-EVIL.  Thefe 
two  Difeafes  do  portend  and  forefhew  one  and  the  fame  thing, 
the  greatnefs  of  our  calamities  Both>  and  that  wefhall  be  deliver¬ 
ed  from  them  through  the  mighty  Hand  of  the  moft  merciful 
God.  For  is  it  not  a  very  wonderfull  thing ,  ^  and  above  the 
thoughts  of  man,  among  all  other  Infirmities  of  the  REKEFS, 
perfectly  cured  in  like  manner,  to  fee  and  confider  the  crooked 
bones  of  Arms  arid  Legs  to  become  (Iraight  of  their  own  accord  < 
Albeit  the  Wife-man  faith,  Ecclef.  1.15.  T bat  which  is  crooked 
cannot  be  made  firaight.  Touching  the  cure  of  the  Struma ,  no 
manof  judgement  candeny  the  Hand  of  God  therein.  Which 
Two  Maladies,-  as  in  part  they  do  agree,  fo  do  they  alfo  thus 
differ  5  theREKETS  befide  the  Difeafe  fheweth  who  fhould  be 
the  Authors  of  our  evils,  under  the  name  of  the  Difeafe  5  the 
KINGS-EVIL,  who  fhould  cure  us,  with  the  Title  of  his  Dig¬ 
nity.  Again,  the  REKETS  explaineth  Fully  what  the  KINGS- 
EVIL  delivereth  more  Briefly,  and  this  is  to  be  done  by  one 
Perfon,  our  Dread  Soveraign,  who  by  the  Grace  of  God  given 
unto  him,  as  he  healeth  the  Bruifes  and  Pntrificd  Sores  of  thofe 
whom  he  toucheth,  will  take  away  the  Falfnefs  of  Dodtrine  and 
Blafphcmy  in  Religion,  Injuftice,  Qppreflion  in  the  State,  and 
wicked  living  from  all.  Which  may  well  be  fignifi ed  by  corrup¬ 
tion  vend  putrid  Ulcers,  by  a  Metaphorical  name:  becaufe  thefe 
things  proceed  from  a  Difeafed  Soul,  are  loath fome  and  odious  to 
God  and  man,  an dflink  in  their  noftrils.  To  prove  therefoie 
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Kjno  CHARLES  II  Slid  no  other  to  be  that  Kirg  which  (hall 
perform  thofe  great  things  in  England,  it  will  be  neceffary  to 
(hew  this  unto  you  by  Example  of  tire  Lefrofte,  and  thereof 
who  was  or  were  the  Fir (l  Cleanfers,  and  who  the  lap,  that  fo 
in  like  manner,  Who  he  was  who  firft  cured  the  KINGS- EVIL 
beina  known,  we  may  know  the  laft^  and  he  that  was  prefaged 
thereby  The  Firft  Cleanfer  ol  the  Leper  was  the  Prieft,  as 
appears  in  I  cv.  14.  'But  the  Perfon  forejhervn  thereby  was  our 
Saviour  Cbrift ,  a  Trie  ft  for  ever  after  the  order  of  Melchtjedech. 
From  which  Example  ot  the  Leprofie,  two  Rules  are  to  be  laid 
down.  1  That  the  Type  ’and  Antitype  be  both  alike.  2.  That 
there  be  as  much ,  and  more  in  the  Antitype  -than  in  the  'Xypey  in  the 
mofl perfect  Antitype,  As  in  the  Precedent  ot  the  Lep^one^ 
The  Type  and  Antitype  were  Both  to  be  Triefts,  and  not  fo  on¬ 
ly  ( Iipeak  of  thePerfons)  but  left  it  might  bethought,  that 
any  of  thePrieftsthe  Sons  of  Aaron ,  fucceedingtheFirft  Clean¬ 
fer  before  Chrift,  might  be  the  Perfon  prefigured  therefore  a 
more  excellent  Prieft  was  to  be  ftill  expedfed,  not  fuch  an  one  as 
offered  un  E  fils  and  Goats,  like  the  Typical  Priefts,  but  himjelf 
once  for  all.  According  to  whiclvtwo  Rules ,  our  Dear  Lord 
Kin°  CHARLES  II  is  the  Antitype  unto  the  Firft  Curer  of  the 
KINGS-EVIL,  But  becaufe  Chrift  had  many  Types  oi  him- 
felt  which  being  put  together  did  fodefciibe  him,  that  no  man 
might  miftake  nim  when  he  was  come  ,  tor  he  was  not  fully 
prefigured  by  Priefts,  but  partly  by  Prophets,  by  their  foie- 
telling, their  raifing  the  dead,  as  Flirts  and  Ehfha  did,  &c,  by 
Solomons  wifedom,  rfonads  being  in  tire  Fifties  belly,  &c.  But 
our  Lord  the  King  having  no  fuch  Types  of  him,  befice  the  Fult 
healer  of  the  KINGS-EVIL,  as  our  Saviour  had,  therefore  1ns 
whole  Type  is  pourtrayed  in  Edward  the  Confcfjor.  Secondly,  it 
will  follow  that  more  muft  be  In  the  Cure  oi  our  Soveraign  the 
Antitype then  was  in  King  Edward  the  Type,  trom  the  leccnci 
Rule,  left  fome  other  of  the  Kings  ot  England  might  bethought 
Edwards  Antitype.*  but  in  the  outward  and  bodily  cure  they 
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are  alike  and  equal,  therefore  that  more  in  the  Antitype  muft 
be  of  thofc  fore-named  things  fignified  thereby.  I  now  will 
fhew  you  according  to  the  Fit  ft  Rule,  a  Full  Equality  betwixt 
King  Edward  and  King  Charles,  fo  that  no  other  King  but  Kng 
Charles  II  can  be  the  parallel  to  his  Royal  Predeceftor  King  Ed - 
wardthe  Confeffor.  King  Edward  was  baniftied  his  Countrey, 
fo  was  our  Liege  Lord  King  Charles.  King  Edward  was  fent 
for  to  come  and  govern,  thus  was  our  Dread  Soveraign  hum¬ 
bly  entreated  by  Both  his  Houfds  of  Parliament,  to  Aftiime 
the  Government  of  his  Kingdomes,  and  was  fent  for.  And 
how  welcome  our  King  was  unto  the  Clergy  who  ex  petted  re- 
ftitution  into  their  places,  and  to  all  Minilters  which  before  ex« 
petted  to  be  deprived  of  all  maintenance,  as  they  were  threat- 
ned,  and  how  far  above  the  welcome  of  King  Edward  the  Con - 
feffor  to  his,  who  felt  and  feared  no  fuch  evil,  the  different  rea- 
fons  will  plainly  determine.  And  with  what  gladnefs  of  heart 
his  Subjects ^received  King  Charles,  after  their  intolerable  op- 
prdlions,  and  never  otherwife  likely  to  be  removed,  no  man 
can  doubt,  nor  can  tongue  exprefs*,  but  their  Prefents,  their 
Triumphs,  their  Attendance ,  their  inceft’ant  Shouts  and  Accla¬ 
mations  as  in  a  continued  Street  from  Dover  to  London,  of  yong 
and  old,  t®  fee  their  King,  do  plainly  tcitifie.  But  above  all 
Kiag  Edward  the  Confeffor  was  the  Son  of  Edward  the  M  irtyr  *, 
even  (o  our  Gracious  K.  Charles  the  Confdfor  was  Son  to  King 
Charles  the  Martyr.  And  left  it  trouble  my  Reader  to  ima¬ 
gine  how  Edwardthe  Confeffor  may  be  called  the  fon  of  Edward 
the  Martyr,  fince  in  propriety  of  fpecch,  and  by  general  con- 
fent  he  is  not  the  Son ,  but  Nephew  and  brothers  fon  to  Edward 
the  Martyr.  All  this  notwithftanding  Edward  the  Confeffor  by  the 
Phrafe  of  Holy  Scripture  ( which  we  for  the  moft  part  follow, 
and  ought  to  follow  in  this  Divine  interpretation)  is  the  Son 
of  Edward  the  Martyr.  For  wc  reade,  i  Chro  3  16.  Andthe  Jons 
of  tfoahm,  tfeconiah  his  fon ,  Zedekiah  his  fon, when  indeed  and  in 
natuie  Zedekiah  was  not  the  fon  but  the  uncle  of  tfeconiah  5  but 
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eaufe  Zedekiah  was  tfeconiahsSucczffov^  he  is  called  his  fon  5 
as  by  the  fame  rule*  Edward  the  Confcffor  being  Succeftor  to 
Edward  the  Martyr  is  called  Edward  the  Martyrs  Son.  And  yee 
a  farther  reafon  thereof  common  to  both  is,  That  in  orderly 
and  legal  Succeffion  the  Ton  of  either  ought  to  have  fuccecded 
his  Father,  that  is,  o{tfeconiah,it\6  Edward  the  Martyr*  Here  like- 
wife  is  brought  in  the  fecond  Rule  in  fome  parr,  Edward  was 
ftiled  the  Martyr  only  (  as  it  is  declared  )  becaufe  he  was  mur-. 
dtred  innocently,  Edward  was  fir-named  the  Confejfor ,  becaufc 
he  was  a  Pious  and  Charitable  man,  and  cnaded  good  Laws. 
But  for  far  better  eaufe  i&  our  Royal  Sever aign  King  Charles  I 
named  the  Martyr,  which  name  his  Majcftytook  unto  him- 
felf,  is  fo  intitled  in  the  Writings  of  Learned  men,  and  is  fo 

to  be  accounted,  for  giving  Teftimony  with  his  blood  to  that 

which  in  the  fecret  thoughts  of  his  heart  he  judged  to  be  the 
Truth.  Kng  Charles  II  our  Gradous  Swcraign  for  better 
cauft  then  his  PredecdFor  King  Edward  the  Confejfor  hath  de¬ 
ferred  th  >t  name,  for  his  Majefty  hath  made  a  Holy  and  Roy¬ 
al  Confeffm  with  his  mouth.  Wherefore  I  mod  humbly 
Almighty  God,  inwhofe  hand  are  the  hearts  of  Kings,  fo  to 
difpofe  his  Majefties  heart,  and  I  humbly  befcech  his  M  ijefty 
to  be  entreated  that  he  wiil  not  fuffer  fuch  men  who  have  o- 
pened  their  mouths  in  vows  to  the  M oft  High  God  to  be  en¬ 
forced  either  to  revoke  that  which  cannot  be  recalled,  or  be¬ 
ing  pious,  skilful  and  faithful  laborers,  for  that  eaufe  to  be 
excluded  from  working  in  the  Lords  Harveft.  And  I  do  with 
confidence  bdieve,  that  my  prayer  is  heard  in  htaven,  and 
will  be  upon  the  earth. 

Whereunto  (if  there  be  need  of  more  marks  which  may 
{hew,  that  King  Charles  II  was  defigned  to  be  the  Antitype 
of  Edward  the  Confejfor)  thougluhe  diftance  of  rime  betwixt 
them  be  the  fpace  of  600  years  or  more  *,  for  Edward  the  Confef- 
for  died  about  the  year  1066.  having  reigned  much  about  the 
time  of  twenty  three  years.  See  Henry  Knighton >  and  tfohn 
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Bromvton  in  Edward  the  Confeftor,  adde  and  obferve,  that  K.  „ 
Charles  II  our  Royal  LSoveraign  fucceeded  his  martyred  Father 
CHARLES  I  after  fo  many  Governors  and  Governments  and 
no  more,  as  Edward  the  Confeffor  fucceeded  after  Kings  the  Mar¬ 
tyred  Edward,  Moreover  two  of  thofe,  one  in  the  T)  pes,  the 
other  in  the  Antitypes,  are  ftrangelyof  one  Name,  and  in  the 
fame  Order  of  Governing,  that  is,  the  III.  Let  us  compare

Now  according  to  Example  in  the  Balm,  according  to  Scri¬ 
pture  and  reafon,  as  that  precious  oyle  ceaft  to  be  when  Chrift 
had  buffered,  and  as  the  fubflance  being  come,  the  fhadow  goes 
away,  and  there  is  no  reafon  to  expedt  a  figne  when  the  thing 
{tonified  thereby  is  now  come,  I  conclude,  that  our  Royal  So- 
veraign  will  be  the  laft  of  the  Kings  of  this  Nation,  to  whom 
God  will  give  the  gift  of  healing  the  KINGS-EVIL. 

Now*  Reader  take  here  notice  of  the  Pride,  Malice,  and  Sub- 
tlecy  of  the  Devil,  and  his  Emulation  of  Almighty  God,  vvho 
hath  fo  wound  himfelf  into  the  mindes  of  Impoftors,  and  tho- 
row  them  into  the  perfwafions  of  the  ignorant  and  rude  mu  ti 
tude,  that  the  feventh  [on  in  order  from  the fir  ft,  without  any 
daughter  born  betwixt  is  able  to  cure  that  Difeafe  which  we  call 
the  KINGS-EVIL.  And  this  Impoflure  is  frequently  under¬ 
taken  and  performed  by  ftroaking  with  the  hand,  and  the  Mi- 
nifter  thereof  is  called  a  Streaker .  This  I  fay,  is  attributed  by 
fometo  a  (eve  nth  [on,  by  others  to  a  J  event  h  [on  of  a  I  event  h 
fon.  Which,  albeit  a  lye  from  the  father  of  lies  the  devil  im- 
mediatly  proceeding,  doth  neverthelefs  declare  the  devils  know¬ 
ledge  and  fore-knowledge  of  our  Royal  Soveraign  King 
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CHARLES  II  his  virtue.  And  as  the  Lord  will  win  glory 
unto  himfelf  from  all  Creatures,  and  all  Things-,  for  to  this 
purpose  they  were  by  him  created,  fo  will  he  likewife  fiom  Sa- 
tan,  and  his  practices,  even  to  illuftrate  and  confirm,  though  a- 
gainft  the  mindes  of  the  Serpent,  his  Glory,  and  Truth.  This 
is  the  matter-,  the  Prerogative  which  the  Lord  hath  given  to  the 
Kings  of  England,  and  among,  but  far  above  them  to  our  Dread 
Soveraign  Charles  II,  the  devil  having  a  forefight  of,  in  his 
counfell  which  he  giveth  to  Impoftors,  doth  fecretly  thereby  ac¬ 
knowledge,  and  yet  defaceth,  but  not  wholly,  by  adding  fome- 
what  of  his  own.  For  it  is  true,  that  a  feventh  [on  of  a  [event h 
is  indued  with  Power  from  above,  not  only  to  cure  the  bodily 
malady  called  the  KINGS-EVIL,  as  others  have  had,  but  to 
take  away  the  Evil  of  the  Kingdom,  and  is  his  Royal  Preroga¬ 
tive,  which  none  of  his  Predeceffors  have  had.  This  Piofeffion 
of  curing  this  Malady  is  held  out  ordinarily  in  this  form ,  viz. 
T  he  feventh  [on  without  a  daughter  born  betwixt  them  cures  the 
KINGS-EVIL.  In  which  expreflion  the  devil,  as  he  hath 
wont  to  do,  abufeth  the  truth  three  waies.*  i.  By  [peaking  am¬ 
biguously ,  as  he  did  ufe  in  the  Oracle  of  Apollo,  leaving  it  uncer¬ 
tain  whether  Son  be  in  thofe  words  to  be  taken  according  to  the 
common  acception  of  the  word,  or  otherwife.  2.  By  leaving  out 
fome  part  of  the  matter  (which  notwithftanding  fometimes  I  have 
heard  ufed,  and  which  ferves  to  difcovery  of  the  truth;  and  that 
is  thefe  words,  of  a  [event  h .  3 .  By  adding  words  thereto  whol¬ 

ly  falfe,  fuch  are,  without  a  daughter  born  betwixt,  and  putting 
Son  after  feventh,  fo  making  it  to  be,  of  a  feventh  fon.  Thus 
did  Satan  fpeak  doutfully,  when  he  told  our  firft  parents.  They 
jho'tdd  be  ns  God ,  or  Gods  knowing  good  and  evil.  The  word  there 
fignifying  God,  andalfo  damned  Spirits ,  and  knowing  good  and 
evil  to  be  interpreted  both  knowledge  of  [peculation,  and  know¬ 
ledge  of  feeling  joy  and  forrow,  the  later  of  which,  Adam  and^ 
Eve  felt,  as  did  thofe  loft  Angels.  As  for  leaving  out  part  of 
the  truth,  the  Devil  was  guilty  thereof,  when  fpeaking  unto  our 

Saviour

Saviour  to  cart  himfelf  down  from  a  pinnacle  of  the  Temple,  he 
ufedthis  expieffion,  Mat. ^.6.  if  thou  be  the  Son  of  God ,  cafi  thy 
felf  down  *,  For  it  is  written-,  He  [hall  give  his  Angels  charge  con¬ 
cerning  thee,  and  in  their  hands  they  [hall  bear  thee  up,  left  at  any 
time  thou  dajh  thy  foot  againfl  a  flone  5  in  which  words  taken  out 
ofp/4.91.11,12.  thete  words  are  left  out  by  the  devil,  to  keep 
thee  in  all  thywaies .  Laftly,  by  adding  words  the  devil  corrupt- 
eth  the  truth,  which  he  did  when  he  fpake  unto  Saul,  unto  the 
truth  which  he  fpake  in  part  by  adjoyning  lies.  1  Sam.  28.  And 
the  Lord  hath  done  by  him  ( faith  the  devil  concerning  David  tru¬ 
ly  )  as  he  [pake  by  me ,  which  was  falfe  5  for  the  Lord  fpake  not 
fo  by  the  Devil,  but  by  the  true  Samuel.  What  I  affirmed  be- 
fore,That  a  [event  h  [ 'on  of  a  fe vent  h  (hall  cure  the  KINGS -EVIL, 
and  to  be  underftood  in  fuch  manner  as  abovefaid  of  the  Perfon 
of  King  Charles  II,  doth  thus  appear.  Account  all  the  De [cents 
from  father  to  fon,  that  is  in  a  right  line,  from  King  Henry  VII  to 
our  Dread  Soveraign  now  reigning,  taking  and  including  both 
terms,  we  fhall  finde  them  to  be  [even  3  fo  that  our  Soveraign 
laftin  order  is  the  J event h  fon  of  a  [eve nth,  underhand  Henry. 
For  it  is  common  in  Scripture  not  to  call  the  grandchildren  fons 
only,  zsfofiahisfcdMatth.i.ii.  to  have  begotten  feconiah , 
but  thofe  which  after  many  generations  have  come  out  of  the  loins 
of  a  man,  by  the  name  ol  fons  to  fuch  a  one$  as  the  children  of 
ifrael,  ol  Efau.  But  more  nearly  to  our  purpofe,  Enoch  is  called 
the  jeventh  from  Adam,  fude  14.  in  which  place  (on  is  to  be  un¬ 
derftood.  For  Henry  VII  is  the  Firft ,  Margarite  his  daughter  Q„ 
to  fames  IV.  King  ol  Scotland  the  Second ,  fames  V  the  third. 
Mary  Scotland  his  daughter  the  Fourth ,  fames  VI  King  of 
Great  Britain  the  fifths  King  Charles  I,  the  J ixth,  K.  Charles  II, 
th z  jeventh.  And  this  is  a  good  Argument  to  prove  that  King 
Charles  II  the  jeventh  of  a  jeventh  is  not  to  be  underftood  fo  to 
cure  the  Kings-evil  as  in  a  literal  fence,  which  fome  of  thefe,  and 
more  of  his  Predeceftors  have  done,  but  in  fome  fpeciall  and 
myftical  way,  as  I  have  declared.  And  this  computation  agrees 
in  another  account  3  if  we  reckon  by  the  daughter  of  Queen  Mar - 
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gmte  and  her  ifTue  •,  for  Queen  Margarite  daughter  to  King  Hen- 
ry  j/jj ?  firft  married  to  King  fames  IV,  had  ifiiie  fames  V?  after 
married  to  Archibald  Douglas  Earl  of  Angus  by  him  had  ifliie 
Margarite .  As  King  Henry  VII  the  firft,  Margarite  Queen  to 
King  fa  meslV  the  fecond,  Margaritehet  daughter  by  Archibald 
Earl  of  Angus,  and  Wife  to  Matthew  Stuart  Earl  of  Lenoix  the 
third*?  Henry  Lord  Dor  ley  her  fon,  husband  to  Mary  Queen  of 
Scotland  the  fourth,  King  fames  his  fon  King  of  Great  Bri¬ 
tain  the  fifth?  King  Charles  1  the  fixth?  King  Charles  II  the 
[eventh. 

For  which  caufe  I  do  humbly  befeech  the  Kings  Majefty,  that 
a  Law  may  be  enaded  by  the  King  and  his  Parliament,  for  the  de- 
ferved  puni (lament  of  fuch  diabolical  impoflures,  as  this  is  which 
is  frequently  committed  in  this  land  by  feventh  tons  taking  upon 
them  the  Royal  Prerogative  of  our  Kings,  with  the  touch  of 
their  hands  to  cure  the  Kings- evil.  For  the  pradice  hereof  tends 
much  to  the  diihonour  of  God,  and  of  our  good  King,  and  to  the 
delufion  of  his  Majefties  Subjeds. 

But  one  thing  more  touching  the  Rekets  muft  not  be  forgotten, 
that  is  to  fay,  the  time  when  that  Difeafe  firft  feized  upon  Chil¬ 
dren  in  this  Kingdome,  and  had  that  name  of  Rekets  given*  unto 
it.  It  was  the  third  tear  after  our  Royail  Soveraigns  Nativity ,  or 
the  next  unto  it,  when  the  weekly  Bill  of  Mortality  mentioned 
one  to  have  been  buried  of  the  Rekets  in  the  Moneth  of  May ,  and 
no  mention  thereof  in  any  of  the  faid  Bils  before  that  time.  As 
I  have  found  by  fearch  in  the  Panfh  Clerks  Regijler  kept  in  their 
Hall.  For  as  the  time  when  Darius  took  the  Babylonian  King - 
dom  is  expreft,  Dan  A.  31.  to  be,  when  he  was  about  three  (core  and 
two  years  old?  that  the  Jews  might  obferve  ( as  judicioully  H. 
Broughton  hath  noted  upon  that  place)  that  at  the  time  they 
were  carried  into  captivity,  which  was  about  the  time  of  Darius 
his  birth?  the  Jews  might  then  know  the  Lord  had  a  Deliverer 
born  for  them,  So  the  Nation  of  England  may  learn  Gods  fpeciai 
care,  that  he  did  not  fend  them  the  Difeafe  of  the  Rekets,  till  He 
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was  bom  who  fhoul  A  free  them  from  the  Miferies  figrrifyed  there¬ 
by,  and  from  the  Dtje/ifc  iefelf.  Hitherto  of  the  Kings -evil  as 
it  pertaineth  to  the  King  md  GnrNm  of  England. 

WheieasI  faid,  The  bus  and  calamities  of  this  Nation  with 
theCauiersof  them  were  pointed  at  y  the  Name  and  Difeafe  cf 
the  RekctSy  and  not  the  Name  of  our  Deliverer*  hut  in  the  other 
the  Kings- Evil .  yet  notwithstanding  it  doth  appear  who  (hall 
be  our  Deliverer  ^  albeit  not  in  the  Name  of  the  Difeafe,  or  the 
Symptoraes  of  the  Rekets,  yet  in  the  quality  of  the  Perfons  which 
are  troubled  therewith.  The  Patients  fo  affhdled  are  Children 
and  no  other  ^  partly,  but  not  principally,  that  we  might  be  left 
without  all  pretence  of  any  other  inferior  caufe ,  but  be  conftrain- 
ed  to  look  up  to  the  Hand  which  hath  fmitten  us-,  and  yet  we 
will  not,  but  in  defpight  of  reafon  feek  about  after  this  and  that 
caufe  mod  vainly.  Again,  partly  it  is  to  let  us  underhand,  that 
the  affli&ions  forefhewn  thereby  fhould  fall  upon  the  childe  of 
God.  Thirdly  and  principally,  the  Rekets  is  laid  on  childreny  that 
by  the  quality  of  the  per [on  afflictedby  it,  it  being  tl  e  childs  dif¬ 
eafe  we  may  underhand  him  that  fhall  free  us  from  it,  and  what 
is  fignified  thereby.  As  it  is  called  the  Kings- evif  not  becaufe 
it  is  caufed  by,  or  faid  upon,  but  cured  by  the  King  So  is  it  called 
and  to  be  called  the  childes  difeafe^  becaufe  a  childe  ( hall  heal  it. 
Surely  you  will  ask  me,  What  childe  ?  We  finde  in  Holy  Scri¬ 
pture  that  our  Saviour  hath  called  himfelf  barely  by  the  name  of 
the  Sons  if  the  Son  [hall  make  you  fee  (  faith  our  Savior  )  you 
fhall  be  f<  *  **deed.  And  fince  we  finde  that  God  doth  commu¬ 
nicate  his  own  Name  to  Princes,  calling  them  GW*,  and  hence  it 
feems  to  have  been  firhufed  among  Princes  to  name  them felves 
in  the  plural  number,  though  fingle,  by  the  word  we  and  w,  imi¬ 
tating  as  it  were  the  Lord  Almighty  who  is  One  and  7 hre c,  he  doth 
feem  to  exprefs  by  this  word  the  childes  Difeafe ,  the  Difeafe  of 
the  childe  above  all  other  children,  the  childe  a  (on  of  the  King.  Af¬ 
ter  which  manner  the  j on  and  daughter  of  the  King  of  Spain  is  cal¬ 
led  infante  and  infanta ,  that  is,  the  (on  and  daughter  chtlde ,  as  be- 
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ing  well  enough  expreft  alone  to  underftand  what  Ton  and  daugh¬ 
ter  is  meant  thereby.  So  when  we  fay,  the  childes  Difeafe,  it 
may  be  well  u  ndei  flood,  that  Difeafe  which  the  Childe  K*T 
above  all  children,  that  is,  the  Kings  (on  (hall  heal.  In  which  ex- 
preflion  ot  childe  isalfo  (hewn,  firft  that  our  King  (hall  be  when 
this  is  done,  a  childe,  albeit  not  according  to  the  vulgar  ufe  of 
the  word  in  our  Englifh  tongue,  yet  according  to  the  (ignification 
of  that  word  which  in  the  Hebrew  (ignifieth  fometimes  a  childe 
in  years,  elfe  where  a  yong  man  (although  not  very  properly  by 
the  Tranflators  rendred  alfo  a  childe,  where  in  Darnel  it  (ignifieth 
a  yong  man,  calling  the  three  companions  of  Daniel,  three  chil¬ 
dren  )  that  he  (hall  then  be  yong  in  years.  How  great  a  matter 
of  comfort  is  hereby  adminiftred  unto  us  that  are  the  people  of 
the  land,  that  the  Lord  is  fo  pleafed,  that  the  King  (hall  not  dif* 
fer  the  making  us  a  happy  nation  to  his  old  age,  but  go  about 
it  and  perfect  the  Lords  work  while  he  is  yong  ?  Secondly,  here 
is  an  Argument  of  Almighty  Gods  great  Power  and  Mercy,  that 
he  (hould  frame  his  Majefties  heart  to  clemency,  as  not.  to  fuf- 
fer  him  although  his. Royal  Father  was  murthered,  to  break  out 
in  cruel  and  unjuft  revenge.  It  is  the  Lords  doing ,  and  it  is  mar¬ 
vellous  in  our  eyes. 

And  left  any  man  (hould  thusobjed.  This  Difeafe  of  the  Re - 
kets  is  common  to  women  children  as  well  as  to  men,  as  that  it 
(hould  not  feem  thereby  to  point  at  a  cure  to  be  performed  by 
the  King  in  regard  of  the  (ex,  as  to  be  performed  by  the  [on  more 
than  the  daughter  of  a  King  *,  let  him  take  a  view  of  thofe  great 
Types  of  our  Savior  the  Prophets,  whereof  although  the  moft 
part  were  men,  yet  were  there  among  them  Prophets  of  another 
lex,  fome  alfo  Propheteffes,  Miriam,  Deborah,  Huldah,  and  Types 
of  our  Savior  Cbnft.  I  will  not  difpute  here  the  reafon  thereof 
in  them,  but  great  cauie  there  is  that  this  Difeafe  (hould  be  com - 
mon  to  both  (exes.  Firft,  becaufe  it  is  laid  upon  us  by  the  Lord  as 
a  Pnnifhment,  and  fo  indifferently  to  lye  upon  both  fexes  in  re¬ 
gard  of  their  parents  (in.  Secondly,  to  premomfh  us  how  the 
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jifflittions  and  Calamities  fhould  lye  hard  upon  women  as  well  as 
men. 

But  yet  as  the  Prophets  and  Prophetejfes  both  aimed  at  a  chrift 
to  come  who  was  a  male  ( who  fomecime  by  ceremony  was  de¬ 
fined  to  be  fuch,  as  in  the  Pafchal  lambz njoynedto  be  a  male 
of'the  flock )  fo  did  and  do  both  males  and  females  in  this  childes 
Difeafe  point  out  unto  us  a  Son  of  a  King,  a  King  to  be  our  De¬ 
liverer. 

Nowit  remains,  that  I  give  the  like  account  concerning  the 
Strumay  as  it  is  healed  by  the  touch  of  the  hand  of  the  French 
King.  Which  healing  in  fuch  manner  Guido,  Tagautius ,  and 
Laurent i us  fpecially,  French  Authors  do  averr,  and  Sennertus  a 
famous  and  very,  judicious  Phyfician  of  Germany  acknowledged 
in  his  Cure  of  the  Struma,  bat  unjuftly  afcribeth  the  work  by  a 
Divine  Difpenfation  to  the  French  King  only.  Of  which  brie¬ 
fly.  As  thofe  calamities  and  corrupt  fores  which  fliall  be  remo¬ 
ved  and  healed  by  King  Charles  II  in  the  kingdom  of  England , 
in  fuch  manner  muft  certainly  the  putrid  fores,  and  bruifes,  and 
wounds  be  healed  in  the  Kingdom  of  France .  For  the  Difeafe  is 
oneinbothKingdomes,  the  Form  of  healing  the  fame,  by  the 
Touch,  and  the  Healers  of  like  Dignity  being  Kings,  as  tofhew 
unto  us,  thefe  things  fliall  be  accomplifhed  by  the  hands  of  a 
King.  But  as  in  thefe  fore-named  things  there  is  a  Parity  in  the 
healing  of  the  Kings- evil  by  the  King  of  England  and  French 
King,  fo  is  there  a  Difference  in  the  qualifications  of  the  firfl: 
Healers.  For  the  Firfl:  Healer  of  the  Kings  of  France  was  not 
the  Son  of  a  Martyr,  as  was  our  Soveraign  5  but  the  French  Sto¬ 
ries  tell  us,  how  Clovis  the  Firfl  of  that  name,  and  Fifth  King 
of  France ,  who  reigned  about  the  year  of  our  Lord  500.  had 
firfl  of  the  Kings  of  that  Kingdom,  this  gift  of  healing  the  Stru¬ 
ma,  (which  fince  we  call  the  Kings- evil)  beftowed  upon  him. 
And  what  was  this  King?  The  Story  tels  us,  That  he  was  Sift 
a  Heathen  and  an  Idolater ,  and  being  afterward  converted 
•to  the  Chriflian  faith,  then  this  great  gift  of  healing  the  Struma: 
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,  i  onH  power  of  God  bellowed  upon 

E,  3d  !«*»«, Wd  tl»to*  dx  ftjxd  of 
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S;  ro  the  Example  in  England,  of  him  that  is  to  be  the  An- 
tkvpetn  F r, anfe  to  do  all  thole  lore-named  things  which  are  pre- 
fcKherebv-  after  which  time  alfo  no  King  of  France  dull 
fe;  S  heal  in  fuch  a  manner  the  forefaid  Malady.  W Hereup¬ 
on  I  conclude,  When  the  French  King,  or  King  o(  France,  from 
lEE.-h  -  on-  as  Kino  Clovis  was,  becomes  and  is  turned  ro 
fod,  a chriflian indeed,°as  he  was  alter  ftiled,  then  at  that  time 
bv  fuch  i  Kmc  of  France  (hall  the  munds,  Ww.anrf  putrid  [cars 
o?that  ihftrelfcd  Kingdom  be  healed. 

but  by  what  hath  already  been  laid,  will  the  Judicious  Rea  e 
underftand,  that  I  mean  the  corruptions  oi  Religion  and  fiifice 
end  bv  fuch  a  Kina  who  is  ot  the  Reformed  Religion,  which  de- 
pendeth  for  falvarion  only  upon  Chrifl  the  Head.  Neverthelefs, 
to  determine  what  Perfon  individually  Hull  be  that  King,  who 
(liall  the-e  perform  that  great  and  incredible  work,by  what  is  con¬ 
tained  in  L  Type,  is  not  fo  eafie  a  thing  -  became  the  Antitype 
( if  what  I aflert  be  granted)  doth  not  declare  what  that  man 
toll  be^  nor  at  what  time  it  fl, all  be  done.  For  u  the  Ancuypc 
mufr  r.eceffarily  anfwer  to  the  T ype  (may  feme  fay  )  as  the  Typ 
K  oh  fmele  Perfon  who  firft  was  an  F.thnick,  and  afterward  be¬ 
came  a  Chviftian,  to  ought  the  Perfon  which  toll  perform  mete 
nreat  matters  be  a  fingle  Perfon,  who  from  a  talfe  rel.gion  toll 
be  converted  to  the  true.  To  whico  objections  I  mak.  this  ^  - 
Ever  That  although  it  be  not  clearly  contained  in  the  Typ^, 
when  and  bv  what  Perfon  or  Perfons,  King  or  Kings  oi  France 
thefe  works  Avail  be  brought  to  pais,  yet  othei  circumftances 
.there  appertaining  thereunto,  which  help  to  fignitie  both  Time 
and  Perfon.  For  Almighty  God,  when  he  is  plealed  to  work 
deliverances  for  his  people,  is  wont  fooner  or  later  to  expreis 
the  Time  when  fuch  mercies  (hall  be  wrought,  and  who  IhJl  be 
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the  Deliverer.  That  nothing  may  be  wanting  to  the  comfort  of 
the  Lords  people,  and  that  his  children  may  follow  an  deleave 
unto  thofe  that  are  fo  appointed  to  be  their  deliverers.  That  the 
children  of  Abraham  fhould  be  no  longer  fei  vants  in  Egypt,  but 
that  in  the  Fourth  Generation  they  fhould  come  out  from  thence, 
it  was  foretold  Abraham,  Gen.  15.  and  that  Aaron  and  Mofes 
fhould  bring  them  out  of  Egypt,  God  called  them  by  name,  Exp. 
6.26  The  abiding  of  the  Jews  in  Chaldea  was  determined  to  be 
for  70  years,  and  their  Deliverer  Cyrus  by  name  expreft.  There¬ 
fore  it  is  not  without  precedent  when  God  hath  appointed 
Salvation,  and  a  Saviour,  to  name  the  Time  and  P  erf  on,  as  well 
as  the  thing.  But  where  it  is  laid  down  tor  a  Ruie,  That  the  An¬ 
titype  muft  be  a  fingle  Perfon,  as  well  as  the  1  ype  •,  this  1  deny. 
Becaufe  the  Type  of  a  Tingle  Perfon  may  prefigure  One  or 
More,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  things.  K^ddarn  a  Tingle 
Perfon  was  the  Type  of  all  man-kinde.  The  Image  of  one  mans 
Perfon  feen  by  Nebuchadnezzar  was  a  T  ype  of  the  fever  al  Princes 
of  the  four  enfuing  Monarchies.  So  the  meaning  ot  the  Heal¬ 
ing  of  the  Struma  by  King  Clovis,  when  oi  a  Heathen  he  turned 
a  Chriftian,  is  to  this  effeft.  When  a  King  of  France  from  the 
falfe  fhall  be  of  the  true  Reformed  Religion,  then  (hall  by  fuch 
a  King  thefe  evils  of  that  Kingdom  be  taken  away.  Which 
may  be  affirmed,  both  when  the  Tame  Perfon  is  converted,  and 
when  another  King  of  the  true  Religion  comes  in  the  room  of  a 
former  of  the  falfe.  Having  therefore  this  liberty,  to  place  the 
Antitype  of  King  Clovis  either  on  1  wo  Kings,  or  elfe  on  One,  as 
need  requires,  I  here  place  it  upon  Two,  and  of  all  Kings,  upon 
King  Lovis  the  14,  and  King  CHARLES  II  our  reigning  So¬ 
vereign,  the  later  ol  which  by  being  inthrond  King  of  France , 
God  our  Mighty  and  Merciful  Lord  will  enable  andencline  to 
do  thofe  great  things.  For  as  the  Things  fore- named  fhall  moft 
certainly  be  brought  to  paffe  by  a  King  of  France ,  the  Lord 
hath  left  the  reft  touching  the  Time  when  and  the  Performer  who, 
to  be  collefted  from  probable  Arguments.  Which  probable 
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Arguments  are  all  for,  and  none  againft  our  Gracious  Soveraign, 
an!  by  defigning  his  Majefty,  theTime  and  Perfon  are  both  made 
known.  For  it  is  not  probable,  that  from  the  prefent  French 
King  fuch  fruit  (hall  proceed,  by  his  converfionto  the  Reformed 
Religion,  or  fo  eafing  the  burthens  of  his  Subjects,  having  feized 
already  lately  on  Aurange  2nd  Mar\eilles  tw@  great  receptacles  for 
thofeof  the  Religion,  and  their  ancient  Liberties,  and  who  Rill 
threatneth  Geneva. 

Now  here  I  muft  take  leave  to  aftume  liberty  to  draw  an  Ar¬ 
gument  from  that  which  is  not  yet  fullfilled ,  but  begun  only,  ac¬ 
counting  it  as  already  done.  For  thus  doth  S.  Paul,  from  the 
certain  converfion  of  the  Jews,  which  was  then  to  be,  but  nei¬ 
ther  in  his  time,  nor  to  this  day  fulfilled,  Rem,  n.  perfwade 
the  Chriftians,  nottodefpife  that  people,  but  account  them  as 
brethren*.  And  the  Holy  Ghoft  affuring  us  of  the  burning  of  the 
City  of  Rome ,  a  thing  not  yet  accomplifhed,  advifeth  the  people 
of  God  to  leave  that  City,  left  they  fhould  perifh  with  it.  Revel. 
18.4.  Thus  I  having  already  declared  and  by  the  fore-going  rea- 
fons  proved,  that  K.  Charles  II  will  perform  by  Gods  Grace  un¬ 
doubtedly  in  England ,  all  the  promifed  matters,  do  by  probable 
conjedlure  infer,  that  it  (hall  in  France  be  performed  by  him 
alfo.  For  to  do  fuch  great  matters  is  not  every  day  feen  •  None 
of  all  the  Kings  of  France  fince  King  Clovis ,  nor  French  Kings 
have  cured  the  putrid  fores  of  that  Kingdom.  None  of  the  27. 
Kings  and  Queens  of  England  from  the  Confeff  )r  have  done  that 
till  now.  Nor  is  it  probable  that  any  of  the  French  Kings  there 
educated  would  be  of  the  Reformed  Religion.  And  as  much  un¬ 
likely  it  is,  that  any  of  thofe  Kings  fhould  take  away  all  the  Cor¬ 
ruption  in  Juftice  and  Manners.  But,  fince  it  muft  be  done, how 
probable  may  it  feem,  that  it  can  be  done  by  none  elfe,  but  by 
him  who  hath  done  the  like  in  England ,  and  may  do  the  fame  in 
France ,  unto  which  Kingdom  he  hath  a  mo  ft  juft  Title  ?So  much 
for  my  firft  Argument. 

Secondly,  It  is  not  likely  that  God  will  honour  him  who  hath 

not 
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not  the  right  as  him  who  hath  the  juft  Title  to  that  Grown,with 
fo  glorious  a  work  in  that  place.  For  the  Crown  of  France  by 
juft  Title  is  devolved  upon  our  Gracious  Soveraign  from  Ed¬ 
ward  III  King  of  England  in  right  of  his  mother  Queen  Isabella. 
She  was  daughter  unto  Philip  the  Fair  King  of  France  >  which 
Philip  had  three  fons  fucceffively  Kings  of  France ,  viz.  Lodo- 
wik  Hutin ,  Philip  the  F ally  and  Charles  the  Fair  •,  all  which  dy¬ 
ing  without  iffue,  ifabella  their  only  lifter  remaining  alive  was 
married  unto  Edward  II  King  of  England,  by  whom  (lie  had 
HTue  Edward  III,  to  whom  our  Royal  Soveraign  is  the  next  heir 
by  defcent  from  him.  Againft  whofe  right  the  French  do  only 
pretend  the  Saliqtie  Law,  by  which  no  daughter  of  France  is  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  Crown,  but  when  and  by  what  fufficient  authority 
there  enaCted,  their  Lawyers  give  jus  no  fatisfaCtion. 

And  the  Reafons  why  the  P  erf  on  is  not  fo  exprelly  defigned 
for  France,  as  here  before  for  England }  are  of  moment.  i.Be- 
caufe  by  fetting  us  to  enquire  after  that  Prince,  who  lhall  work  fo 
great  a  happinefs  to  that  Kingdom,  we  are  thereby  driven  to 
findeout  tnecaufes  for  which  moft  probably  God  may  give  (as 
Fie  hath  formerly  given  Kingdoms  to  Princes,  and  extraordinary 
pofleflions  to  others )  Princes  fuch  an  opportunity  and  blefling, 
we  may  thereby  light  upon  the  very  Perfon.  For  God  hath 
made  all  things  for  his  own  Glory,. and  all  mem  but  fpecially 
Princes,  induing  them  for  that  purpofe  with  great  power,  and 
thofe  which  fuffer  great  things  for  his  fake,  and  ftand  for  him’and 
love  his  people,  he  feldome  fends  them  away  without  fome  amr 
pie  recompence  in  this  life.  Yet  it  was  needful  that  the  King 
whom  the  Lord  had  appointed  for  the  happinefs •  of  England 
Ihould  be  more  clearly  difcovered,  as  it  hath  pleated  God  to  do 
touching  our  Royall  Soveraign.  For  who  could  conjecture,  that 
a  Prince  who  had  been  fo  exceedingly  enraged  by  the  wickednefs 
of  fome,  Ihould  be  fo  merciful  as  to  fpare  his  cruel  enemies,  and 
to  be  fo  loving  and  merciful  to  his  people,  fo  tender  toward  thofe 
whofe  confciences  cannot  admit  that  for  fear  of  man,  which  their 
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fincere  love  to  God  made  them  to  deny,  if  God  had  not  more 
exprefly  (hewn  King  CHARLES  //to  be  that  Good  Prince  ? 
por  which  caufe  the  King  which  (hall  be  the  Deliverer  of  France 
is  more  ebfcurely  figured,  becaufe  he  is  already  difcoveredin  the 
Type  of  Englands  Helper.  2.  Becaufe  the  aftiirance  of  what 
Ml  be  by  ourSoveraign  done  in  France  to  Gods  people  there 
(which  cannot  be  until  he  rule  there  as  King)  Ml  appear  unto 
his  Roval  Majefty,  when  God  fhall  move  his  Heart  to  begin  in 
England  ft rft*  fo  that  the  Lord  would  have  him  to  haften  that 
great,  weighty  and  heroick  work. 

^  Now  let  us  look  back  to  the  caufes  which  the  Lord  feemeth 
to  have  refpert  unto  in  making  King  CHARLES  fo  happy ,  and 
fee  if  we  can  finde  like  Examples.  Obfer  ve  his  unjuft  and  cruel 

fufferings.  Shall  a  Prince,  who,  after  the  murther  of  his  Roy¬ 
al  Father,  under  the  pretence  of  Juftice  by  the  moft  unjufl  fud¬ 
ges  which  ever  fate  in  Judgement,  and  by  feigned  Holinefs,  was 
banithed  with  the  whole  Royal  Family  as  malefartors ,  and  the 
Rina  himfelf  made  a  Traytor,  and  his  precious  life  hunted  after, 
fhalfhis  Innocence  with  the  reft  of  that  Royal  houfe,  againft  none 
of  whom  the  leaft  crime  or  caufe  was  objerted,  only  make  his 
people  happy  ?  May  a  King  who  hath  fuffered  fuch  wrongs,  and 
done  fuch  excellent  things  for  God,  and  his  people,  expert  no 
blefting,  but  a  bare  reftitution  i  God  owes  no  man  any  thing, 
but  what  we  receive  is  of  gift  •,  yet  the  Lord  Almighty  hath  not 
wont,  but  in  fuch  cafes  to  fhew  hi  s'  acceptance  and  make  recom¬ 
mence.  Nebuchadrezzar  for  fighting  againft  the  City  of  Tyre, 
which  rejoyced  at  the  captivity  of  the  Jews,  When  they  were  car¬ 
ried  unto  Babylon ,  received  the  Kingdom  of  Egypt  as  a  reward  of 
his  labor  •,  Ezek.29.  ver.  18.  Son  of  man,  Nebuchad-rezzar  King  of 
Babylon  caufe  d  his  Arm y  to  [erve  a  great (erv ice  again  fl  Tyrus every 
head  was  made  bald,and  every  [boulder  was  peeled, yet  had  he  no  wages 
nor  his  army  for  Tyrus-,  for  the  fervice  which  he  ferved  againft  it. 

Ver.  19.  Therefore  thus  faith  the  Lord  God,  Beheld,  /  will  give 
the  land  of  Egypt  unto  Nebuchad-rezzar  King  of  Babylon,  and  he 

fall 
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[hall  take  her  multitude,  and  take  herfpoil ,  and  take  her  prey,  and 
it  (ball  be  the  wages  for  his  army, 

Ver.  20.  l  have  given  him  the  land  of  Egypt  for  his  labor ,  where - 
with  he  ( erved  againft  it ,  becaufe  they  wrought  for  we,  faith  the 
Lord  God, 

And  did  not  the  Lord  beftow  upon  Queen  Elizabeth  of  blef- 
fed  memory,  for  her  impnjonment ,  for  maintaining  of  Gods  true 
Religion ,  for  refifing  the  Spaniard ,  befriending  the  French  a- 
gainft  the  League,  and  protecting  tire  Neatherlands^ the  Kingdom 
of  Ireland <  For  what  of  that  Kingdom  had  all  her  Anceftors 
who  were  called  Lords,  and  Kings  thereof,  but  charge  and  trou¬ 
ble,  befide  a  bare  Title  i  h  ut  to  her  was  the  Kingdom  conquer d, 
and  quieted ,  that,  as  the  Author  of  the  Hiftory  called  Pacata  Hi  - 
hernia  in  the  Epiftle  to  the  Reader,  (peaks,  Q.  Elizabeth  might 
have  it  juftly  written  upon  her  Tomb,  Pacata  Hibernia,  or,  Ire¬ 
land  Tamed.  But  our  Royal  Soveraign  is  doing  more,  and  hath 
begun  it  already,  and  fufered  longer,  and  worje,  than  ever  Queen 
Elizabeth  did.  Yet  not  thou,  6  Charles,  but  God  which  is  in 
thee.  Secondly,  If  we  confider  hisMajefties  Con  fancy  and  Pa¬ 
tience  in  the  midsof  his  great  Tentations.  Shall  K.  Charles  II, 
who  was  by  wicked  men  bam  fed  from  his  own  Kingdome,  forced 
to  remain  in  the  Dominions  of  a  Popifb  Prince,  fuch  a  King,  who 
by  no  Neceffities,  nor  Sollicitations  could  be  drawn  to  lorfake 
God,  to  advance  himfelf,  (hall  he,  I  fay,  be  miraculoufiy  pre (erved 
in  his  efcape  from  his  cruel  hunters,  and  more  miraculoufiy  in 
France  and  Flanders,  from  idolatry ,  and  only  be  kept  to  make 
us  happy  i  Go  1  forbid.  Had  not  fofeph,  whofe  bow  abode  in 
ftrength,  whom  the  archers  forely  grieved,  (hot  at,  and  hated, 
Gene],r\9. 23,24.  a  double  portion  to  him  and  his  pofterity  <  Ezek, 
47.13.  having  one  portion  for  that  caute  above  his  brethren  given 
him  by  his  father  taken  out  of  the  hand  of  the  Ament e  with 
the  fword  and  with  his  bowe,  Gen.  48.  22.  But  our  Soveraigns 
bowe  abode  as  much  and  more  in  ftrength,  when  for  the  follicita- 
tions  of  the  Egyptian  Rmifh  harlot  he  ftarted  not  afide. 
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Befuk  in  the  very  letters  of  their  names  there  is  a  parity  between 
the  Type  and  Antitype  (and  thisfometime  happeneth,  not  by 
chance  but  providence,  as  when  Mary  Aarons  Sifter  a  virgin,  and 
ft  [us  Mofes  fucceffor  prefigured  in  deed  and  names  the  virgin 
Mary,  and  fcfus  our  Savior )  betwixt  Clovis  and  C  and  Lovis , 
as  to  note,thofe  great  evils  (hall  be  taken  away  when  C  and  Lovis 
meet,  as  now  they  do. 

Concerning  the  Healing  of  the  Kings- Evil  in  France,  and 
what  is  prefigured  thereby  thus  far. 

If  any  of  my  Readers  (hall  objeCt,  which  doubtlefs  moft  will 
do,  that  what  I  do  prefage  touching  our  Royal  Soveraign  and  the 
Kingdom  of  France,  is  no  more  then  probable-,  to  him  I  will  be 
bold  to  fay,  and  let  him  well  confider,  that  even  among  the  Sa¬ 
ges  of  the  Law,  great  P  rob  abilities  have  the  efteem  of  Certainties , 
and  according  thereunto  Sentence  is  pronounced  by  them.  And 
we  know,  that  in  the  difference  of  the  two  Harlots  about  a  fur- 
viving  childe,  who  fhould  be  the  true  mother  thereof ,  when 
King  Solomon  gave  fentence  on  her  fide  who  fhewed  pity  toward 
the  Infant,  as  to  be  mother  thereof,  judgement  thus  given  from 
probable  conjecture,  is  faid  to  be  the  Wifedom  of  God  in  him, 
i  King.3. 28.  Or  are  our  children  known  to  be  the  fathers,  but 
by  probability  ?  Yea,  although  we  are  enjoyned  to  give  diligence 
to  make  our  calling  and  eletfion  fure ,  how  few  of  the  eled  ever 
attained  to  that  height  in  this  life,  that  all  his  mif-doubtings  were 
taken  away,  and  that  he  was  fully  affured  of  a  future  happineffe  i 
I  muft  acknowledge  that  there  are  degrees  of  likelinef  3  fbme 
things  which  are  probable  are  not  yet  firm  enough  to  conclude, 
others  of  io  high  a  degree  of  probability,  that  according  to  the 
example  commended  by  the  Spirit  of  God  in  Solomon,  they  are 
asftrongasthe  dear  eft  certainties.  And  of  that  fort  of  proba¬ 

ble  things  which  are  the  ftrongeft  or  very  near  them,  I  here  main¬ 
tain  thefe  fore-named  to  be. 

Thus  much  pertaining  to  the  cure  of  the  Struma  performed 
by  the  French  King,  and  what  is  fignified  thereby.  And  here 
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at  laft  it  will  not  be  unfeafonahle  to  explain, what  before  was  part¬ 
ly  touch’d  by  me,  whence  it  is  chat  neither  our  Sovereign,  nor  yet 
the  French  King  do  heal  ol  t be  Struma  all  that  are  touch'd  by 
their  hands.  2.  That  they  do  nat  likewife  help  fuch  as  are  trou¬ 
bled  with  the  Gout,  Feavers,  Pal(ie,<£r.  but  this  Evil  onely, 
3;  Kings  of  this  Kingdom,  and  of  the  French  nation,  although 
they  have  erred  in  the  faith,  and  have  been  of  a  falfe  Church, 
have  healed  this  Difeafe,  as  well  as  thofe  which  have  been  found 
in  the  faith,  and  members  oi  that  true  Churchy  of  which  Chrift 
is  Head,  in  which  fmall  number  our  Royal  Soveraign  is  one,  and 
a  principal.  4.  That  in  tome  few  although  healed  at  prefent,  the 
forefaid  difeafe  through  fome  occafion  breaks  out  again. 

Iiyanfwer  to  theflrft  Objection,  firft  acknowledging,  if  the 
healing  ot  this  Evil ,  were  perfectly  miraculous,  like  unto  thofe 
cures  wrought  by  our  Saviour,  it  fhould  be  perfect ,  in  any  of 
whichour  King  (hould  lay  his  Royal  hands,  ^£.7.23.  Are  ye 
angry  at  me-  ( faith  our  Saviour )  becaufe  1  made  a  man  altogether 
whole  upon  the  Sabbath  day  $  (Then  was  there  no  unfoundnefs 
left  behinde  )  therefore  we  may  conclude,  this  power  given  unto 
our  Kings,  was  not  for  the  fame  caufe  for  which  our  Saviour  and 
his  Apoftles  healed  the  lick.  To  the  fecond  Obje&ion,  I  con- 
lefs,  that  whereas  our  Saviour  healed  all  that  were  lack,  and  like¬ 
wife  the  Apoftles 3.  yea,  the  Pool  of  Bethefda>3\\  with  what  mfir- 
mity  foever  they  were  troubled,  it  was  to  Fgnifie  that  which  th<" 
Scripture  elfewhere  faith,  He  healeth  all  thy  Difeafes,  that  is, 
both  outward  and  inward  Difeafes,  of  which  fort  are  fins, 
ally.  Wherefore  for  fome  other  diftind  caufe.  doth  qr^  * 
raign  cure  the  Struma  only.  Neverthelefs.  it.  canuor 
that  this  vertue  given  to  our  Kings  is  miraculous,  Atl0US 
to  perfection.  To  the  next  Objection,  I  fay,  even  mjr 
cles  themfelves  were  wrought  by  the  hands  ,oftt)e  evi.  a.s^e 
the  good  fometimes,  For  is  it  not  writte*  that  at  the  la

And  touching  thelaft  Obje&ion, where 
it  is  faid,  that  fome  which  have  been  healed  of  this  Evil  have  re- 
laffcd^  it  doth  indeed  plainly  inferr,  that  this  healing  of  the  Evil 
by  our  Kings  muff  be  in  that  refped  different  from  the  like  mira¬ 
cles  of  old.  T  he  fmiting  of  the  rock  wife  by  Mofes  was  his 
asifthedoingof  it  once  had  not  been  fufficiem,  and  the  virtue 
of  caufmg  the  water  to  flow  out  of  the  rock  had  been  in  his  hand. 
If  once  touching  by  the  Royal  hand  be  not  ever  and  altogether 
fufficient  for  the  cure,  and  the  fecond  be  helpfull,  it  may  well  fig- 
nifie,  that  in  this  our  good  Jofiahs  reformation,  men  (hall  not  be 
fo  fully  reformed,  as  that  none  (hall  endeavour  to  fall  back  again, 
but  yet  by  his  Royal  hand  they  fhall  be  reduced. 

A  PRATER . 

In  the  mean  time  let  us  befeech  Almighty  God  to  plant  in  our 
Soveraigns  Heart  the  awful  Fear  of  his  Holy  Name,  and  that  his 
uneriing  Word  may  be  the  Meafure  and  Rule,  by  which  alone 
Religion  and  Juftice  may  be  reformed,  as  by  tfofiah  his  Royal 
Type  was  done.

Laftly,  of  all  which  hath  been  fpoken,  to  God  alone  be 
given  the  Praife  and  Glory  for  from  him ,  and  by  him ,  and  to  him 
arc  all  things :  He  revealeth  the  deep  and  fecret  things,  he  know- 
eth  what  is  in  darknefs,and.  the  light  dwelleth  with  him:  For  thine 
is  the  Power  and  the  Glory,  and  thou  hail  now  made  known  un¬ 
to  us  the  Kings  matter.
